The UmmftggB Jataka, s, tFaDBlatiou of which ia offered 
to the reader in the followixig pages, recoutnfa tho etocy 
of a birth of Buddha in one of hjs previous liveaj of 
which five hundred and fifty are recordod in the Jatak&s. 
Profcaeor Rhya Davida in hie BuddJiiat Birth StorJea has 
so ably introduced the Jatakas to the English reader that 
It would be presumption on my part to attempt to go 
ovnr the same ground. Suffice it therefore to aay that 
thie voJume contains the account of the Birth of the Eod- 
hisatva, which is the iaet but one toloted in the JAtaW 
I have aolocted the Sinhalcso version for traualatian in 
preference to the Pali story becauae of the high poEition 
the former holds among Sinhalese cJawics, and of the 
oonsammato beauty of itft etyJe and language- Ita widt 
popularity L-i principally due to the charm of the Ian- 
guage used, which no translation can reproduce, and to 
the human interest of the story itself It ia to bo re^ 

that the author of this popuJat tranalatiou cannot 
be identified with any degree of certniuty. Tradition 
however, commonly attributes the work to a learned 
Buddhist priest from Taujot^ (South India), who is said 
to have co]uposod it during the reign of Prakkrsma 
Behu IV, (1308-1347) with the nssietance of thoaopreme 
rnmister WIraeiulia Patiraja, aud at the request of the 
good miniater Parukkrama,''' Fiom internal evidence 
as supplied by the very large nmuber of Tamil woida 
oMurring in the trauelation, wa ate justified in asslgniog 
to the author, if not a Dravidiau descent, at least a very 
Ultimate knowledge of Tami],

Omur upon a time our Lord Buddha, the completely 
Enlightcued Cue, the Lion of the iSokya race, the Bene¬ 
factor of all, the comparable to the Incomparable oues, 
the TiUxka of tlie three worlds, the Gem in the diadem 
of the three hhuvanas, the Mine of mercy, the Abode 
of friendship and love, the Master of wisdom, whose 
virtue is boundless as the water of the ocean, firm as the 
earth, high as Maliilmcru, pure as crystal, his mind 
absorbed in eeutiments of mercy, kindness, love, and im¬ 
partiality towards all, related this Jataka in the pleasant 
grove of Jetavana, which is filled with oU majks of wealth 
and greatness, and adorned with hundreds of temples, 
monasteries, walks, and colleges, surpassing in beauty 
even NaiSdun Uyana, the pleasure-garden of the mighty 
Indra, in order that he might manifest the supernatural 
wisdom which was concealed under his bodily form. This 
grove, Jetavana, is situate close by the royal city of S^v^t, 
which is enriched with hal, campaka, ironwood, jak, mango, 
and other fruit-bearing trees; it contains beautiful pW 
sure-gardens, with hundreds of noble trees, hundreds of 
ponds and tanks of pure water, decked with the five 
kinds of lotuses; nor are there wanting houses, 

and gates adorned with gold and silver, and teeming 
crowds with bright and varied garments. This royal 
city of S?v?t is surrounded with a white wall, the 
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’ii’indinge iv’hereof riv*! tlit miveleta on tbe bosom of 
tbe milky' ^ea.

Oue tiny, wIiCD the sun had disappeared bebiitd the 
^•^tettriL horizon* tlie pre-eminont Bhikfclins, gifted with 
the virtues of mowtlity, Tneditation, And wigdom, dothed 
in deep red* beautiful PdniivJcftUt robrs* like the eveuieg 
doadsj having tlieir nigbt-odls like aLn army of dis- 
ciplined warriors gatl^eriug togetlior for the battlefield, 
or Like a bady of mu.gk deplienta clad in beeutifal armour 
inisbl with gemsj or like a troop of lions wlio stalk abroad 
alone—gathered leuiid the majestic throne in the 
llditf, festooned with wreaths of sweet-scented fiowers.' 
canopied v^ltk a tapestry* adorned with stare mode of 
gold, eilver, and game, and daKzling in all glory and 
grwidenr—expatiated in tlie following manner on the 
perfoction of the wisdom of Buddba; while they at the 
Bftroe time expected the appeojaftce of Buddha, the King 
of Tightcciisijcsfl, the Lord of mercy, equity, and justice, 
nnd tilt Teacher of the three worlds at the Hall, like the 
ceWtials who assembled in the heavenly court of Su- 
dhai'ni!l awaiting Indra's connug. And thus they spake:— 

" Brethren I BmMha possesses wiinlom of the higlsiffit 
onler, eitemllng Over the whole region of morality, Jkc- 
Like secuted oil poured on the sen, it difi^aaes itself over 
all doctrines that require to b& hnown ; it is permeated 
with jt. fnlnciiS of love towards nil thhtgs; it is endowed 
with a Bwift peroaptlou* as swift as the awiftest 
With an acote pereeption it iH?netrates the veiled meiining 
of the J?/wifTna, Ni-nthtiy and PrajlfMomt, ae an 

iron heated all day eats through a witliered lejif without 
obstrudion ; it enables him to peuetrate tlirougb all kinda 
of doctrines, in every way as one dioes through a erystnl 
placed ou tha palm. Wljile Bnpprcssing hei'ctical optuions* 

'■ Lkt-, WTcatliri ct Cvn'OTfl And pcriuiiiE*, 
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such as eternity of matter and spirit, annihilation of matter 
au(i spirit, and auch like doctrines, he, by his anrivalled 
and penetrating wisdom, converted such Brahmins as 
Kii^dsnta, Verafija, and hundreds of other Brahmins, 
and also such Paribr&jikas as Sabhiya and BShiyo, and 
cannibals like Aiavaka, such desperate characters as Aiigu* 
limiUa, and such gods as Indra, who, in consequence of 
their wealth, power, and ability, entertained no feelings 
of respect towards the three gems, aud also such Brahmas 
as Baka, who, holding heretical opinions, such as concern 
the eternity of matter and spirit, strayed into the path 
leading to hell, and the Lord did indeed destroy their 
venom-like sins by the anrivalled power of his omniscience. 

“ Moreover, this Buddha has subjugated their words, 
thoughts, and deeds, led a great many to the four paths 
and stages, and made them enter his holy order, and 
secured to them the bliss of Nirvft^n. Brethren ! thus 
is Buddha endowed with wisdom as above mentioned." 

Tlie Bhikkhua, who had assembled in the Hall of Preach- 
ing, were thus expatiating on the various great virtues 
and wls<lom of Buddha, when our Lord Buddha, the Ix)rd 
of the [three] worlds, the Chief of the [three] worlds, 
Joy of the world, whose feet are adored by gods and 
kings,’ having heard with his divine ear when in his 
sceuted cell the conversation which had arisen in the 
Dhanna Sillfi, just os if be himself had been there, thought 
of what mighty things he could do by bis divine power, 
and resolved to go there. Rising from his b^, he 
dressed himself, so os to cover three parts of his body 
with his robe, which was like a bouquet of Muruta flowers 
wet with scarlet-lokc, girded on his belt, which was like a 
flush of lightning with hundreds of strokes illuminating 
an evening cloud, and over them he put on the excel-

chiniLber by the door which Bpont'aneously openg itself 
by virtue of his merits^ accumulated during conutless 
piBviona ngeSf like the sun rising from out of u bank of 
clouds, or like the moon break iug tlntough a heavy dark 
cloud, or like a bravs lion leaving his goldon. cave wiiih 
mane erect; and plaang his feetj odorn^ with one han- 
dred and eight nuepicious marts, upo-n lotuacfi contain! og 
eaten layers of petals, sprung up by the merita accumu¬ 
lated in couutlosa birtke, by approaching Buddhas and 
other wise uaeu ho arrived at the JUharma Ssl!! with all 
the iacomparabls majesty of a Buddlia^ spi'cading light 
by hie incfruhlc looks on all the grouiul over whieh he 
passetb if l^mHiig nectar on it And just as the 
Blessed Lord entered the Hall of Pi'eaching^ he caused 
the ^lulu" to he filled with the light O'f the halo co'in- 
posed of streama of siic eolonred rays, and looking with 
hie eyes of proportionate length and breadth, like unto two 
windows of a golden palace made of shining blue sapphires, 
or like unto a pair of bees tliat hover over a lotus-like 
face shining as brightly ne a golden dagobn and dazzling 
with the five colours, towards tJie body of priests, who 
were like vcesfils ludeu. with cvsjty kind of precious trea- 
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sure, or like uuto a forest of full-blowo lotoses, or like 
unto a wreath of flowers offered round a golden d&gaba, 
he thooght witbiu himself tbus:— 

“These priests who are here have their senses well 
restrained; their minds are calm and quiet; they have 
control over their words, their minds, and their bodies: 
therefore, if I do not speak to them first, not one of them 
will dare to speak to me." So thinking, he opened his 
lotus-like mouth, pregnant with the deeds of merit 
achieved during countless millions of ages post, and 
addressed them thus: “ Bhikkhus t what was the conver¬ 
sation you were engaged in previous to my arrival here ? 
If there is anything which you understand not, or have 
any doubts about, from which you may desire to be freed, 
tell me. By the enlightened eyes of my incomparable 
Buddbahood I shall determine them exactly and explain 
to you all such matters.” Having uttered thus much he 
remained silent, giving a starting-point to the exposition 
of the Law. Then one of the Bhikkhus said, “ Lord 1 
we were not engaged in conversing on any of the thirty- 
two subjects, such as stories about kings, robbers, Ac., 
that have been prohibited to us. We Lave been enjoying 
the sweets of discourse on the subjects of the intense 
purity and keenness of the wisdom of Buddha." Then 
Buddha replied saying, ** Bhikkhus 1 Buddha has been 
renowned for his wisdom, not only now, but also during 
countless previous births. He was renowned for his 
wisdom oven during the period that he was qualifying 
himself for Buddbahood.” Having uttered thus much 
he resumed silence, when one of the Bhikkhus, with the 
consent of the rest, rose up, adjusted his rubes so as 
to cover only one shoulder, and with bis bands joined 
together in supplication, addressed him saying, “ Lord! 
wo know that Buddha is gifted with great wisdom, as 
that is perfectly manifest to us, but the immature wisdom 
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displayed by the Blftssed Ona in Lia previous births 
’while he T.vaa yet perfecting himself for Bnddhahood, 
19 bid fejin MB by the lapse of ages.' May it therefoa'e 
pledge tlie Bleasod Lot^I tc enTighteu ufir" Ab one ’who 
rentATes a eurtaia and exhibits s beautiful picture, the 
Blessed Quc thou related the stofy of the past. 

In days gone by, wbeu a kiag named Y^giho was 
reigning in Mithila^ he had feurpa^dit^i €€uaka^ Pubkuea, 
KavinJjij and UBviuda^ ’wlio gave him advice in. Jnettei'E 
temporal end epidtuid. And he saw a vision at the last 
vr-abeh of tho night, on the day ’when the great BCaat, ’who 
had acquired all vitCuea by the eierciMS necessary for the 
attoiament of Bnddhahood, wag conceived in cht vfomb 
of his muthcr. And the vigtou woa aa follows >— 

Four columns of fire, each bread ae a young palmyra' 
treo, shot up at the four coraorg of the wall acoond the 
palscfr-yard, ovcrtoppiitg the wall ami shedding light 
around; and !o f tlmre appeared in the midst of these a 
tiny spark of light oo bigger than a firefly,, which sud¬ 
denly buicgt forth in flamB as bigji ps the Bralnua vforld, 
and, outahiuing tho four groat firea which were bttroing 
iu the four cotLieis, spread a brilliant light itll over the 
world; so much so, that even n grida of mnstard-secd 
lying on the ground could be distinctly seen. All living 
beiage, including gods and meu^ passed amidst this flame, 
offering flowera and inceDse thereto, and yet not even 
a hair of their body was aiuged At the sight of thie 
vision KLu^r V^deha was atrnck with mortal fear, and 
kept himself awake till morning. 

TiVhea the sun uroge, SSnaka and the ottier pandit® 
entered Ebc^ king's chamber, and having siduted Idm, 
inquired whether lie had passed a comfu-rtable tiight. The 
king replied, saying, "What comfort can 1 have after 

’ Lit, by th* taBHuigmjtlMi of the boh], or emulatloiL 
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Reeing such a vision?” When the papdits heard the 
king’s story, SSnuka, interpretiog the vision, spoke to the 
king 08 follows :— 

“ My Lord, be not afraid. 'This is an nuspicions vision, 
which foretells prosperity to your house.” And when the 
king asked in what manner, he informed him os follows: 
" Your Majesty will obtain a fifth councillor who will 
eclipse us and subdue our wisdom; we four are the four 
flames of firo that arose in the four comers. A fifth coun- 
'cillur will arise like unto the flame of firo that arose in 
the noidst of the others. Ho will be incomparable in 
wisdom and virtue, and find no equal in the worlds of 
gods and men.” 

The king then asked, “Where is he now?” The 
councillor replied, “ 0 king! this day he will either be 
conceived in his mother's womb, or be born in the world.” 

Thus did SCnaka interpret the meaning of this vision 
to the king by the might of his knowledge, as one who 
sees with supernatural eyes. From that day forth the 
king kept these words in remembrance.* 

Now in the city of Miyulu (Mithila) there are four 
market-towns, called the South Town, the West Town, the 
North Town, and the East Town, situated hard by the 
gates thereof. In the East Town there dwelt a certain rich 
man called Siriva<,l<lhanu. His wife was a princess named 
Sumana DSvI. On the day when the king saw the 
vision, the great BOsat (Bodbisattva) departed from the 
Tusita heaven, and was conceived in the womb of 
Sumauti Duvl, the wife of Sirivaddhuna, the rich merchant 
At tbat very time a thousand other gods departing from 
the same heaven took their conception in the families of 
elderly merchants. Sumanu Devi, after a period of ten 
months’ gestation, brought forth a child, fair os the new

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moon Or as golden image. At that moment Siihrij the 
tiug of the gfldBi looking down oo the world of meiij snw 
thnt the gi'cnt Boeiib vfsta horn^ and thiukiog that it .wne 
meet to ej^read the fiimo of tlio Hoeat throughout the 
'worlds of gwis aod mm^ dosoended in un Invisible form 
ii3 the Bimt emerged from hia mothev's vrom.b, and 
pladug a piece of aaudaL-wood in his haud^ nctiEraed to 
the heaven whence he hod comci while the Biliaat gmeped 
the piece of eandal-wood in Ms dosed hand- At tha birtli 
of the Boaat Ida mochei suffered no pains of ehildbirthj for 
he came O'lit from hje mother'^s womb as freely as water 
flows out from n cMWava, or os a briHiant preacher 
descends finjm bia pulpit 

When bis mother saw the piece of ^andobwood in 
hit hainb ebe ashed liim, ** Sou \ what butt thou in thy 
bond 1 ” He repliedj, saying, ‘"MotLurl it in a grdnt 
toraedyond placing it in lier liand, said, "Take this, 
nmthei'H and give it to all who may stifFur from any 
disease." Tbe mother was greatly pleftaed^ and told it 
to her husband], the merchant^ Sirivaddbam^. Now this 
inercbant bail for seven years been suffEriaig from a 
paid ill tltfi head. So he was overjoyod^ think]ng to 
himficlf, " This child came ont from Ids mother’s womb 
bringing n great medicine in his liand j at the very 
moment of hia birth be apake to his mother; and tbia 
medicijie given by Eucb a meritorious one must, doubt¬ 
less, be of woiidrOLia efficacy." Thinking thus, he took it, 
and rubbing it a little on a grindstone/ applied it to his 
forehead; and lo ! tho ptLiairom which he bad been anffer- 
iiig for seven years left bint entirely, like unto water that 
glides down a lotusdeaf. The merchant was overjoyed 
at the wonderful power of the medicine. It was now 
spread abroad throaghoiit all the country tlmt the gi'cat 
Eo^at hod come oat from his mother's womb bringing 
* I^LL tgxt Ninuli^n. 
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with bim a mighty remedy. All who suffered frum cough, 
asthma, aud suoh like ailments, would go to Sirlvaddhaua's 
house to ask for the great medicine," and the merchant, 
rubbing the piece of sandal-wood on a stone, would take a 
little of the paste, mix it with water, and give it to every 
one who came. As soon as the divine medicine touched 
the body, all kinds of disease would be healed. Those 
who recovered from the ailments would return home, de¬ 
scribing on their way the wonderful effects of the medicine 
at the merchant’s house. 

On the day fixed for giving a name to the Bosat, 
his father thoiight, “The names of our ancestors are of 
no use to this son of mine; let him be called Mahau- 
^ba" (The Great Remedy). And accordingly he was 
called “Mohau^ha Kumurarii” (Prince of the Great 
Remedy). 

Aud again the merchant thought, “My son is meri¬ 
torious. He could not he born alone. There must be 
other children bom on the same day with him." Think¬ 
ing thus, he sent his ser\'ants to inquire from house to 
house, and on hearing tliat one thousand other boys bad 
been born on that very day, be sent them nurses and 
clothes; and many a festival was celebrated in honour of 
the thousand children bom on the same day as the Maha 
B6sat. These children used to be brought before the 
Bosat daily, dressed in their best and ri(^est garments. 
Thus the Bosat in seven years grew up os beautiful os 
a golden image, having the other one thousand children a.s 
his playmates. 

Now his playgrounds in the village were damaged by 
elephants, horses, and other animals, and also by rain. 
The cliildren, too, suffered when the heat was excessive. 

One day while they were at play, a rain-storm arose 
unexpectedly; seeing this, the Br«at, strong os an elephant, 
run for shelter into a house. The other children, os they 
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ran after li tin „ attimbled iiutL fsll ovei' o-ue another, i tg 
Jitid catting their knees in tltcir Thou the 

thought^ " It TTiinalfJ be iivell to build a playroom here, and 
rve eliall no longer Le troubled/’ Sc ho said to the other 
cbildreiJ, "Bring nic eaclt a piooc of money (inusea) and I 
shijl httvu a house built here, whereiti wo may Ktandj.git, or 
sleep when there is wind, rain, or eun;" nud they did as 
he bade them. The B6iat took the thousaud mnssiia, sent 
for a mBstcr-carpentei', and Landing the mouey to him, 
orderetl him to build a house there. The uiBster-earpoutGr 
agreed and took tho money. He then Welled tbe groand, 
Jixed pegs, and laid out the giunud-plaa; but the manner 
in ^rhicb he drew the lines did not please tlie BSsat. The 
Buaat, iu directlog the architeet the way to lay out the 
plan^ eatd, '‘Stretch the lines out pto-porly;and he 
lepHed, " Lei-d t I liave laid out the plan to the beat of 
my knowledge; I kitow cf no other way'/' Then the 
Bosati fiftid. You do not know even thus much; how 
o&u you please tad satisfy me 1 1 would tiike the lino 
iu thie manner, and mai'k off the divisiyna of the house/^ 
And eending for the line, he laid out the plan htiU' 
self. The house woo laid out as if ihe god Vilvakarma 
had done tho work. Then he asked the aroMtotc, " Can 
you lay out the ground-plan thus?’' "Ko, my lord." 
auid he. " Could you build, the house aceording to my 
instructions?” asked the Bf^at "Yes, I can. do SC," lie 
replied. Thm the Bo*at caused to be mado iu this " Hall" 
a portion for the dcatitute, another for the lying-in of 
helpless women, another for Bralimiii traveLera from foreign 
countries, a fourth for orduiary tnLVelisH, and a Sfth for 
foreign merchants to store tbeir morellandise in. Tor each 
of those rooms he hod a sepjLtata euteauce made from the 
outsida. The buildiog having been bibahed in a few days, 
the Boeftt sent for artists, and uuder hia own direction 
i:4vased attraotiva pictures to be pahited therein. This 
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“Hair’ resembled Sudharma (the divine hall of §akra). 
Afterwards, thinking that this “Hall” was still incom¬ 
plete, and that it would be well to have a tank constructed, 
he sent for a bricklayer, and giving him money of his 
own, he caused a thousaud-sided tank to be made, so as 
to contain a hundred bathing-places, with beautiful steps 
leading to them. This tauk was covered with hve kinds 
of lotuses, and resembled the tank “Nanda.” On the 
edge of this tank he caused Aiuba, Daihba, N&, Pautl, 
Sapu, Dunuke, l^ala, Puvougu, and other trees abound¬ 
ing in leaves and flowers to be plamted. Ho caused the 
garden to be mode os beautiful as the “ Nuudun Uyana.” 
Then he provided provisions for alms in connection with 
the “Hall" — for friars, Sramnpae, and Brahmins; for 
foreign travellers who rc&t a while and depart, and for all 
other poor people. 

These acts of the Great One were spread abroad every¬ 
where, and mauy people who heard tliereof were wont 
to come to the place. The Great BOsat, seated in the 
“ Hall,” was wont to inquire into the rights and wrongs 
of all who came to him. Thus did the Great Bdsat dis- 
phiy himself as if Buddha had mode his appearance in the 
world. 

Now, seven years after King VGdGha Lad seen the vision 
he thought thus : “ They told me that a fifth councillor 
would be born, who would excel the other four and surpass 
them iu wisdom ; but where is be now ? ” And be sent 
four ministers from out of the four gates of the city to 
find him out Tlie three who went out flcom three of the 
gates did not find the BOsat; but the minister who went 
out from the eastern gate into the Eastern Market-town, 
when he saw the “ Hall ” and other works which the Bdsat 
had caused to be built, thought to himself, “ He who built 
this ‘ Hall,’ or he who caused it to be built, must be in¬

this, they say, ia be who knew tbo mosidng of so many 
problems that had been propounded, and eolvcd the ques¬ 
tions.'^ The Pandit on reatliing the palace goto announced 
his ai^lTol to tJift king tbrough the palace guard. The 
king being pleased nud dolightcd at tbc news of bis arrival, 
said to the rftau, "Let my eon Aljahau^adba PaiicUt make 
haste and comc in.”

On Jicaring 
about you my mind was pleased, on geeing you my mind 
ia dfaplcased/^ The Pa^^t thoMupon eoidj ‘‘ What ia the 
reaeon that your mindj having Lean pleased by hearing 
about HUS, is <li3plea3ed by seoiiag ma T " " Because/' said 

the king, "you Tnfii?le youi father rise up from hk aoat 
and took it yourgolf," “What, my lordf" rejoined the 
Bosat, ^'dO' you Bay that in all coaea the father ia greater 
than the boh?'' Tlie king replied, “Yes, it is 

30,^' To thifl the Busat rapiied, “ You scut Tvoti] to me 
to send yoH a colt or its sire-'-' So eaying he iHMt np from 
hia esat, aud looking at the young men ^vho brought the 
ass told them, Bring me the ass that you Jxave liought^" 
And wheu they Lad, brought it, ho placed it near tho feet 
of the king, and in^juired of him, saying, " My lord! 
what ia the value of thia The king rep]led, '^If 

it he serviceable, it is worth about eight massas,'' “ How 
much tliea will a thorough-bred colt, begotten by thie elm 
in the womb of a Saindhava marc, be worth ? inquired 
the Boaah Tlie kiug replied, “ It ia invaluable.” The 
Bosat continued, “ Why do yon say ao, my lord ?

loat, Moliau^dha considered what thia ques¬ 
tion meant, and not pereeiving what it mconC, he thought 
within himsolf, '^'The hing is too immature In understand¬ 
ing to have thought this out by himself. It must Lave 
been eaggeated to his mind by the sight of some oceiuTcnce, 
If we get have fbr one day, I slinll fnd out what it means. 
S^iioka will somehow or other ijoatpoue answering it fett 
Ode day” 

Shiiaka and the other three paiji^ts, like unto men in 
a dark room, could see no way of solving the question. 
S^uaka, therefore, looked at the Mahn B^at to gauge Ms 
mind, and porcciving from the mnnner of his look that be 
hod not giusped the ineanfug, and would xvish for one 
day^s time, and desirous of complying with his wish, he 
laughed familiarly witli the ting, atid said, " My lord T 
do you indeed mean to send us out of the country if we 
should uot be able Co dL^clooe the meaulng of this question ? 
We are not incapable of solviug it; hut this ie tatheir an 
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iutdcate question ; wa do uol' wish to otpldiu it lit ouco iu 
public. We bhall tbiak it over oloac, and then tell your 
mejesty. Grant uj^ therefore^ o paatponemOQt." And 
Laving regard to MaLa ho adii(^ ia a atan^a, " In 

a public assembly, wherein the lend uolae of tlie people 
creates one confused diu^ our tLougbta are dEatraeted, or 
run in di^rerent olaannels. So we eounot auewer this 
fjuestioo juat uow. Great king E eoeh of the five pnijijita, 
when Lo has goue to enjoy the great boon of rest, will 
eoneentrate his tJioaghtSj, and will in solitude think over 
this question rmd tJien eaplain it to you/’ 

The king* although dieentisfied at the ivords of Bfenaka, 
thought* ^’Very wa)l,” and threatened them Ijy the threat 
of driving them out of the couiitry if ttiey should iail to 
answer the question. 

Thereupon the four piii(idita, fibnaka and otltcis^ de- 
veended from tlie palace* S&naka eitying to Ins Oompanious* 
" The king lists put before us a kecu queation. If we 
should not he able to ejiplain it* we shall auffet great 
loiES. You had better, therefore* eujoy a good meal and 
thoroughly tiamiae the questiou.” Thus saying, he went 
to his house. 

Mahausadha Pa^dft >^Lio rota up from Lis seat, and 
having approached. Queen Udumbar^ Inquired of her* 
paying, ‘^0 queen! wLert wm the king durieg the greater 
portion of yesterday or to-day ? ’* " Tlie king wae waiting 
up and down the terrace* looking through the window 
while pftstking and repassiug it*” replied tha queen.

ThuB these, four po^ijite, Sinaka and the other three, 
not pereeiving the meaning of the queatjon, thought, “Wc 
made a brave show like lions before the king, aud came 
away aaymgf ‘ If we get time for one day we shall cooeider 
the queadon and disclose its raeaeing,’ Now if we fail to 
do aOj the ting will be angry ; what shall we do V’ And 
being iu great fear^ they reflected, " U we ponder over tho 
meaning of this quBstiem for even slic yeaio without oes^ 
ing, we should not he nhle to auawcf ik Mahausadha 
F:i];(1it must have ascertaiued. the meiming by thiukiug 
it over ip hundreds and thousands of ways. Let us go 
to Uim^ without being proud/' So they went up to him 
and aunounced their arrival, and when they were told to 
come iu, they went to his palocCf and after making appro¬ 
priate inquiries as to his health, took their seats on one 
gide, Eind inquired of him, saying, '' 0 ilahausadha Papd>t 1 
havo you found out the meaning of this questiou ? ” '' If I 

do not know, who in the three worlds eljall know it; yes, 
I have found it oot," replied the Papdit. "If so, may it 
please you to tell us also," continued the other papdita- 
The Great One, who has oompassiou on all creatures, 
thought, "Now if I do not those four fello'WB the 
meaning of the question tho king will Oxpel thorn 
the country as being usoloao vagabonds, while me iso will 
reward with the seven picecioufi gems, !)*ymg, ^ There is no 
such jewel oa this Panditv" But my companion wlQ not 
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let lue aet in tliin mnuuar, Sq let not tlieee focils perialt 
while there is a Paijdit like me living." Moved with this 
kind spirit towards them, he decided to telJ them, and 
ordering them to sit on low Beits, with their hande up- 
hfWl ia eolutation towardB hiaiy aod witlmut telling them 
what the king had reolly seenj he composed fotir etimaae^ 
one for eaeh of them, and teaching them the Piili wortls, 
only without telling them the mGauing tlieteof, he sent 
them away, saj'ing, “ When the kiug questione you^ 
in ewer him thua^^ 

On the billowing day these four pandits aud the Great 
Busat having gone to attend upon tlio king, saluted his 
majesty, aud sat upon the aentg which had been prepjired 
for them.

Now, olthougl] S&uoka 
recited thie atsn^a, lao knew not its meaning Tlie king, 
wlao understood itfs scuac by rosBon of having seen the 
iucidcut, thought^ ‘^Verily, Stiaaka has explained the case. 

I shaL now qucstioia Pukkusa." He thsai asked Ihikkusa, 
wli 0 was scaled second. What," said Piakkoso, ‘' am I eot 
a Po]j(Jit ? ” amt repeated the Btauaa tlaat he had learnt. 
Its meaning is as follows: “We cover the back of a 
horse with gout's-ekan to get a comfortablo scat; they who 
desire such comfortable seats do not cover the horiie''s hack 
with dog-ekinis. N'o'twathKtaudaug thie difference, there

dog." But Puktusa biinMiH underatowJ ao-t the mesnSag 
of the stanza, althougJi h£ recited tho wurda Tlje king, 
hoTt’tTCT, who WAS aware of its meaning, thouglit, " ThLa 
roan* too, hsia uuderetood my question," and inquired of 
liaviuda Pa^dir> who occupied the third seat, iie, too^ 
recited the at 4 m!sa that he had learot. The moauing of 
it le aa foliowg; “The goat hca twisted hornOn the dog 
has none. The goat cola gtaw, and the dog floah. Xot- 
withBt 3 ndiug these differencee, there arose a /riaiidahip be¬ 
tween a goat and a dog,'" The king thinking, This one 
algo knows the moaning of the question," inquired of 
D^vincia Paj^ditj who had taken tho fourth seat He, too, 
recited the. stanza that he had learnt. Its meaning is os 
follows: " The goat eats grass and other berba, the Jog 
does not cat them, "What, then, does it eat 1 It eats hares 
aud cats. In, spite of these differeaces a compamonsliip 
arose betweEn a goat and a dog." 

When tha four paijujits, Sinokn aad the others^ had. 
Only recited to the king what each of them had learnt, 
the king, without asking them the meaniug of the stanzas^ 
as he hud alrecuiy underatood thenij. inquired of Mahau- 
?adha PuijtJitj the help of the helpless, the mine of mcroy, 
the liberator of mankind, who bad taken the fifth scat, 
“ 0 Po;^dit 1 have you found out the meaning of the ques¬ 
tion He replied in a lioudike voice, “ My lord 1 who 
that lives in the apace between Avici and Bhavagra can 
know it but mjaelf?" ITnereupon the king said, '"If 
eo, tell ’US.” And he, saying, “ My lord ! then hear me/^ 
repeated two etauzas in order to show that ho knew every 
particular about die goat and the dog. The guhatance of

Thu king, not knowing that the four pai(i'(|iU;, Sinalta 
and the othersj lincl leoiut the meaning of the question 
from the Great Boaat, ssidj " It ia certaiuly a great 
gain for me to have such poi?iJifca as these lining in my 
household^” and eo he treated them with great kiuduea^ 
thinking it right to mark hia apprcciatiou of their aclution 
of the queatioii. And he said to them, " I am eiceediugly 
pleB«d with you for your tlezir sold cion of this question, 
which you have ao well explained. I will gi^e to eaeh 
of you^ wlio are ocrtaiuly pandit®j ei chariot drawn by an 
‘ajsniya' horse and a village plentiful in richofl, graiuj and 
apparel.” So he caused all these things to be given to the 
fiva pai^dita. 

Jleiv ends the que&tim- about tAe poaf. 


The Queeu Udumbariv Dhvi, hnowieg that the four 
pQiidita, Sfeaaka and others, had Icarat the meauiug of 
the question tltrough Mahnu^adhiL thought, “ The 

king has rewarded all tha hva pa;>dite equally^ like one 
who makes no diflfcrence between Uudu and Tala: my 
brother Mahuusadha Fn^d^t should have been specially 
reworded/''and so she weut up to the king aud asked hin^ 
saying, " My lord I w^ho expMned the question to you ? ” 
He replied, "My darling! the five panjits.'' "Myloidt 
from whom do you think did the four paj^ditSi Sfeuaka 
and the others, laatn it?*^ inquired the queen. "I do 
not know, my dear,” replied the king. She then continaed, 
"My lord t whac <lo the four pu^dil^j and the 

otiiarc, knowt It was Muhauaadha Paiidit who tnught 
them tbo answers to the question, wicb the objett of 
eaving tJra lives of these ignorant fellows. But you have 
rewarded them eqncUy. This ia not right; you should 
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liave rewfuded PaJU-cUt over nud above tlie 

resL^' The king hewing this was the more pleased with 
M&hau^dha PaD^it;, inastnuch m he dkl not reveal the 
fact that it was from him that the others knew tha maim- 
ing of the (jueetioiti. And with the view of rewarding 
him kigely, ha thought^ '^iJever tnind, I ahidl put another 
queatioo to my aou, and when Jie explains that to me I 
ahull mward him greatly/' 

After thinking of a suitable qncstioji for this purpose^ 
the king Lit upou the "Sirimauda” qucstiou. Aitd one 
day, when the five p«mditg, who had come to ntteud upon 
him, were seated conversing plcaEantly, the king, who wae 
still pondeving on tJoe queatijon, addressed SJinUrliit Paj^dlt 
thus; 

" 0 Shooka 1 I shall ask you a question/’ “Ask it, my 
lord!" replied Sfeusta. Then the king ftskad, '"Do the 
sogea gmnt anperiority to him who possesaea wisdom 
without riches, or to him who possessea alephauts, horaea, 
and retinue without wisdom ? Suppose, Sfemdta, that one 
mch universal wiadom is poor^ SHid the other with hia 
greet radnue is foolish, l^ow, tell rrnj which of these 
uppenta to your mind to be the auperior ? " Now, aa. this 
quuatioii liad been handed down, for goneratioiLaiti Sfenaha'a 
family, the Pa^jd't expluiucd it at omia to the king m tlicsc 
terms : 

"0 king! ruler of tlie people 1 all people, whetljcr 
they bo whio or igiiorint, vetaed in the sciences which 
treat of horses or elephants, whether they be ignorant of 
acicncfl, ot he of warrior or Brahma coste, perform eervicaa, 
even tliongh unbidden, for him whopoBsesses wealth, even 
if he he of low caste. To him they arc all submissive and 
obedient. Therefore, I aay that the witje men is infariur, 
and ihfl rich is supeiior " 

The king hearing the worda of S^naka, without speaking 
to the other dirce (Pukknsa and otiicra), said to Mahau^ 
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^adhn who bfid taken the iftflt senli of the five: 

'* 0 ^Inhau^ha Pandit! tlie wise, th(5 illt]3thoa3» the 
one wbo knowg all dfiai'ina m every to you I shall 
novr put the queetionr ^Vhich of theiii!;. tivo do tlio sages 
aay ia superEor ? la It the eue wko ia wise and poor, or 
the one ^'ho la ignorruit aod rich i 'Cousiderj and tell me/' 
Thic ilaha Busat replied in a verse to this query of the king: 
“An ignorant peraonj vrho thinks it a great thing when 
he hoe otitAlued some treasure or gain, such as an appoint' 
ment, commits the sin of taking away life and ao foibli, 
and tlieiefoTC, impeded in the path of virtue by tho pride 
of his weidth, he thinks only of this '^orld, Idindad to the 
ah'orld to come Ly the fiilse pros]^>eets wliich dasi^le his 
vision, and finally, in hotli worlds, whether it be that in 
the fuLure birth be is bom Lti IlcII sfter sinning in bis 
frenzy, or when bom again into this world Le iuh&ritg 
poverty, disgrace, and miaarj, the ignorant man ia vau- 
qaisiied acid brought to nought. In view of this, 1 dcelaro 
that the wise ntaai ia superior^ and the wealthy fool is 
inferior/' 

When the Buaat bod thus apoken, the king looked at 
S^uaks, and aald, "How now, Ceaebcrl Mohau^lia 
Puikdit Eaya the wise man is superior/' S^ika ElierC' 
upon replied, ^'My lord [ Mahan^adha Pandit is but a 
child. Even now the smelE of miJk laauea from his maiitb, 
Whut does this ehild know ?" nud brought forwaxil an 
ai'guinenC by a atanza which eaid— 

"Thek iiowlcdge of scicueo or wisdom does not of itself 
supply msLu with wealLli and treiisure, grain and food ; nor 
do«a it give him sons and dangbtei?), nor beauty, nor 
weaJbL. Now^ I shall give you ait lllgairatEon. Look, 
tny lonlj at that Lideoue, driviilling Ghrinnmda Situ. 
Eosvu both sides of his moutli che spittle fnJla, but lie 
^►osaesaes elephantB, horsea, reiinue, and wealth, and lives 
in bappiuess, favoured by the goddess of riches. He is 
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attflilddi by glortoua women. Seeing tliia, I aay that a 
man, altbongb Twi-se, ie not anpetior unless ricli; a man^ 
ivltbcugb ignorant^ is soperior if rkL." 

If St bfi asked w|io tkifl GbrLmuuda Situ is, lio ia a 
Si^n living hi MiEbilA^ possesacd of oigJity kelaa of riches, 
Hia f-ornv is not fit to look upon. He has no ttlntivca, no 
oon, noc danghterr He does not know aiiy BC-icnec, When 
lie talkaj saliva pour? down from his month, aud as it fidlg 
it Ss wiped off witli two folUdown lotuaea, which are then 
thi'Own into the etreet by two women fair as goddesses^ 
who stand on either aide of him, dressed in their richest 
garments. Now, when the toady-drinkers require tbeae 
lotuses, they go on their way to the "Toddy Hall” to hie 
house, and eay, “O lord, Gbriicanda Si^!” Then tlio 
Situ, hearing the words of the toddy-drinkers, eoys, 
"What, my children?” as he atarids at tltc window. 
When tho Situ thus apeake, ealiva pours dowu frocn both 
.sides of his month ; the two women, w^ho Bland on either 
aide, dressed in their best, wipe off the saliva with tiro blua 
lotuses and throw them ewny. The toddy-drjiikesa then 
pick these up, witah them, and go to the Eoddy-caliar„ 
wearing them, Such is the wealth of Gbrimanda Situ. 
Thus Sfenakft brought this forward os an illustratiou. 

The kingj heating the words of S^naka, fijrid, " Well, 
hlahausftdh a Pandit T wh at no w ? ” 

To this Mahau^ha Paudit replied, " 0 lord! what 
does Sfeuaka know? He is like a crow who iricka up 
and eats scattered rice; he is like a dog who goes to cat 
milk curds, regardless of the chtbs that may fall on its 
head ; he seeks only for riches to be enjoyed in this world, 
and does not think of the cluba that may fall oa his head* 
which are puTiishmeuts, in hell. Hear mo. therefore, my 
lord ! " and he quoted the stansji which taid, " "When the 
ignorant one has obtain ckI hia happiaesa, he ravola in it* 
and is cntlouB to meritr BecauM of this callouBnesa* he 
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comm its gin; ^nJ distrAined bj grl^f fo-r CEiUimities tlmt 
befiill bis rfliitivea, ha goes utterly afitrAy. Enjoying arid 
eufTcriug both pleasure aaid paiiij, which tlie Tairolring 
wheel of time brings, lit writhes like a Bah taken out of 
water in Bummet and ex^wsed to the gnn„ Seeing thie, 
I lay that it is the wiae luau who ia superior and not 
the ignOLnnt man, although he may he rich.^' The king 
having beuiHi the atntement of the Malia Bosat, inquired 
of Shnakitj ^"How nowj, teacher V" 

Then S&iaaka replied, "My lord! what does this fellow 
know I Leaving man ajslde, of all the trees in the forest 
it is that which bears fruit that attracts bdrdsr^^ Speuklug 
thus, he brought foa’wartl tho same argument by a staosta : 

^'The tree growing in the jungle which baais sweet 
fruit ie surromudeJ by all kinds of birdav Even so, the 
rich pei^on wlio is posacssed of silver and goldj food and 
raimeut, ia attended by muny for their own personal 
benefit. Seeing this, I gay that ho who is rich, uitliough 
ignorant, is superior, and tlie poorj but wise, man inferior,'” 
The king hearing the wortU of Sbnaka aaidj “Son MahaU' 
?adha Eui^dit^ wbat now ? " 

Hear me,” said the Bosat ^ " the ignorant one, although 
he commands influence, ia not superior^ for he extorts hig 
wealth from the peofile by acts of oppression, by blowa 
and bonds. Such an ignoraums, even while be gruana iu 
the panga of bitter repentance, ig dragged off agjiiuit hig 
will by Yd-mcii^lb to that dreadful hell, where he suffers 
grcot torme'utg. It lg beoinso of tills Ehnt I say that 
tho wise, although poor, is aiipcrior, and tlie ignorant, 
although rich, h not.” 

And again, wben the king said,''Siuaka! w hut now?" 
Sbnaka Pandit replied, Brooks, rivulets, streams,, and 
other run Ming watcKi empty themsetves into the river, 
Thera they nil lose their former names of broolcg, rivulets, 
and ao fcrtlt. By the help of the union of tltcso broekg, 
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streams, A:c,^ the river runs on and enEera tlic ocean j Trbcre 
the river also loses its former uame^ and is citlled the 
ocean. In tbii way all people depeitd upon tha licli. and 
even the very ’^vise wlien they come into wntact with the 
rich loM their iudividtial splendcmr mueb as the river 
wLieb runs into Ebe ocosul It is because of this that 
I say that the wise man is not superler, but the rich 
man 

And when tba king acid, " Mabansadba ^ 

what now 1" the Pa^ditj sayingj " My lord I heai‘ me/' 
brought forwcrd another argument in a Btansa ; 

^‘Tbe great ocean iias been brought forward as an 
illu^tcaEjou. Now into this great ocean all Iduds of 
Inmimemble rivers and streams from different direotion 
fall“the Ganges, YamnnJi, Aoiravati—and tiiie great ei- 
panse of ^atcr h eternally atndded with hundreda and 
thonsande of great LiIIowb, which dart agaiuet tijc ehorej 
and break against ite impassable bun'iCTr Even so^ the 
words of an ignorant person do not conquer those of the 
wise. Even the rich, w^licn in doubt os to important or 
trivial mattore, go to the wke man, although be is poor, to 
Lave Ills doubta set at rest^ Becauso of thie, I say that tho 
wise is suiMtior, and tho ignorant^ aJtbcugh rich, ia notr" 
Tlie king having he4ird what the Busat Lad sa-id, inquired 
of Shuaka, " Well, Bbnaka 3 what aa.y you now 1 “ S&naka, 
sayingj, ^'Hear me, my lonl 3" eontinued to bring forward 
■mother argument, thus; ^'Altliongh a mati has no self' 
restraint^ either pliysicul Or moral, yet if he has wealth 
and followers, and Lf, attended by a rctinuej be tells others 
smytbiug in a court of law, whether it will do them good 
or harm in this world or the nest, his words provail Lu the 
iisscmbly beeauee of his power. Even if this inllueoilal 
man should advise them to deprive owuert of their xigbee, 
or to do unlawful acts, Lakshnii (the goddess of wealth) 
makes his words acceplable iu the assembly. The wise 
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OQe carl] not do this. iSecausa of tliUj I say tLfit tlift wise 
man is not superiarp but tliCi raeh mem is." 

And again, when tLuj kiitg aaid^ Wbat now, son 
Mahausftdha Pandit E” the Pandit replieil, "What doea 
this babbler kuow?'^ mad hrooght forward another argu¬ 
ment bj a Teise, thua : 

" When the igiiornnt one tells a lie for his own beaedt 
or for tbe benefit of Bome one ebie, he is poblidj pnt to 
ahame, and in tie next -world ho gee^ bo hell. iSGcauau 
of thifl alao, I Bay that tho w)s& Is superior^ and tlie igno- 
I'ant, nitliough rieh, is nob"' 

And again, Shnata brought forward ano-tber ur^riuncnti 
thoB: 

■‘'If a man whose wisdom is os uulimited as the world, 
but who for want of even a ueli of paddy, riot or utber 
grain, or even half a inass[L of waiJtbj haiely lives frotn 
IjLind to month, takes his seat iu tbe midBt of the 
□Asemhly and says anything, hia words pass nn noticed. 
A. pti'sou be he ever so wise k not attended upon by 
Laksbnai, unless he is al^ rieb; but if a man ia rich with¬ 
out wimIoxo^ ehe will bo hla ootnpauion. Xhei'fifoK, the 
wig* man seGniE like a firefly before tlie blaming splendour 
of the rich. Because of tlik, 1 say that the wisie i& inferior, 
nud the rieh is superior.** 

And again, when the king inquired, " What, Mahan^ftdha 
Pundit!"' tbe iJbsat continued his arguiuent, Baying, 
" Wlint dees SbnakiL kuow ] He looks on wealth euily na 
s means of plejisure in this world, and doet not regard the 
tormenta of hell,” aud brought forward another aignnient 
thus] "Tho high-minded sage will not lie even for the 
sake of ruining anotlaer. He who strictly regards truth is 
honoured among meni for they kuow that his words are good. 
And because of his good speeoli bo will iu the nest w'orld go 
to heavo]]. It is heeauas of this that I moiutuin that the 
wise ie superior, und the ignorant, although rich, is not.*^ 
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And ngBiti, ‘wlma the king jti^uirecl, " Whiit now ? 
S&naka Pnutlit rfiplied— 

" 0 grtat king! Iiear me. Elerhants, hotaes, cattle* 
bnffatMs, and otker riches* saelj as jeweis: peatla, and 
—suc-h gold ornaments aa eax-ringB sst with atones^ 
bracelets, toe-ringSj and so forth; noble high-born dam¬ 
sels fair as godtlesscsj and all the other ordimnny retinue of 
to eatiafy the bodily and montal desires, of 
the rich mjiUl Theea do not fall to the lot of a poor maOj 
althongli he is wise. It is becouso of this that I maintain 
that the rich is superior ” 

Thereupon the Pan^ht* wtysng, " What doee this ignorant 
S^uaka knoir ?" continned hia argument in n verse: 
''Thoughtless actions, which produce no good either in 
this world or in the world to coma* artd foolishly speaking, 
ignorjint peraons* are repudliated (uid discarded by Lakshmi, 
as the snake casts off its Blongb. This shall he an illnstror 
tion : la the first Kalpi* when the people did not know 
whether sin was black or white (knew not sin)* when the 
ycarg of man were manyj there lived a king called- Chtiyin 
From hia body the sweet scent of sandal-wood eimaiiftted, 
and hia mouth breathed the scent of lotus-fiowera, and be 
peasoBsed the supematni'ul (iddhi) power of sitting in the 
ftit cross-legged. He was constantly guarded by four g£>da 
of Kkma-Lbkaj who watched over him incessantly night 
and duy. Oe was chief king of that Dambadiva, Een 
thousand yadunas in extent, having an army of four ho^tSd 
via.., iimumcrable treopa of elephaotg, boraca, ftc. Bccauae 
of a lie spoken by tliia King C&tiya* powerful as he was, 
the smell of saiidabwacd which emanated from his body, 
and the scent of lutna breatiied forth from Lia mouth, 
ceased to exist, atid foul vapoure came forth from his 
person. The four guardian angels who watched over him 
on the four sides sbaadoned him and wc-pt away. He lost 
his power of silting cross-legged iii the air, and a'hcncver 
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he attempted te do so he fell dowu. Because of the lie he

we are when brought before you to digpol aciy each doubt, 
salute your Majesty with hands uplifted, hutahling our¬ 
selves before you. Your Majoaty rules over ua aud your 
other snbjectg by reason of your power and gloiy, its 
Sukra Deva Baja subdues the power of tire goda of botli 
worlds who follow in hia train. Ifow, if tho wise is 
Bupaiior, then your Afajusty should be Bubservient to ue, 
because your Majesty i-s led by our counsel: but as this 
ie not so, I still maintain that the wise mau ia not 
superior, but tbe tiolr is." The king hep ring Sfeuakti'a 
argument reflected, ^'Verily the nrgume-irt just brought 
forward ie exeellcnt, ! wonder wiiothor my atm Aiuhan- 
siidha Pa^di-t will be able to bring forward another argu¬ 
ment to rvfuta tliifl,^' aud inquired of tho Fai>dit> " Weli^ 
Pa^idit ] what do you say now ? " 

[Now there was none in the whole of DimibadLva ejtcept 
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the MoliLi who could refute this argument of Sonata 
Poi^rlit^ oud therefore] the Bosat, Tviih bi* incompai-atle 
vriademH clear es gloAS, brought forward onotliet argu¬ 
ment, aa^ingj, My lord ] what does this ignomut Sfeuako 
know ? He regards only wealth, which is cujoyed m this 
world \ of the power of wisdom^ he knows nothing. Hear 
from me, my lord,^ of the power of wisdom.''' And hs 
roeitod a stanza which said, “When a question atm-e 
which the wise only con determine, the rich ignorant 
poison is no better than a slave of the wise naan.

Like the man who with false pride trice to maiutaiti 
himself by serapiug the .planks of his granary after he has 
consumed all the pouldy tliat w^os stored! thoriein, Sinaka, 
who hod ezliausted all the arguments he Jiad learnt^ find¬ 
ing that he had no answer to give, bent hia liead, and 
murmured against the king in his head. 

Ifow, if Sfenaka had made any reply, a thousand s£an;iafi 
would not have suifficed to relate this Ummagga Jittaka. 
And when tbo Edsat saw that Shnafeo Lad no other argu¬ 
ment to brhig forward, he deaciibed wisdom by a verad, as 
though be were, suddenly pouring forth a mighty tiood, or 
turning ths celestial rivor towarde the earth.

Kow one day the Btioat to teat her said to Amaia D&vj,

witbcut saying, " Haw con I cook so many tilings wifcli, 
cully half a seer of rico/' was willing to do as she was 
biddoa, and aaying, "Very well, J shall do as you wish/' 
clonijod half a seer of rice, boiM tho whole grains, made 
watcr-grnel with the broken grains, and with the tiee- 
dusE pi'epared cakes and all other suitable eweetmeats. 

As 
soon ag he took a mouthful of this water-gruel, auoh was 
its Bweetncsa tlmt all neiVftS of the palate wera affected hy 
iti hat to try her he spat out the mouthful of water-gruel 
he had takcrL, saying, “ Friend I since you do not know 
bow to cook, why did you waate my rice ? ” Amai-H, Dhvi, 
without taking offence^ gave him the cukes, isayiiogd '^My 
lordl if (Jae water-gruel ia not good, eat these eakeH-^' 
As aoou as the cakes were tasted, such w’os thair sweet 
favour that liis sense of taste was oveqvowercd hy it. As 
Ittfoie, he spnt tliis out^ Ev'cn thin did not provoke tlie 
maiden, for she then gave him rice, saying, If it is so, 
take this rice." When a little o-f it was placed in the 
mouth, nil the palatal nerves wste titillated 

Now the Bg^t, ns if in wigor, sidd, " If you do not 
know how to cook, why did you Araste the gulstaucii I 
earned witli diflienlty?'’

.Huelt a HOrvuiit w^oLLiau. E^lkhusJ■‘ fk^Oit nlita aeiic thu 
gidcluii neokhLru in a kantiJilii of sjluiIilI ftoivers, Khvllida 
f'nyulEt Jh-'ijt tljc IdiinkL't in u pot of vcgotnUoa j and 
JPovinda rai.ulir, the pair cjfgiilileii R]ipi»ers in a bundle 
of alruW'. AellI Alnam l>ovi leeciVad what oil thouo 
peoph ^cut Ijcr, keeping a notu of the date and the 
i»aine of the imtwn by wJujiu they were sent, and ro’ 
later! tlie whole nnittce to ^hih;i llTusitt, Tlius the four 
pa^ibt^ (l^euukn jin^l others) huviug ALihtLy sent the four 
treasures to the house of tlie AEnhiir BTiset, went to tlio 
royul [inhieo nud add roiiiiad the kiijg ilius: “ What, my 
lord [ will yxAt noc wcjLt I he gem which Jtdarus yaiir 
diadem 1” ^'1 sludl wciir it. Bring it,” wiia tliu king's 
reply. The gem w&-i scarehed for in the treasury, hut 
it wsa not feumJr AI unit tlto other things, loo, they 
proceeded in the uame fashion; for they went up to the 
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king Again, and emkcJ liiiu, Do not you intend n'caniig 
tlicm?'' The king roplied, ^‘YcSh pfnnJlitsJ I sli&ilh 
Bring tLeru." TIics^g- tltinga, tciJ>, were not to bo found 
in tiio trcBsuty, ThciteijpoJi cadi of tlia four pui^iJLita. 
eaid t<? tlio king, "Your ornamoutA aro in the house af 
ICnliJiiLfttdha Piii^Lillt^ He wcotb them, iiiy lord! Tlic 
BOn of the cultivGtor la fin ciiemy of your ^iujesty/' 
ITiua they diioredited the with tlie kEngr The 

n'eU-vr-iF^hutH roletcd thg^G mnttoiA to him; 
aud ho thDniu|]u]i went to the (.niurt to ^ee tho king 
jmi fisocrtjdii the truth. The kiiigf who wns inceimed 
agninat tliu rai,njiit liy the wluhIu of Binakii, jiud the 
Otlier u-icked nuiu, dcoliniMl to grunt hiiik on audienco, 
dcclfiving that it would lie ttKelo-w tf» w-i' Ijtn]. Tlie 
Ihn^dit, piTTciviog that tlio king wms imgry, iiidieutcd 
to Ainirfi f>hvi tliiit it WuS time to IIcCk end e-n-jijKul uut 
of the oity in u hunihio diagiijfte to the Soutli iTai'kot- 
towii, where he livod ht thu houise of u ^jotter^ following 
ihiit huiidiei'uft. Amd now' tlie Alcilia, flight waa 

noised abroad nit over Uic olty; ayd the four ^kui^ji^iita 
(Biiuaka and others) lienring that the bad gone 

away, (siioh, witliout tlie knowledge of the other, n^ent 
letters to Amnrii IKjvI, iinying, " Be nnt aocry. Are we 
not Anukiu D&vi took all thfi letters titc four 

puTidita (^etiake and otheta^ had wiitten to her, and 
aent w’oitl to enoh of them, aaying, “ C'ociie at Rueh a 
time," ^I'heive ]ieop]e, who lived aepnrately, came to her 
aa BCHUi jiFi tliey woko up; aud 05 soon aa tltey arrived 
the hiul them asiizetl niid bound so tlmt they rould not 
move, enui^l their hair to he eut, and ea^t them litto 
an old biLtljing houae^ when ,5hc tortured them, and 
fmnUy had tiicm tied up in. bags of matting nud rat tan. 
SJie then aeiit word of thia to the king, to whom she 
i:aUBed the four pstudita end the four treasures they hnw) 
aeat to her to be couveyedr Afterwirdu she wont to the 
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palacen sftlutM the king, and staaidiiag at aococ distance, 
addressed him tlina: "My lord! MfthaustKlLa Pfti[i(Jit is 
not the thief; these ara the four ^wraoDa who stole your 
tpfcaauiea. Of these it ia Sfeoaka who stole the getn, 
Pukkusa who stole your golden CLoeklace^ Kivinda who 
stole your royal robe, and D^ivirLda who stole the 
of golden alippers. On such a day of eucli a month 
these four psijdita eent me thwe treasuree ua presents, to 
corrupt mo, by auch a one' the daughter of such a person, 
Sofi, uiy lord, tiie not^s T made- My lord ! may it please 
TOUT Majesty to accept these trefliures which belong to 
yon." Thus saying she saluted the king and went away. 
The Mng, because of the anxiety he felt at the departure 
of the Maha Poaa^ and becanae he had no othei' paipdit 
but these four.flaid to them, "Batlie yonitselTea and go 
home ” and uttered, no word of reproof, 

Now tbe goddess who resided in the Eoyal Parasol 
missing that day the melodioos eound of the Maha BCaatfs 
d^iecourBe, which dieplaycd hia iioieo eweet as the oightin- 
galc's, wondered at the cause, and when she hod diecovered 
ic^ reflected, I shall find an expedient to get Ijim back,'” 
So at mlduight, showing half her body above tlie Royal 
Psrasol, aJie recited the foot gtati 2 aa of the Dbvaf^ 
Pralna, putting the king a (juestiott in each. The king 
not underatauditig thoio, obtained one day’a time to answer 
her in order to consult his pa^d^ts (Sfeuaka and. others), 
and on the following day he eeut a mcasage to the papdita 
to oome to him; hut they sent back word to say, " We are 
ashamed to show our shaven heads iu the steaeta.” The 
king thecoupoD got four skull-cape made, and sent them 
to the pai>^ts, saying, "Put these on your heads and 
come to me.’^ [They say that it is from this time that 
headgeai‘ came into use.]] Wearing these cape the papd^ts 
came to the palaco, Balnted the king, and 3a.t on the seats 
which had Wn prepared for theiriH The king then said. 
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0 S&naka ] litEt night at the middle w^tcb tiue gi3<lde^ 
who resides in the Roytil Forasol pnt ms o (jueatisn: I 
do not know its meaning/ aod recited the firet sU&JtflH 
Sfenaka hearing this etaiiznj g&ying, "Kin hantij kan 
hanti/ stammered Out whatever cfttna iirat^ but could find 
no eolutieu. The others, too^ having nothing to sa^j hung 
their heade. The king^ who was disErcssed in mind when 
questioned on the following night bj the goddess es to 
whether he had ftscertoiucd the meaning of the fouv qu&s- 
rioua, repliedj " 1 put them before the four pej^tllta^ but 
they themselves could not find out ths manning." The 
goddess then frightened tliE king, saying, " What do all 
these fellows know ? Thoro is no oue but Mnhaa^lia 
Pnjjdit who CiUr solve this question. Now^ if you do not 
send for him joid get this question solved by him^ I shall 
cleave your hand into seven parts with this glittering 
sword.'' Aud continuing, "0 king! it iu not good to 
blow firc-fHes when yon roquite firo, or to milk the horn 
when you require milk/ rLo oxplaiucrl to him these mattei's 
regarding the "Kajjbpauu question.” 

If a ]^)erwn waiideiing in search of fire wbic)] ha locks 
covers a firc-fly with pieces of cow-dung and dried leaves 
whicli he has cTUEublcd with tlie foolish idea that it will 
set firo to the hcap^ he will obtain no fira^ even if he 
kneeU ou the ground uud blows it till his eyes burst; 
even ao one iguei'uut as the brute beasts obtains no 
profit for himsdf, for he has no means to do so. By 
maligning cnemt^, too, ^icoplc gain an advantage. Ev&ti 
the king ascenda Ids throne and prospers by gaiciug over 
the cbiore of the people, and obtaining the counsel of 
friends who wish him well. You who are in this posi¬ 
tion will not prosper after driving away auch a wise 
councillor. Now you are blowing firfr-fiies, neglecting 
the fiiro, Jiud milking the horn when you have the iiddcr> 
w'eigliing with the liands when" you have tbe balance^ iu 
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thuG overlaokiug MdiAuiadha Pai&iitH and confiolting on 
this tnobtj question eiuaka aud other pim<lltA who know 
nothing. They tbeimflclTes are likft fire-fliea, Kow if you 
wish to save yonr hfs send for Mahausjidba Pa^(Jit> who 
shines in wiadona afi a large flarnc oa the top of a rock^ 
and tdl me the mfeftrtirig of the four qnegti<iri!&. If you 
do not do ao, yow eliall lose your life,” Frightening him 
thus aha disappeared-

Aftei'warda the king, trembling with mortal fear, sent 
next day for foui' aiubaasadors, and despatched ihom, say¬ 
ing, "My children] mount four chariota; go forth from tha 
four gates of the city> and if you see niy son Mabnu^ha 
Pai^di^ anywhere, at onee treat him kindly and bring 
bim back mthoiit delay," Of tbese four ambassadors, the 
one who left by the aouthem gate found the Moha'PQsat 
in the Southern Market^town, seated un a truss of straw 
and anting yaws rice, which, he rolled into balls, with his 
body all suacared with mud by baudliug clay and turning 
the potter's wheels 

Now the reason why the Bbeub did such toilsome work 
as that of a potter is this: in his great wisdom he re- 
flectad that if the king Buspeeted him of designs to seise 
the sovereignty, these suBpicioufi would be dispelled on 
heariog that be was living by potter's work- The Maba 
Bdsat knowing us soon as be suw the king's ambassador 
that hs bad cotuo to call him back, reHected, My posi¬ 
tion will be as before. I shall now cat delicioUia and weU- 
flsvoured rice ojid terry prepared by Amaiift Dhvi," and 
putting down ths roll of rice bo had in his hand, he 
washed his hand and mouth aud stood up. Immediately 
the ambassador wont up to himr 
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Now tiiie ambaasador waa am adherent of S^aaka Pa^l■' 
d-iti He therefore addressed the Bbsat th os ^ " O Paiaflit I 
every argtimectt brought farward by the teacher B&nnka, 
in proof of the auperiority of the rich, is indeed true ; for 
even such wiadom as youra waa unavailing when your 
wealth dediued, and you must now parforee &at your 
gganty rice seated ou a truis of straw, with your body 
smeared with cluy^ whereas had your coutsiitioii been cor- 
reetj your uufli^ging cnei'gy and the power of your 
wjsdoui would have compettaated for your waning for¬ 
tunes." To hiri] the Mafca Bosat thus replied, “ Tom 
fool 1 now by the power of my wisdom I shall again re¬ 
gain Tuy formoT estate* which is now lost to me. Dia^ 
criminating between enita-ble and unsuctahle times, I know 
w]]en it ii meet (0 avoid the kiog and when it is meet to 
return to him, and 1 conceal myiidf when the kiug is 
angry, aud emerge from my rutreat when he is pleiiscd. 
It ifl in order- to regain tire liappincas I enjoyed before that 
I perforin potter's work now, uud cat this tnebeluss yewa 
rice. But you shall sec how I shall by tlie power of my 
wisdom re-cBtsbllsh myedf in my former position, when I 
know tbiiC the time has come for an effort imd how I shall 
bear myself valiantly like a lion who stdks on the top 
of the 'Ratgai-taLu^" Tire ambassador theu continued, 
'‘The goddew who resides fu the king's Royal Paragul 
asked the king four questioua \ he consulted! Bfenabo and 
the ctlicr thwo pai^ijits, but not one of them could eolvo 
the (^[uestion, fio be has sent mo to you.” “Bid you not 
then perceive the power of wisdom? At such a time 
riches did not assist them,” said tlie JEaha Biisat, setting 
forth the power of wisdom. The ambassador then gave to 
til a Maha Bosat the suit of clothes and the thousand 
masses provided by the king, with Lastnictions to bathe 
and dress the Pap<Jit, aud bring him back oa soon as he 
was found. The potter was utterly confounded at the 
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tiiought diat it wiia Molitiu^adlJia Pajji4|it i?ho liad wrked 
for Lim; but tie Pa^Jit rensaured biiHj aayiiig, “ Teticher t 
f«»r iLUt. You boTio loudjencd me grejit assiataace;" and 
giving bim tbc tbouaaud tuosafis, took bia Beat in the 
cimriot witli the mud-staiue era hie body^ juid iveut to 
the toTvn^ like an elephanE retuiraiisg t& hio haunt after 
roamtng at will in the wilderneaBs, T3)e king on being 
inforiued nf the arrival of the JiSsat by the ambaasador, 
inquiiedj " Son 1 whocc did you find the Foydit f 
La replicid^ "My lord 1 he Tvoa earoing his Jivelihood by 
potter'a'n’ork in the South Market; when he heard that 
yout Majeaty had sent for him he came without even 
washing hiniaelf, all mud-stained aa he wag/^ Tlia kiug 
tlitreupon reflected j ^'He cannot he my enemy ; for if he 
was, he would Lave come with wealth and followetHj’' and 
said, "Then tell my son to go to hie Louae, and wash 
his head, and oome to aee me, dressed in gorgeoms apparel, 
in a procession which I attEdl provide in his honourr’^ On 
receiving this message tiie Paiirht dresEed himeelf os 
directed by the ting, nnd came to Eho poitiee like the 
king of the guda going from "Vijeyot Maha Pkya" to 
the ‘^‘Sudarti Dev HjiIF' attended by the four hosts of 
retinae; and whou the king pcrdiitted him to entcTj ho 
came iuto the palac;c, and nat down on one side. The 
kiug havEng cyiivcif$cd witli him about fijg pdvate affairs, 
spoke to him thus in onler to tout him : "Oertain wealthy 
people Jo uot oommit sEu, such aft takEng away life and bo 
fortL, in Older to ingreaEO their wealth, iMcaase they ora 
satisfied with what they Lave; coitHtin others refrain from 
Bln, lest tLose who gave them their weolth Bhoold be 
blamed; ceitftiia others J o fio froui ignorance nnd atupi dity j 
but yon are versed in wisdom aud disetetioc. If you wished, 
yen could kill ail the sovereigns of all Dambadiva ten 
thouaiLtid yodutiiLS in extent, and seis^e the whole kingdom 
for youEsclf. "Why, then, do yon not strive agaioet me? 
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Why do you not kill me and take my kingdom ? Having 
heard these words^ the Maha Bosat replied^ “The wiat 
refrain from ein for their onm peace of mindr Bifen 
though they Buffer in mind nr Wly from loaa of wealth, 
they win uet^ either from frieudahip or enmity, abandon 
their txaditicniol virtue."' 

And agaia the king in order to teat the Pamlit. made 
this inainoation; " Auy one who after being reduced to 
poverty from any canae,. wliether triviEil or important^ Las 
been r^atoicd to his former poeition and ift'calth, wiK, of 
coursCa walk in the path of virtoje." To this the Bosat 
nei>licd with an iduatmtion taken from a tree: " If a 
virtuous man aloopa or reclines at the foot of a shady 
triMi* he will not bptsak even a branch of the tree h^cans* 
he has slept under ik If he docs so,, tie is a piiidious 
traitor. My loi'd [ if it iia an act of treachery to break 
eveu a Ignf ficm the tree undex: which one has rested, bow 
much greater would be my perfidy i£ I were to injure 
your Majesty^ who have not only enriched my father^ 
but haYc also loaded me with w'calth, and granted me 
your prutcction ?" Having thus completely refuted the 
cheurge of treachery, he drew the king's attention to the 
Eevolution of life” (succession of births), and said, 
^^Thoae wbo have gained knowledge of anything, how- 
ever eimall, in answer to their inquiries, or Lave ];ad 
thoir doubts cleared by a wise man, will assist and pro¬ 
tect him who has instructed them, Yitcuous men do 
not forsake their timet in tlio wist man, who by remov¬ 
ing their doubts hois filled the office of mentor;" jind 
admonishing the klug, he thus said, "0 king] it is 
uaeleaa for a layman to have the five actistiid desires if 
be is slothful, for he is then, imtiblc to gratify tLem. 
The Somalia (priest) who baa ueither physical nor moral 
actf-restraint cannot obsem the ‘ Mahaiia dama^ (law of 
hia order), therefore lie does not excel. Thus it ie with 
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the king ttW eialta and degtadae iudiscnmioately. If 
flr wisa man yiald to anger ha cannot excels for he dc- 
attoya all the good qualitiee he poaseaMs. like one Tvbo 
dcliberntoly lakee poison. My lord t kings must reign 
Tt-ith great discretion. They cannot rule without it. 
Monarcha who reign diBcreetly with the ten moral wii-taes 
of roj'alty will increase their wealthy retinue, rirtue, and

When tho Maha Boeat had tbus said, the king caused 
the Maha Bosat to sit on the mpl throne which had 
the royal nmbrclla raised over it; and the king himsetf 
sitting in a low scat^ addressed him, and aaid, “ 0 Faijfji'-t 1 
The goddess of the Ifoyal Umbrella put me four queetions. 
I could not solve them : I consulted the four pa^d^^ 
(Sfeuaki and othcis)^ but they could not evon uncleratand 
them. Son I solve them, for me ?" Then the Maha 
BnsaC, like a brave lion roaring cm the top of the 
Kat^ala, which k siiCy yoJuJuis in height, said, "My 
lord I by t)ie flower of my flawlosB wisdom, keen as a 
awordn I ftball solve and eotplain to you questions put 
by the goddess of the Royal Standard, or even the gods 
of the Seven Heavens, sutli as CaturaiahiiriVjika Dev lova 
O'r all the Brabmansa who hve in tlie sistnon Brahma 
worlds, aa a strong man cleaves and scatteia a bunch 
of wator-iilies with a slisrp sword." And he cried, afl if 
insph'od with omnipotent wisdom, " Tell ine> my lord, 
the quicstious put to you by tho goddess.^^ [If the Maha 
BCsiiC liad not possessed the knowledge of all things, 
what wonld have been the result on that day 1 Ik this 
not a proof tiiat ho was destined to attain Buddhahood, 
and to proclaim aloud the doubt-dispelling doctrine T 
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Whnt woii<3er is it if the great one who liad solviecl so 
innuy questions^ even when he wag a child pl&jixig 
vdch sand^ now solved those qqwtiona put by the 
goddess 1 ] 

TheTeupon the hiiigj putting the queeiion as tho god- 
deaa bad done, Hanti Lutthohi piidebi,'^^ eud so forth, 
rceited the ataoze by which tiie queatiou was uaked: 

llfliiti httUhehi jjAdohi tn ppripitnlili*ta; 

Sfl^ rujA piyo hiQt[ kaa taua nabkipafisasi.'" 

Even whilat healing the stan;% the Jtjtha Bositt petcoived 
the meaning of tba qucAtiou^ oe eleatly ae the disc 
of the full moon which has risen high up in the sky, 
Aod saying, ^‘Ilear me, my lorJ/^ he solved tlic question 
thug: 

"Sometimea a child, aatiated with tho bx&agt, Beuted 
Oil itA mother's lap happily pJayfi with har^ etrikiug her 
with ita soft little haoda, puUtug and graspiDg at bee 
hair, and beating her theeka with it« And, her miud 
diffused with love, aa the milky ie bathed in the 
shedding moonbeams, she flaye to him, * You little rogue ( 
why do you heat me ^ ^ aod other endearing words j while 
overeonijc by her intouso Jove she kisses the child and 
presses him to J)Ot bosom, while the child^ seated in her 
lap, playfully beats his mother, her love towards tho child 
ever becoming tnort intense, TJius, too, tha child growa in 
its fatber'a love," Thus the BoBat made manifesE the 
meiining of this qua=ition sa if the orhft of the eua were 
held up on high. Having heard this espknation of the 
question, the goddess, showing half her body from the 
aperture of the Eoyal Umbrella, and saying with a sweet 
voice, ** The manner of explaining the question is good," 
presented the Besat with a casket made of the seven 
treasures, filled with divine perfumes and dowers, and dis^ 
appeared. The klng^ too, oflered the Maha Eoaat perfumes 
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and floweiflj ftud begged fur tbo cipoKitjon fif tba eccffiid 
(Question. Aud when the Eosnt aaked him to incite lie 
repeatedH "Akkosati yatLa k^maTTip" J'nd eo forth, time ;

Thereupon the Ecsat eKplained the ifnenniog of the

'^O ItiDg f the BfiveD-year^Jd cbild^ whoso limbs hava 
been dUeiplinedH and who can now perform his mothni/B 
heheatSj says (when he ia told to do anytliing), '^Tf yon 
giire me aoch and euch sweets I shnll go;^ and the onither, 
humonrLDg hiinj prepares and gh'w him the sweets he 
wanted. After eating tliem lie says, ' Yes^ you had ■ 
better stay in thSi, cool, shade. I ah all go ont to work 
for you,' But his mother gets annoyed when be puts off 
going, Sudj, making grimeeea, mocks her with words and 
gestures. She than tiikos a stick to flog him, and 
frfghteDs Linij saying, 'After eating ray food, will yon 
not go ei^en to scare birds from the padi fields?' The 
child Tii^ns off quickly, and the raother, uflsblo to overtake 
him, abuses him with every curse that comes to her lips, 
sayiug, 'Go to tise doge: may you he a aaorifioe for 
devils r may the demons eat you;' yet though she says 
all these evil things, nlie does no-t wish even a fmetion of 
them to befiill her cbildr Tho boy then plays about the 
whole day with other children, and being unable to returti 
home in the eveniiLg, goes to th& hensa of soma relation, 
while tlie mother ouriously looks oat for litm, eipacting 
him to return every moment; and wiieu she duds in the 
evening that he hca not yet returned, aho thitrks to bet- 
self, ‘lla ia frightened to coma Jiome because I was 
angry with him.’ And £lled with grief, her face bathed 
ill tears, ahe looks for him in the houae'a of her relatives, 
and when she secs him she auatcli^ him up aiid kisses 
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him, iiud bviDgly clftspfl him in her armiSi and loving hitn 
moro thnu evgr, «ftye, ^Did jou beUeve Tvhut 1 said?’"' 
Thus La eajplainad the qaestion^ sayingjlly lord f the 
love of a mother for her child ever increases.'^ And the 
goddess, applaud 5Jig Da bei^re, sainted liim, 

The ting, too, ha’ifiog made him offeTingg, leqneBted 
the B5sat to explain tho third qusatioiL Tlic Bueet BDid, 
'‘Say it, my lord I" The king then sa^fing, '^Atjhhak- 
khati abhuLeiia,'’ raeited. the third ^bmza, Ly which, the 
third qncBlion nos asked :

llie Mjtlia BosDt e^tplained it to tlic king thos: "My 
lord [ wlieu the nvDTtL'td pair privately enjoy Elicit love 
they finy to each otLcr^ 'You do not love me in the least; 
you love somebody else.' When they thus Bpeak falsely, 
and charge each other falsely, their irmtuaJ. We incrieaseB." 
TfiuB he explained the third qucBtioUj and the goddess oa 
befoic made him offerings. 

The king, too, bavimg made hit offerings as before to 
the Pa^^ijit, prayed for the erplanation of the other queis- 
tion. And when the Eoaat flAiil, '^Sny itj my lord f" the 
hjiig aaying, ^'Ilaraqi annaii ca pfinafl ca vatthagenagaTiD' 
iti ca ” end go forthj recited the stanza of the fdurtli 
queatiom

The B^t explained this to the king, saying, '^This is

Then all the three inquired of DfeTinda Pujgidit^ who 
in diaclositsg Lis "secret^' said, I> wlio BuperiutcuJ tlie 
Jewellers of the royal household, stole and garo to my 
mother the ivealtlujouferriug gem presented Uy i^nkru to 
King Kuaa, which bad Ijeeu hunded down fi'oin gcnciQ- 
tion to geueratioil of hjnga, and was deposited in the 
royal treasury.

Acd the Bdaat said, My lord 1 it ia becauaa 
of this tliat I said it was better to bide a secret uakss 
its oliject has been gained. Those who said that eeotets 
could be entrugted to eertain persouS, have met with a 
great calamity." And pMclaiming a higher doctrioa for 
the future* he aaid, "O great king! it is always woll to 
keep a secret concealed. Wise men do not approve of 
divulging 'seercts.^ As long as a man's object haa not 
bcoQ gMued, ao long will Lc, if he is wiae, keep it to 
himself like a hidden treasure. When the object has 
been gained, then, and only tlieli* the Beciet may be 
told. Moreover, haten, my lord, to my argumeota for tbe 
eapecial concealment of scertta, 

" Though women are dear to ns aa onr own hearla in 
this world, yet a wise man will ]]ot coufide his aecreta 
even to his wife ; nor will he confide them to one whose_ 
friendship cau be bought, or to one who cloaks hostility 
under the garb of fciendahip, aud whose sentiments belie 
his words. When a. fool coufides a secret which he should 
not have divulged^ he must elaviahly suffer the blows, 
revilingSj and abuse of his confidant for fear that ha will 
niEdie the secret public, for if many people know your 
secret you are frightened* doubting tha reticence of every 
one of them. Ajjd therefert secreCa should not be confided 
to any oue. Now* if you ■wish to discuss secrets by day, 
secure privacy, and converse in an opan place; and if 
you wish to do ao by nigbt, w'hisper softly into your 
emapanien's ear, so that the sound may not be hestd 
beyoud him I for if any ope be Inrkiag behind any wall 
or rs-mpart he wdl bear it* and then* my lord, the can* 
fidciice will be betrayed." 

The kiug having heard the Msha BDact’s counsel* 
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thought^ " Tliesft fellowg who were themselvie-a traitora 
ate trying to prov6 that the ioDDcent Pa^^clifc fliEo wag 
iMing augty with them, he gave tbig ot^er, 
"Go, flog these mea and drive them out of the town, 
and taking thgm tO' the edge of the moat near the oity 
gate> lay them down ou iron fij&itea, or out off their lieada, 
end throw their carcases iato the ditoh,” Whilst these 
men were being thus taken to ciecution, with their hands 
tightly tied behind to their backs, and halted nt wher¬ 
ever two roads met to be flogged with birch^rodt^ the 
Pandit aaid t* tlia king, " Ky lord I these men 4 rs yom* 
ancient nuluisEcrs. It Is roget to pardon their misdc^lg," 
The king agreed, and gave them to the to be hia 

slaves j and when he there and then released them, the 
king oontiunedj " In this case they shall not Jive in my 
kingdom/' and ordered them to be eipdlnd from the 
eouutry. Tim Paydlt then enid, “It is good to pardon 
tbo inisdeoda of tho Iguoraot;"" and like one who healg 
an incurable disease with a divine remfidy, he calmed 
the virulence of the king’s anger by his health-giving 
words^ and obtained for the pai^dita pardon, and reuietats- 
ment in their former officaa. TJie king thereupon became 
the more pleased witli the Pai^ditf thinking, " If bjg com- 
paesion for bis enemiee ia an great, what then must it be 
for others i” Fi'oin this day forth Shnaka and the other 
three rend'Crecl hatmleas, like STinkes whose fangs 

have hten drawn, could not say anything against the 
Bosat.

Fro^m that day tho Pa^jdit himself advised the king in 
matters spiritoal and temporal ; and he thought, I am 
now like a whita parasol to the king; it is I who ad- 
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ii 5 LiiL 6 tfir tlie ^Tenunout, Qnii I tnuftt, tliercft>rtj Tj* 
Tigilaflt:'' nnd be findrcled the city witli a T^-bltc 
mmiiflirt eighteen (ublti bigh, like a wrcntli of lyavea 
rising in tlie milky ooenn; ndjoiniug this wsU, to 
Btrengtbcn it on tliQ outside, hs built a buttress S-ll 
rtuud, and npoEi tlws raiupnrb lie erected hundreds of 
tow-ers ooTered with nrabesquee, white every gofe was 
adorned with grotefli^uc curving on the outer side; and 
stmugholds were eatabliahcd here aud there. Outside the 
encircHtig rampart be dug three reonta 3 the firet full of 
water, wherein grew fiva kinds of lotuses, and infected 
with monstioue crocodiles nnd sharks; around this was 
the Bocond moat^ full of mud ; and eronnd this again the 
third moat, full of enrth. He caused all the rains in the 
iiinet city to be cleared awny. In some places huge tvanks 
wem dug and filled with water. AH the Louses in the 
city were replenished with j>ad L He also caused “ forth 
lising" mud and seeds of “the water-lily" to be brought 
from the Himalayas by the ‘'"Kulupnga" hermits. Ills 
^laa aud oyas, Jong filled with silt, sand, and dirt, wei'u 
cleaned out; wafer outlets were plastered with cliunani 
aud mud ; and all the ruins in the outer town^ too, were 
restored. 

l?ow ail this was done to avoid fl.il fiitarc apprehensions 
on account of foes. He tliflii inquired of the merchants 
that catne from different directions, " From where did yon 
come?” and when they aaid " Ftoui such nnd such a khtg- 
doiD," ha OHkcdj What dees your king like T ” aud on their 
g^-iying, " He likes such and such things,” be treated tbeni 
witli fitting kiiiduegs, and difimiased them, Tlien address¬ 
ing the one thousand gianta bom on the same day as he 
himaelf, he said, “Friondal take the presents that I shall 
now give you to the Lnndied kingdoms of Dambadiva, 
and give them to the various princes to ingra.tiate yourself 
with them; setv'e them and live with tiiem, constantly 
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MuJing me advio* M to titeir attlcina and jjljina. I iUnll 
maintiuii your wives." Thos saying, he sent through 
the hundred giants ear-rings set with precious stnaas as 
preaents for certiiiu kings, goTdeu i^lippers for otliets, al] 
of which horn carvetl on them the lettera of Lis name, 
which ho Willed should nppeilr to tlmsc who looked on 
them only on that day which alien Id seo the snecessfu] 
outeomo of his design. Kow eaoh of these giants, going 
to different kingdoms, gave tlio rulers the presents he took 
away, and said, ‘'lam come to serve you/ ajid when the 
king asked, " Wheece have you come V* he gave the name 
of a kingdom other tlian that from which he lind come. 
Tho king, saying,''Very well." retained him. And time 
each became deai‘ as his own life to the king ho aerml. 
At that time a certain BaAkhapilla, King of Ekahala^ was 
preparing aruii and armour, and collectiDg aoidiisrs. The 
giant who lived with tlilg king repoi-ted to Maha Busat 
thus; ‘'The kiag of. this country is pniparliig soma plot, 
the nature of which I know not Send a proper persou, 
and have it thoroughly investigatoti.” 

Then the hlalia Bosat entiled his parrot^ mid guid, 
“Friend I King SsAkhapala of Ekahsla ie engaged iii 
some plot. Go ascertain it Then travel through bU 
Danabndivfi, and biiug mn news of all the other kiug- 
doma," and Laving fed It witL fried grain and honey, and 
anoiuted im two wings with oil boiled a hundred and a 
thousand tiiucg, Im stood Ity the side of tho eastern 
window and let it go. The pamst going to EkahaLir 
ascertained all King SmikLapatn's afiktrs from the giant 
who was with him, and having eiamined all Bamhadiva, 
came to the ciry of Uttarapjilciila. At that time a king 
culled Cftlanl Braliuiatlattawas reiguiug there. A Brahmin 
called Keva^^ was advising the king itt matters s^jicitual 
and temporsL He wa^ a shrewd aad learned nuii]. This 
learned one day when he woke up early in the 
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tnoruiugn by tba light of tho ktap wistcb burned with 
p&tfumed oil, loohtd upon hk beaudful cbmnber, adornod 
mth variegnted hangings of divers coloua, and decked 
with aweet-smolling gtirlanda of ilowera, and regarding its 
magniJiceuce ho thonglit, "To whom does tbis splendour 
of mine belong I Certainly to no one else but King 
Cflhiid ErabmAdatt*. I would that I could make tlie 
monarch who baa given me such splendour the chief 
ruler of all Uimibadlva, And if I do to, I shall be his 
thief miuifjtan" 

And BO be went up to the king early in tbo morning, 
and after iriquiiing wbothor he had nlept comfortably, 
aaidj " My lord ! I have god a matter to talk over with 
you." The king said, “Say it^ teacher.'" "We oannod 
apeak privately in the inner city, my lord, let ub go to 
the royal gardens” replied the Pm^dit And the king 
gayitig, "Very wclh teacher” went to the garden with 
him, aud leaving hia rethmo outside the garden, be 
atacioned guards all aronnd, aud entered tbc iuuer garden^ 
where be sat down on the royal seat. 

Now the parrot Saw what they did, and thought, 
"There must be something in this. To-d&y I shall hear 
news which I must convey to the Paijdit." So it got 
into the garde n, and hid under tho loaves of the royal 
sal- tree. The king then said to the Brahmin, "Tell mo, 
taacher, the secret whieh 10 to be unfolded.” And he 
responded, " May it please your Majesty to bend down 
your ear to me. This is a secret for our four ears only. 
It must notj therefore, go to any ears other than yonts and 
mine. And if you do as I say, I shall make you Emperor 
of all DambadiviL'' 

As Klug Culaui Brahmadatta was very deslrgue to 
posaeaa impericl away, he listened to the advice of the 
Brail miDj and eatd, "Speak, teftcberl I shall do any thing 
you say." His counsdlor coutinue'd, ”My lord! we will 
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rniaa an ftnuyf anJ first idlest a amull dty. After this 1 
aluUl enter tb,^ inner nity tbtorigEi a peetem ^nte, and eny 
bo tbc kingj * Sly lord 3 thece le no uf^ of yonr reaLitinj^ 
uSf for we nrt entirely mnatars of tbo situation ; you still 
retain your kingtlom. bat if you strugig^lQ with ua you 
will certainly be forced to surrender to a superior force,’ 
And if ho docs not do os I say, we ahali capture him in 
battle aud put him to death, gain over his men, and 
march against another kingdom. In t)ie aome way we 
ahul! fight BgBinst it, and capture it; proeaediug thua 
-with the other kingdoma, u'e aluill obtain commaud of 
all Dambadtva. Af^rwatds we shall bring the hundred 
princes into our city, soyiug, ' Let us drink to celebrate 
the victory,' and we aliall erect a toddy hull iu the garden, 
and ruukiug them sit round th{i toddy ^eliclc:/ and in- 
T^iting them to drink, wu fihall kill them with poisoned 
toddy, and. throw tlieit corpses into the river. Thus we 
shall seiAC tlie BoverelgnLy of the hundred kingdoms, 
and your Majesty will then be uhluf ruler of all Damba- 
divit" 

The king Biid, "Vary well, teacher, I shall do as you 
have said/' My lord 3 this conference Ib one betweeii 
ourselves alone (of four ears only). No one else can 
know of it; thei'efore may it please your Majesty, without 
losing any timCj to set forth at a lucky hour/' rejilied the 
Brahmin, And the king agreed to do so, cjtprcasing bin. 
approval. Now tbs parrot, after it hud fitiished heating 
their plot, aud they had ceased conversing, let a lump of 
ordure fall on tho Brahmin's head, like one making the 
spittle fall from u leaf ; and when he looked up with 
gaping mouth to see wliat it was, the parrot kt abOther 
lump fall into his month, and fiying np to a branch, er]e<l 
out^ ‘^Krcen. O KcvatUl do you think that your con- 
fereiica is for four eara only 7 It haa now already reached 
BIX ears. It will go to eight earn, and then to hundreds 
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and tbou^ods of eara.” And when Kevji^^ said, "Here, 
catch thfl parrot/" tbe bird fl&w off as swift os the wiud 
to Olid reached the palttce of the Moha EOflot. 

The parrot wna accuotomed to patch on the Btiaat's 
obcalder if the messugc it hod brought from onj where was 
for him oionc^ oa his lap if Amarfl Devi too might heor 
it-, and on the groOlacl if it was iu tended for the pubJic. 
That day tJie paricot elightad oq the Pam;lit'3 Bhoulder, 
at which sign all went knowing it had a secret 

to tell; and tbe Pandit, taking the parrot with liim, went 
n petal re, and iuijuired of it, " What have you seen and 
what have you heard 1" to wbiel^ the parcot replied, 
■^My loid! 1 sa-w nothiug to eiccite alarm in the case of 
the other kings of all Damhadiva, but Keva^^, the chief 
minister of Kiog Ciilanl BrahtnadatCa of Uttarapaiicata, 
took his master into tbe royal gardens, and held a secret 
conversation with him. 1 bid myeelf on a branch of the 
royal snl-trce, oud iLfiar listening to the end^ I Jet a Jump 
of ordure fall into ICevatto'a moucb and came away."" 
Ulus it revealed all that it Inul heard and seen. And 
when the Pandit asked, "Did tbe king acqaieacc^"' it 
replied, " He did, my lord ! ” The Pa^rjht tended the 
parrot ae ueueiI ; that is, ho gave it fried grain mixed 
witli honey to cflt^ and honey to drink, anointed Its two 
witige with medicated oil, and laid it to rest Comfortably 
In tha golden cage covered with soft quilts. The Femjit 
then reflected, ^'Methinks Kevattn does- not know that 
I am Maban^adha Pa^ujit 1 shall not lot bis plots 
succeed/' And he then removed all the poor people who 
lived iu the inner city to the outer ouc ; be brought fmm 
other countries, cities, and tbe four morket-tOwus, and 
established in the iuner town, rich men. who owned 
clothes, ornaments, riches, aud grain; he also obtained, 
large supplies of corn. 

Kow King Culaul Bralimadatta, having approved of the 
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plnua of Kcvfit^ Brahmciin, marcJied Agiinat n certfuin 
wmall kingdoCQ wiUi forces of mon, alcjjhanta, aud horses, 
nijtl inwatyd it. And Kevatf* Brjilnuin, iia lie had befoi'S 
inrotniued, cMitcrei the inner city hy a poatern gate, and 
putting die mmtcer befoi'e the secured his submission. 
He then united the two forerja and besieged unothor clty^ 
Tiien King Culaul Bralmmclatca, by folio wiag the adviee 
of KevalJ^, brought the princes of all Dftmbndiru except 
King YfedEdia into subject ion. 

The men whom tlie Bosat liad stationed with those 
diffei'ent hiuga sent letters to liim inccsEuntly, saying, 
"King Ih-ahiiintluEta has tine day taheu iiosseesion of so 
in&ny hingdoma ; be ou tbo alert.” To thenfi he flsnt 
word to aay, " 1 nen not remiaa here ; do not be negligent, 
bob bo on tlic looh-out,^' 

lOiig Brahinailatta toot all tlic other kingdoms of 
DambDwUva except that of King Vhcl&ha in seven yeftiA 
seven luontiia iind seven days, aud aoid to Kev^l^.^ Brah- 
mill, "Teacher^ bt us now'enpturs JTithila, the tingitom 
of V&dhhs.” "i[y Icrd 1 ” said the Paydit:^ " caunot 
take the kingdom belonglug to titeeity whore Mahau§adha 
PumJit lives. That Paudif very wise. He la n great 
amtegistr" Thus the teacher Brahmin deaerlbed 

the qualidca of the Maha Bssat like one dmwitig them on 
the disc of the mooni and being hirasclf a matt of deep 
artifice, he eonsoled the king by tlaia device ^ '‘The king¬ 
dom of Mithilfl is very amall j all the other kingdoma of 
Dainbadlva will euJTicfi for us. What does one kingdom 
niutter'?'' Bat the other princes said, "Hoi w'c must 
take tlie kingdom of Jlithite, for 00 ty then can wo drluk 
tlieeupof perfett eouqueat,” Kevat^ the couiiBellcr con¬ 
soled them too, aud restraiued them, flaying, ” IVImt good 
eau wo do by taking the kingdom of VQdttia? it is in 
OUT power now, I^ct it remain sO-"' Tee king, following 
the advise of blm Hrahmiu Kevn^^, gave up the expeJi- 
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tion to Mithiia. AticI tift EoBit'a spies aent letters, esy- 
ing, '■ King Erahm&ilatta started off to go to Mithiila 
Tii'itK a hnodred princes, but liiis recuriied to liia on^n 
citj“ To them he sent buck word to anr, '"From this 
tune for^'tLrd vicertaiu and acc^uaiut me of nil the kiug^s 
actions. 

Now King BrshniEHtatta plotted with iCevatt* to cariy 
out the design which included the murder of the princee 
by causLDg them to drink peiiO'ned toddy, irad he accord- 
lugly inetructod hia miuEatoi* to adom the roy&! gardeiUi 
like Nundiiu Uyana, to fill tbouaanda of jars with toddy, 
and to provide dishes of fish und flesh, to be put in various 
places for tlie revel of victory* This matter vfas reported 
to the Fapdit by his spies who were there, but they did 
not know that it wus the wish of the ting to kill the 
princes with poison. The Miaba Kosat, however, hjjeiv 
this, for be hsd humid of it from the parrot He 
therefore sent back word to them to ieferm him of the 
day fixed for the revel. And the giants iflfomied him 
of the filed day os directed. Having heard thisi, the 
Fapdit tbiuking, " So long as s great Pju.idjfc like myself 
lives, so many prinoes shali not die, I must assist 
them,^’ sent for the giants wlto were hoin on the same 
day as himself, and said, " Friends ] it is said that 
King Oulanl Erabmadatta h as decorated th e royal 
gatdons, and ia about to keep ravel with the hundred 
princes. Go there, and when seats ara prepared for the 
princes, appropriate the best decorated seat Ecst to that 
prepared for King Calnol Emhinadutta before any one 
takes hie seat, and say, *Tltie is for dui king 1' uud when 
the followOEg of tbssQ princes ask you xvbose men you are, 
tell tlieru thfit yon are King Yhdhha'a. They will then 
quarrel iirith you, aud say, ‘ Wbst I we obtained the 
soveraigntiy of Damhsdiva after full seven years and 
SQveu months and seven days, aud never once did we see 
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your Kiog YfedEilifi. WLo la Kiug Vfedfelift ? Go; if he 
w^Qts a seat here let him have th^s lost' You must theu 
aggriivnte the quarrel by bodatiiig thuB, 'Except ICing 
Chlaul Brabmndatta, there ie none else greater than our 
hiug. If we caunat get so much ae a eeat for him, we 
ahail neither allow you to drink the toddy nor eat the 
fish and Hcah ] * and with your terxiblo vaiea cuuae tham 
to tremble like young deer who Imva heard tha liou'e 
roar; throw youi irou eluba, and break iu pieeca tha 
pots aud pjtus which are full of toddy ftiid meat 3 quickly 
scatter the contents, so that they aaay not be £t to eat ^ 
and rush into the midst of the assembly, raising a great 
tumult, like the detuons who invaded ^kni,'’5 heaven, 
and eliout out, * Wo ata warriors of Idahou^a^iha 
Piiiodit of MithiCa. Capture us if you 0111T to show that 
it is yon who have oomc/' Thus iustruoting thorn, ho 
sent them oS. And these giants, laying his words to 
heart, saluted him and departed ; then equipped with the 
five sorts of weapous, viz., tha bow, 8.|>ftar, javeliu, sword, 
and coltaile, started oif to the northern country of 
Fasaldanavva, and entered the gardens adorned like 
Nandun Uyana, There they saw the glory and aplendour 
of the hundred thrones which hod been [irepftrcd, with a 
banner hoisted over each ; and having douo everything os 
bidden by the Boiiat, they rushed against the njultitude, 
and throwing m-xny into oonfusion, returood to hiitliila. 

Kiug. Cifianl was enraged heoauso hiahausadhn Fapdit 
h&d ptevauted the great revel he had prepared in order 
to murder the hundred princes with poisoned toddy, awhile 
the hundred princes were offeuded because they had been 
deprived of the cup of victory. And the soldiery were 
diiappoiiited because they had lo.=it the cfiance of drink¬ 
ing gratuitously. And eo King flrahmadalta called the 
hundred princes, and said, " Come, friends!' go to Mithila. 
Cut off the bead of King VMfeha with this aword, and 
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tratnpb it beneath joiir f«et as one ctubIim tht ripe 
palmyra bis feet; tben we will keep our wassail. 
Go and tall your men to eijuip theinselves for battle;” and 
inForrolng KevatU secretly of tbisj be eoid, Wb aliall 
captare tbe enomy wlio biudexcd this great plan of oius. 
We sball besiege Middla with our eighteen complete 
armiea and the huiidrod princcBr Come, teafihor, with 
US." The BrahmiEt^ in bis wLidom^ reflecteth "We cnnnofc 
cupturc Mjibau^ha PaJidit, If we go, wb sLalL only iutiir 
diBgrucc- I shall k(sep buck the kiug by argumentsand 
said, “My lord ! King Vbdfehn has nopowsf; the entitfi 
control restB with ilohaiaMdha Pay.[;lLt. He ie a peraon of 
extraordinary power. The kingdom of Jlitbila, which he 
guards os a lion defends bis rocky lair, cannCit be captured 
by any one. If we goi. wc sbail eaffer disgrace, I do not 
favour the expedition," The king, intoxicated with pride 
in his rank and power, biased forth with anger, like a 
snake struck with a club^ sayings "What wiU that Mahau- 
Kadba do 1 ” and started off to Mithda with the hundred 
princes, who w'ere aa proud isi tlieirowu conceit ashimtelf, 
ailcnded by the eighteen complete armies, which raged 
with auger, like tlm ocean lashed into fury by the 
whirlwind- 

Kevat^, finding that Lis woide made no irnpresaion on 
the kliigfe mind, and seeing the useleEsnceB of opposing 
him, started off with him. The hundred w-arriora w’hom 
the Bdsat bad sent to distorb King BKihinadatta’s revel 
having perfurmed the work they had come tO'd*^ truvelied 
the whole night, reached Mithila in one day, and informed 
the EOeat of aU that they ha<l done. Ainl the acoute, 
whom the Paydit had at ^at sent to live with the kings, 
Bent leltere to the Paml't, saying, “ King Chlanl Bralima' 
datta is Coming, attended by a hundred- prineos, in order 
to capture King Yidbha. Be on the look-ont." Thus 
letters came coatiuuously to the Pandit—"To-day they 
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ftre encamped at aucli a place ;" "To-day they arc at aqcU 
a place "To-day they will reach the elty.'^ On receipt 
of thifi nawa the Maha BiSsat rcd-ouhled aU hia picpario 
tiona. King V'fe<I&l]a Itejud on all iidea, "Tbey ate ctnning 
to capture the cityn" 

Wow, King Brahmadatta approached llitbila, Baveu 
yoduLae in length, by rowa of torches), wliicTi Ikod been 
kindled in tboueauda early in the evening, and encom¬ 
passed it. And now to deei^ribo how they besieged 
MitiiiJa. 

Firsts around the diy moat they marshalled a chain of 
elephaiots atCrUding ciyr to oar, tall as columna of smoke 
riaing fioua the flames of a king'e wrath, caparisoned with 
gildwl armowrj and equipped witli golden spears ami 
hutehctSj and with clubs to bs graspctl in their trnnbg— 
nuimals poTvorful enough to crush in even a brazcti 
xarnpart with the weight of tlieir onslaught, wlio diatilled 
three difFerent humoura from ton placea ] one from three 
places—the two ears and the penis ^ mi Other from these, 
and the two ear-'holes and the eyes—ic all from seven 
placca; and a tliird from these seven places, and alw from 
the twu nostrils and the scnotnisi—tn all from ten places ; 
which glistened on the splendid spear and darts which 
tlieir numerous riders held In their hands. Nest they 
placed, neck to neck, a cirelo cf hoi^ bred hr mighty 
Scindia, Cambodia, and Arabia, fully cirpacieoired aud 
adorned for battle, bearing a nmncrous troop of gaily 
d&cLed and anaoufad knights, which at the trum^ict that 
gave the signal for the fray pranced witli delight, like the 
swifo-rnsbing, devastating wrjith of the king, whose heart, 
swollen with anger, like the celestial rivet, longed for the 
destruction of hia foe. 

Then earae a circle of ehariots, ranged w'hccl to wheel, 
spread with the skins of lions, tigers, end other animals, 
beauLifully anlorned aud decked witli streaming flags of 
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divftre colouia, Lonied with Scitidian ateeds, rtiid filled 
with, ridilj dressed arclier^, who bore tlieir quivers on 
tbe shouJdeiH, like a schciol of wlialea sporting in the 
oceau of the king's anger. 

And there waa yet another ring of warriors standiug 
shoulder to aboulder in terrible array^ like the fioUierB of 
Mdm, who ware ten times ae heavy as tbe earthy and 
earns 5fi inaiiy an unnatural guiMi armed variously with 
scimitars, swords, javetioa, lances, and other glttcsring 
weaponfij disguised in the shape of lious, elephants^ 
horses, and tigers—^liks tlia soldiera of Vasavartimara, 
who ftuffis in the shape of King Culanl to test in some 
battle with a different foe ths issue of his itopendiDg 
Struggle with Siddhartha, who, about to attain Buddha- 
liood, had. mounted tbs Crystal Ssat with no army sxcepC 
tlie thirty'Bsveii doctrines of Buddha, bat with the assiat- 
anofi of the bo-trso after their complete fulfilmsnt of the 
thirty cserciseer Tims they bssisged Mithila by means 
of four forces^ nnd kept selitiaeLs in different placea 

The people applauded, clopped their hends, and leaped 
with joy, and delighted to think they Imd tneonapassed 
the oity, danced aud shooted aloud. All seven yodunas 
yf Mithila weire lit up a* bright as day by thonaande of 
torches standing Up iu rows above the hose of eighteen 
armiea, aud by the fiashiug of tlie om amenta worn by 
the buedred of priocefi. elephants, hyrses, aud other fbnoeSj, 
just as the dark ignonince of meo ie distilled when tlio 
sun of the Butat's wisdom appeal^ The trumpeting of 
olcpbaiits, tire neighing of hor^s, the rattle of chariot 
wheels^ the thunderous tread of infantry, and the din of 
chenks, horns, trumpets^ pipes, cymbals, violioa, large nad 
small drums, gotdou and silver olianka aud other inuatcal 
instruments, mingled in an earth-shaking clamour. 

The four par^[.bl^> ^unlta and otheru, hearing the sound 
of the great tumulti not knowing whnt tha voice was^ 
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’went up to King VMbiiaj and said^ “My lord! tliara la 
the aouikd of a great coiumotioDr We do not Itnow iivliat 
it ia. It would bo well to Inquire wlaat the uproar is.^' 
Ilavlug lienrd these worde> the king thought^ “ Verily King 
BraUmaclatta has come." And when, after opening the 
window, he looked out and saw that be hod come, overcome 
■with fear he cried to BSnaka and the others thua, "Our 
lives are forfeited, for now BrabmAdatta will kiU us all.” 

Kow tha Mabau^dba Pcwjditn knowing that King 
Culanl bad come fearlcsaly aa a lion, armnged the 
sentinela all over the city, and then ascended the steps 
of the palace, saluted the king, and stood ou one eide in 
order to reassure tho monarch and his retinue, who were 
cowering in terror. The king, reassured at the eight of 
the Mata Eosflt^ felt tliat no one but hb son, Mabaneadliit 
Peud^t, could eKtrlrate him from this calamity, ami 
addressing the Paudf^ 5*^*^—■ 

“0 BiLijdir.! King Biuhtnadatta of Paiic/Lla^ has come 
with all the eighteen armies of the bnndvad paiueos. 
The soldiere bclooging to the kingdom of Puiieiilai are in¬ 
numerable. They have a force of caipcnbci-s, who carry 
with them large qiiautities of rafeere, balks, planking, Ac., 
for building gates, watch-towcre, halts, nud so forth ; they 
poeeses powTirfuL contingents cf clcphnuts and Itoraes, well 
trained in war. They are ciowded so close together, that 
if any one gete uiucmg tbem he ie carried off his feet 
and borne away unseen between their sliouHctsL Ten 
different clamours unite in one din, the trumpetlug of 
elepbante, the neighiog of horses, the rumbling of the 
chariot wheels, the thrill of violins, the rattling of 
'drums; tha chanting of battle-sotigs, the clashiug of the 
cymbals; and the shouts of KiilsCaiy commands, 'Shoot,' 
Caplarc,' ^ Cut picccmealj' and sc forth. As the uoiae of 
the elephants and the other three hosts is louder than 
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tht TOfti of tbc ecu, no voice is gfcfon™ enough to com- 
mumentft the different commaTitl^, ‘ Mitreh/ 'Counter- 
Loarcb; "Attack; 'Attention; dee., which aie giTon by 
beat of drum and sound of trumpet und. chauk, ^ilicrc 
is jL hrilliant display of the lustre of jewelled and 
gilded weapojifii golden tiuppinga or clephautboohe, aud 
joyal and princely equipagSH rieli in golden rlng^ waiat- 
chnina, braocUte, ear-ringB. armlets, Strings of pearls, pearl 
iieeklaoaB, belts^ tpaukta, five-coloured taestls, fivefold 
Itacelcts, rings set with jexvele, single rings, aBkletSi tw- 
Tingfl, leg-rings, foot ornaments, and so forth. Tliere ig a 
forest of various flags waving above chftriata, embellished 
with gold flJid silver, and dcoorated with red^ green, and 
other cloths- Tliere are howdahs, boise iitters, and chariots. 
There is ao lack of eipotts perfectly versed lo the 
eighteen sciencea that treat of elephimta, horses, chariotg, 
archery, and so forth. These armies are as poxverful as 
lions, Tliey art well disciplined by skilful warriors. In 
these armies there are ten paydite of world-wid& wiadom, 
who can devise cunning atrjitiigems,who after taking oounsel 
nlona fur two days could overthrow the mighty world and 
confound it with the. heavens. In addition to these, Kmg 
Chlani's army hiiA an slevcfith adviasr in the person of 
his mother, Talatfi Dfevi, who creels them all in wiadom. 
JTow to describe the wisdom of Tula! a DfevI : 

" Oue day a man carrying with him a nelii of raw rice, 
a lucal of boiled ikc in a leaf-basket, and a thousand 
inassiLB, w'out into the middle of a stream in order to cross 
it, but being unable to reach the opposite hank bocaese 
tbe carrqiit nvu etreng, he cried oat to tire people who 
were iju the other aide^' Kind friends,.

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g(jt down iaba the riverj Jook hold of him by the haiii3, 
find flftcr jfettiag him over, ^Give me my dues,' Ho 
then replied^ 'Tabn either this iielli of raw rlca or Ebia 
pjioket of boiled rice.' Hearing thJa^ the mun who had 
piloted him tliraiigb the watci- aaiJ^ ‘I led you to tliia 
bank regnrdleSE of my own life; neither the ndli of raw 
Tieo nor the packet of hoilc^l rice is of any use to me. 
Give me the thoufand tikeaaae.' To tliie the othar replied^ 
* I Said t would give thut wliJch I like." Aecapt it if 
yon taro to.' The otherj therefore, refetTiMl the matter to 
a bystandetj who said, ' Did he not say that he would give 
''that which he likes?" Acoept then wliat bo gives-' 
Not content with this dsciaion he declined to accept the 
offer,, and went with the man lie HekI agisted to the 
chief jndgess, to whom he made hia coraplainh Tlio 
judges, too, after heaving the statemeut of both parties, 
decided in the same wny, snying, ‘Take whatever he gives 
you.' Diasatiafled with the judgae’ decision, the plaiotiff 
appealed to the king. The ting summoned the jiidgps to 
the palace, henrd in their prcacnea tlie statementi of the 
two disputsntB, and confirmed the decision of (he jndgag, 
not knowing how to decide himself. So that the man 
wiio went into tlis river at the mk of iiia own life lost 
hie Suit, At that time the kiug'g motljer, Talutd Dbvi, 
whO' flioeutatcly perceived that tlic king's judgment waa 
bttdly conceived, paid^ ' Son I rceonaiiJer your decision..'

And having caused him to put them iji 
order on the ground, she inquired, 'When iu the water 
vhat did you tay to him ?' ‘I said, thus and thus/ he 
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tBpUfld. 'If m, take wliatav^r you lite and go avray/ 
Eaid tbc queen „ And he t 4 &k up the tliotiieand inaesas. 
"When he bad gome a little diatanee the queen aeut for 
him, and aald ‘ What! my aon^ do you liho the thouiaud 
luasaasP your Majesty, 1 like them/he replied. 

She then coattinuedj ‘ Now, my eon ] did you or did you 
not eay that you would give thk mau '^that which I 
lihe^^V ‘I said so, your Mejeaty/ he replied. 'If eo, 
give this man the thousand mesaaa,' said the qiienCL Ho 
thereupon gave, the thousand massasj woepiog aud whim- 
peiiug. The king aud the eoartiore wore pleased, and 
ap^daudod. Theneafoiward the wiedoii] of Qoeeu Tnlatn 
was noised all o%'er Hainbadiva. It is because of this 
that, as 1 told you, Culaul'a mother, Talalll Dhvj^ haa 
become the eleventh advise): of the array. 

And again in this army th ere raaieli wltli King Culaul 
a huudred terror-atrLcken prinees of kingdoms vanquished 
hy Erahmadaita, who has uow got commftLid of all the 
forces ill the laud. This kingdom of Mithild has Icen 
hesiegud by n hoet of eighteen ariuies, Tirst there is s 
i^mparb of elephants, then a second of horses, then a 
third of chariots^ and then e fourth of w-arriors: time 
tliere are four eirdea, and between the circle of elophanta 
and ths circle of horoas there is a space; botween the 
circle of horses and iihe circle of cliariote thera is a space ;

Tho Maho BOsaE^ bnvmg beard tbe words of the kiiog^ 
wbo spoke thus, troubled v^itL deadly fear, thought to 
hiniMlf, "This king is fearfully paniostricken- 1 am 
tho klug's eole support. I am to him like tljo phyeicisn 
who comforta a aickly niEin by a timely ouro^ like tlio food 
which clone cotiofiioc liuhgcf, like tbo water which alouo 
quenches par4diiug tlurak'’ And ho, tlioreforc, like a lion 
roaring on the top of the Rctgahi, said to the king, 
"Don^t trouble, my lord, but enjoy the blessings of your 
royalty. I glaall Overthrow tJre whole of these eighteen 
Andccc ca I ivuuld ficcrfi Or flock of crows with a stone or 
a troop of monkeys with a how, net Ignviug then] mcsters of 
so much Qs n waiabclotb. I shall make them turn tail end, 
flee like a naked rabble. Tliis battle eliall bomy care. Don't 
fear ot trouble.. Enjoy the JifippLii«cc of your royal iKJwer." 

Having eomforted the king with tlicse words, he went 
down from tljo palace and published the follcwEng pro¬ 
clamation La all tlic eitircua by beat of tom-tom :— 

"ily good friends! let eoeli of you provide himsolf 
with flowers, perfume, and ointment^ the eighteen hinds 
of sweetmeats, toddy, meat, and other food and drink; 
put on your fairest raiment mid begin merry-making 
without tliinkingr ‘ Wa arc now' sncirclod by tlie enemy.' 
If any oas of you drink modtrattly, drink of the ^ great 
drink,' and beat your drums, sing your songs, whistle, 
elap yonr hands, applaud, and snap your lingers. 1 nhall 
supply all those wlio lack, for I am Mahau^adha Paijdiitr 
Do not bo alarmed at all; hehold my powner," 

With those words the hlaha BCsat comforted the dtizens 
also. Encouraged by these words, the citi^ns, who lied 
known Lis power from his seveuth year, without tho 
alightest fear or doubt, began to make merry with daneing 
and other amusements, as directed by the greah one.

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NoiTj when tlic cnemicfl wlio- were outaide hejird thia 
noise of Bin^D" sed pluying, msiiy of them entered, 
the luner city througli tlie postern gatCj but though they 
camo 'with. bottHo intent, they ^rcre not niTestcd by the 
oidookeM, Itit vierc enffered to room about uumolested. 
Tbos* Avlio thus entered the city ea’w meny-makEng, 
drinkiDji', nod rorelling of t1i.e oitiEens. King Brahma- 
datta, henring the noise In the inner oity, rKldreii^ed Iho 
hyatanders and said, ”0 my ftienda [ thgag people have 
no iesT or dread at the siege of the city by tLia boidi of 
eighteen atmieB, With emberaut deliglit, as tljough tlie 
cup of tJifi fi're pleasures were overflowiDgK they clap their 
hands, thoy shout for joy, th&y whiBitle and sing^ and beat 
the drum. Wliat wnndet is this?'" In reply to the 
king, who spoke tlms, a spy invented this false report— 

My lord I for a certain purpose I entered tlio Inner dty 
tjirough the postenij and Bcelng the people ceJehrating n 
festival, inq&ire<l of tljoiUj ‘J^rienda! when all tfia hinga 
of the whole of Dambadiwa have come with their armies 
and besieged your city, why are you so ludifierent about 
it?" iind they replied, ‘ Our king^ whcft s young prince, 
Was anjiLoua to celebrate a festivah irhen all tlio kings 
of the wLolo of Dacnbailiwa should Lave come with 
tbeir armies and sutrounded the city. An opportunity 
for indulging in that wiih Las anived. And be tLcrefoic 
ordered all people by beat of tom-tom to oelebrate a 
festival for seven days, while be himself, attend&d by his 
ministers, keeps wsssail in the upper story of tlia palace, 
rovtUing in bis joy. He knows that these kiugs and 
them flimiee liave come nud besieged the city/ Heating 
this, 1 e3ipreased my contempt for the king. Baying, "He 
Je child ieli. 

King Brnhmadattu, hearing this, inflamed with rage 
and fury, like a suake struck with a club, said, "^Go, my 
men, and cause all these moats oii all sides to be replied 
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imiDQt^iAtoly; brcal: md ra!!& to the gronnd tlia wallfSj 
doors, batlJemeiits, wntcli-towets, gatss;, and fortnes-'seF*, 
find, eotcriug tlia town quickly, ^ttcr tho h^ds of tEte 
rabble liki^r melons falling from mt ovarloftcled cart; aluo 
bring me the hea<l of the king too without d-clay,^' 

At this eommaud hla dough tj? wacrtors, anuing them- 
jselveg with sundry wespom^ inarcLi>d up to the gate of 
the fortifications^ sjsyiiig, “ We shall take the city^” where 
they flufferenl great Joia from the mud, sand, and other 
misailes launclipd agaiust tEiem by the warriors of tlie 
Bbsat; and fjir from bteaking into tbc towicrj as they had 
detennluedi they were not able even to maob as to reach 
the wall, but were (^pulBcd, A few, however, were not 
cheeked in tliEit julTrance, bnt pressing forward resolutely, 
reached the ditch, slill Looatiug that they would take the 
Ci ty. 

JSow the aeutiuela gtationed on the battlemBnted towers 
burled dowu javobus^ gpikea, gpenrs, and ttfdeate, over¬ 
whelming them with destruction. The soldiers of the

■^TeSj friend 1 that is a good stratflgew,” fifo-in that day 
cut short the watet-snpply; and news of this reached ths 
Bosat by A message written by One of 3iia spies who lived 
witb the king, shot into the city attached to an arrow. 

Now, on the day tbs anemy eame to ths city the Bosat 
liad proclaimed that if any one should ues a leuf shot into 
the town with an arrow he should at once btiug it to him. 
And so a certain man brought and handed the Isaf over 
to the Eoset. The lord, then undeistAuding the plan, 
thought, " It is plain tliet old Kiivat^ and these other 
ignorant felic?ws Luvenot yet learnt that I am Mahau^dba 
Pandit," and soot fhi a bamboo stick aijcty feet Ligb and 
Split it into two poi'ts, which Jm again bo-nnd together 
after remoi-iag all the knots on the inner and outei: sides.

And wheti 
the king said, "Pleasure it and mO," the scout, la meaaur- 
ing’itj, ma<le the stem Out to he eighty fathoms instead, of 
sl:(ty ; upon wbioh the kiog nske^l wUeu It had grown, and 
another of the ecOuts* Miaing upon the words m tliey fell 
from tlia king's Itpa,, concocted a gtory, and said, '^Ona 
day, wishing to drink a little toddy, I entered the city 
through tlie poetcru, aud aaw a large tank where people 
were amysitig themselves;. Elany iKoplej seated on boats 
and cauoea, woru plucking flowers and amusing thuiiMelvee. 
XhiH looliB like one of iJic lie were growing on the buiid of 
the tank, for if it had grown in a deep place it would ba 
over one huudretl fatlioma io length,'' Hearing thie, the 
king said, Teacher E do not think to capture the city 
by cutting oif the water-supply. That is no gixid stmta' 
gem of yours." ‘‘In that case»” replied the pjindit, ^*tha 
pbm I have now h it ujHjn I 3 a very good ouc.

part to be covered with mud and sown with padL Now, 
every intcLLtion of the Bositt nlwaya snccecds, and so m one 
night jilituts shot np aliove the ramparts of Mitkila seven 
ycdiiiias in extenty their bright green colour locking like a 
bank of clouds. The king, seeing this, inquired of the 
bystanders, “ Wbat is that that looks so green on the top

tha battla of the DLimua.” Tliu Mfiltu Bosat^ Icaruiug tltie 
device too tm before, Ebought, ** If by tbia plnu I yield 
to Kfevntfoj my wisdom ia much at fault.''^ Meanwbilc 
King Brahmadottaj saying, " O teaeber t that ia a very 
good pJaUj” wrote to tbe king, and sent a mesgage by tbo 
pogtetn ainujuucirig that tbero woutd take place on tlie 
morrow a luittie of the Dhanua, aud that failure to attend 
would bo acomijitcd an defoat. 

Heaving tbisj King Vbd^ba oallecl tbo Bu^t and ac^ 
qiiuinted bim of it. Aitd tlio —tho toaobor of tbe 
three worlds, the lover of uU peopfo—saying, " Very well, 
my lord^'" caused a all” for tbe battle of tbe Dlvatma 
to be erected ontaide tbe western gatfc Nevercbelesa the 
bund red eCOnts who were with the various princes, not 
knowing wbat 'tba isguo might be, sumnioued KbvatU 
iu order to protect tb& Bbent. K'ljig Brubmanlatta and 
the hundred princes, going to the ball of tbe battle of 
tbe Dharm.a, were looking towards tlic cast, cjcpcetiiig tbe 
Bciigat, like men wbo an a lucky day unanimously look 
towards only one direction^ expecting to see tbo new 
moon. Tho fuedigb too, sto(Kl looking towairds 

tbe eastern dircetion, rejioating, ^^Timo i» aUppiug by. 
Time is slipping by." That morning tbo Buimt—the 
teacher of tiie three worlds, who has brought tlio earth 
under liia flower-like feet—Laving washed bia bead and 
bathed biiuEelf with sixteen pots of sweet-soon tod waiter, 
put on a kjLii cloth worth a lae of gold Mnins and docked 
himself with nil ot^amentg; then, after partaking of tbe 
various delicious diabcs prepared by A mark Uivi, lie went 
to tbe gate of the paiaco iia a great proceseiun, and 
announced bis arrival to the king, la'bo eaid, " Let my 
ton come in iEnmediately." Thereupon ho entered tba 
palace, ;fifi,luted tho king, and atoed on one side; and wbau 
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tlje )(ing inqulredj "'Wellf son JJahnu^adlii Pai^ilit?" lie 
replied, I cini going to the battle of the Dhurma." The 
king then continued, "Son, what muat I do?” "My 
lord t I wiah to deceive by itaonna of a gem; 

may it therefore pleaee your Majesty to let me have tlie 
eight-sided g&m t" lajilied tlio pai^dit. The king theii said, 
” Son t do ytm nood my leave to get it ^ Take itv''' Itero- 
ttpou the pa^jdit took in his hand the gem that hrt<l been 
given to him in hia former birth by tlic god ^iikra, and 
Saluting the king, went down from the palace. Attended 
by the tbonaatid warriors bom on the Bomc day na himself, 
and by a whole army, seated in a magnificeDtly decornted 
chariot worth umety thousand pieces of gold, and drawn 
by grey borsesj he reached tlie gate at the timo of tlao 
midday meal. 

Now Kfcvatto eagerly waited^ expecting the pandit’s 
arrival every inonaentj and craning hia neck in the direc¬ 
tion from which he slionld eornSj so that it locked like 
a lieroTt'sr Hie bculy viua bathed in eweat camjed by the 
icya of tliG sun, wliicb was Hho ths: ali-pervadiug glory of 
the Maha Eusat. Aud the atboiidGd by Lie retinuu

Kbvat^^ taking with him the eigbt^curvod gem, himeelf 
resplendent with Ills unspeakable glory and magnificcnoer 
K■fevat^ Erahmin^ seeing the ECsat,, was fascinated, and^ 
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unaWfl io staud where he was, odvaticed to meat him, aud 
said, ^^0 Sfivhaiisadha Pjii;id^tE we are both I 

marvel that you have eeut ms uo rare prseetit, after 1 have 
come ajod waited hers ao long for yoUr Why have you 
failed in this matk of reapect for nje?" To Kfevatta 
who thus apoke, the Bdgat repliedj 0 paijidit \ 1 was 
gearching for a present that should he worthy of you, aiid 
I have to-day found this gem. Aecept it; cliert ia iioue 
to equal it.'' And K&VEittaj too, Bseiug the gem that was 
gliuiiug in the hands of the papditj reileeted^ “This pa^jdit 
has hronght a gem for me," and sayings " If ao, give it,''' 
he stretched out hla hand. And the BOsat^ too, saying, 
^‘ITiontake strisljched out his hand and let the gem 
fill! on tho tips of tho flrahmin’Fi dugoi's. Now the 
Brahmin could uot support tliO heavy gem with his finger 
tips^ and it fell on the ground aiiid rolled on to tlie feet of 
the B^sot- Then the Brahmi'u, ana^ioua to pOBsets the gsm, 
stooped down towards tlic feet of the Busnt to pick it up. 
Seeing this, the B^t held tlie Brahmin's neck drmly witli 
one hand, and ths loins with the otiier^ so that he could 
not raise Lie bowed hecul. and saying, ** Got up, teacher; I 
am young enough—enough to bo your gi'andson ; do not 
buw before inc, I bog," rubbed tha Bralimiu'e face sgoiuet 
the rougli ground^ and matle his face as red as a shoe 
Jiuivor w-ith blood aud clny; tlieu seiztjjg him by tbe 
throab eiist Jiim off,, exciaiming, " You fool t did you think 
you CO uld get an obeisanoa froiu me ?" The other fell to 
the ground six: hulioms off, jtnd rising up, went away 
wiping away the sand. TJio gem wns picked up by Gio 
Brisat'g Dion ; and the voict of the EOsat, erylttg, "Get up^ 
teachar! Jo not worship me," was board above the dlo of 
tlie four hosK All the peo[3le applauded and waved 
clothes above their heads, clapping their hands and shouting 
abiid^ “See! Khv:i^^ Braljiuin bas worshipped tbe fiict of 
ilahaufadba FamuliNow itU the people, including King 
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Broiimfidatta Aud the hundred prmeeSj utw KhveUa 
stooping down at tb^ f^set of M^hausadha aad, 

ny^rcomc with mortal featr at the eight of thdr champion 
woraliipping the feet of tlia foe, wliich aiguJhcd their defeat 
ELiid put their lives in jeopat-dy, mouuted each cue Lie 
cljatger ftiid turned their faces to Uttara pEUlcala, Seeing 
tbeir flight* ail the retinue of tlieUdsat in one accord cried, 
with a gi'Cftt sliout, “Look! King Brahiaodatta and the 
Luudi;vd princes are Hying with tlteir routfldi and brokejt 
army [" At tliia noisa the pahic of tho priacea itioreased 
as they fle^l, white the great army wua ^ttoiod, ooch jiiau 
looking only for his own safety in Higlit. Aud tlac Posat’s 
luon shouted ail the moro when they saw this. Onr lord, 
tho mine of mei'Oy, without oidcriug a pursuit of tho fugi' 
rives, reLurnod to the city atcoiided by hi^ itioai; while Xing 
BiTLhmjidatta Hew a distaucu of twelve garves with the 
army, which had been scattered in spice of its great nmn^ 
hers. The gLameUsJS, coiateaiptille mounted 

Lis liorsQ and rodo off, spitting blood from his mouth and 
wiping the gore from bis forehand. Aud wheq Ls cacuo 
up wich the army he cried from his scat on Itomebsok, 
Friends f atapt stop I 1 did not how cp the son of tho 
cultivator. Hjlt 1 Stand 1 But in spite of his sxheurta- 
lions the army fled away without hairing, saying, "You 
wicked, mean, vicious, despicable, barbarous, ugly* siUy 
old Brabmiu I after saying that you would go to fight, you 
moile oheisauen heforio a pereou youijg enough to be. your 
grandson. Have you not eoiumicted overy ovil act that 
Would bring shame even on tho meanest of lUL^ti ? You 
fool £ don't talk nonsense. Yem vtUain t Yeiu had hotter 
fly w'hiJo you can if you want to save your skin." Irt 
euch ahuBivO terms the army roviJed Khvatta, and tuin- 
itig a deaf ear to liis w-ords, refusud to stay their lligljt 
The Brahmin (juiekly dashed forward into the midst of 
ihe army, crying* " WJiat do you say ? 1 did not salute 
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the Sqs of ih^ cultivator. I tell you I did not anlute 
Do^ a man tiruiae h!a forehead ^ kuee^, aod ann!i b}' 
a. salqt^itioul To-day I Lear froia you for the finjt tsiueof 
Buoh anJutatioD. TLsit son of the mltiTatar playfid me 
false hy racaus o-f a gem.'’ Thus he cOEiviuCBtl tha men of 
the truth of hia statement, and regaining hie control of the 
mighty armys he atopped their flight, which hml lestod 
about three yodunna, and bringing it hank againij inveatad 
the city as before. 

Now, though tlie anny did nab think of thia device 
owing to the power of the it was ao numerous that 

if each Boldiec cast a single handful of earth it would liavo 
aufliccd not only to fill the moats, but also to overtop tha 
twenly-aeTen foot rampart with a mass of equal height. 
And it U for this reaeon that they did not think of auch a 
plan: Buddha, the teacher of tlie thtee worlds, has said,

Tell The 
Eilmit tben coaduyed, "Stjiy flu the greet ratnfidirt, and 
when our men are mot on the alert,, setae the fljppflrtuuity to 
saj to the peojile fll BeaLmadatta, ' Friendg I don’t be difl- 
cfluiegedh hut try to main tain jout pogition for a ehort 
time, AH the people in the ioufir city arc as dispirited as 
fowls caught iu n net In a few days they will themBclTca 
open the gatu ; you will then be able to capture Yfed^aa 
end the wcctchcd. son of the cdtivator.' Thus saying, 
walk up and down tho raenpart, and wiu their hearts by 
giviogthem figii and meat and other food and drink. Our 
people, heating you apeak thus, will revile and abuEO you, 
and then aeijing yon and tightly tying your hands and 
feet, will almoet beat you to death with a bamhoo in the 
sight of ihe p&uplc of Bnvlsmadutta j then taking yoti down,, 
they will tic your hair into five knots, and daub you with 
brlck^dushj and deidt you with chaiiletii of * rat^ and 
'kanbru’ ftowora, and after giving you a JiuTubor of blows 
that will n^iac weals on your body, tliay will tie your 
Ijunde firmly behind your batk^ and taking you up to the 
top of the rauaperti will put you in a basket made hist to a 
rope, and lower yoh down iu the presenee of the people of 
King Brahmudatta, who,, when you are left outgodja as a 
treaelieroiia villain^ will take you and show you to the 
king, Now if the king aek you for what fault they did 
such things to you, tell him thus—" 0 great kiugl ray 
wealth is greatv MahaugadLa, the eon of the cultivator,, 
got angry with me, niid denouncing me as a traitor to the. 
king, eoTifiscalcd my property: aud os I pondered how I

aide. Be at ease^ Tor uad ^laliou^odhA, the son 

of the culttvator, me ns deftd rnoh. I know minutely 
the strong and week places of the rAmpartt and also 
tliose places la tlie moAts wlitch m'c infested with sharks 
and crododilM^ and those places which are not. In a few 
days I shall get the khigdom for you/ Then the king., 
confiding in youj will treat you laviahly end entrust his 
simy over to yon. You will then go bo attack the city with 
tlie army^ sud lead it into the places where there are Scree 
olligatoia sad sharks. Then the soldiers, berrihed by the 
alligators and sharks, y'ill not fight, or otcd reach the moat. 
Afterwords you will go up to the king and say^ ^My 
lord.! tills nrmy of yours liaa Ikccu rendarud dhtafiected 
by the sou of the euUivutor. There ia not a aingle sonl, 
not ejccoptiug K^vatbs or rny of the priueca, wlio has 
not ttkeu bribes from him. 1 alone am loynl to you. 
Though they mardi under yonr bosner^ they have been 
bought l>y tlsc papijilt- When such a large number Jisve 
become tura-euutA, whateini I do unaided ? If you do not 
hdiavfi sue, misy it please your Majesty to order them to 
apiieor before you in full dresa. When al! of theao appear 
before you bo dresactl in obedience to yonr order, look at 
the omamcists, av'ords, and other presents that were given

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■(jf luany imd if %v£ rcinniti h^re foi some dfiys Lo 
Vfili gain over all your arimy ahd put an ead to jour 
career. Let ub tarty no longer^ but take horae at mid- 
rigLti and fteo to Mcape death at the heads of the enemy,' 
Whcji you apistiEc to him thus lie ^'ill believe you, aud dp 
aa jO'U aay. You will thou asoertain the time of tlio kiog^a 
Aight and iudieate it to our men," 

Thereupon Aiiukhva^ repUod, " 0 pa^ulit I if I eau 
iu arty way assist yon^ I Bhall do nil oa yon direct” Then 
the jmi.Ki^iit onnttnued, “Yon must bear a faw blows while 
Yiidhha'fi iriny is loohiug ou.” And he replied, " 0 pau' 
dit 1 providud you do uot actually kill me or deprive me 
of ruy haudzi aud feot^ jeu may do anything you wiali with 
roy body.” 

Tlie]], afiec milking mueh of AnukivattVa wife and 
eliildren and all his liODsehold without eseeption^ tJiey tied 
Auuk^vat^'s ]jair iuto five knots, pabliely gave him 
sevei'&l blows which left their mniks on his body, and 
disfigured Ihin by Rmeariug him (ill over with brickedust, 
deekiog him out with garlands of "kattferu." AfJer that 
they put him in a hackee, anti faatening it to aropa, Ipwemtl 
him down outside the rampart and exhibited him to Brah- 
madatta^s people. The king, after testing A^uk&vaf^ in 
m&iiy Ways, took liiiL in I obis confidenecj hoaoured liim with 
Lie friendship, snd gave him control over the srmy. JJow 
Anukh%'at^ took the army, and marelilug a*ciin.Et the city 
to eapturo it, led Lis inen near to tho fords, infested Ly shcL 
raveuous alligators aud sharks thnt even a finger could not 
be dipped into the water without being euapped off, telling 
them, “ There is no danger in getting into the water here; 
the fortification hferc, too, is weak, and there are no pickets.” 
But tbosu who got into the wutcr were devoured; while, 
on the other Land, the men who were on tbo wabdi'-towers 
wrought great havoc among the remainder by the showor 
of arrow^B, spikes, lances, aud hooks that they burled 
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upon tli-eui. Thft aimy wjw iJmost nnuiliilatei]. and p&- 
fiised to advance to the attnoh or even face the euccuy.

tham all said, ''Kow, teacher^ what shall we do And 
the latter replied, "My lord, no action is now po^aible.

ll]du^tin^ ji horse, rode Gome djGtsnce Oe if going nlong 
with (lie king ftod then halted, npon which King Brah- 
madattiL pulled hnrd to atop the eteed which had been 
hanieEsed ja the Etrange manner, hnt without halting a 
nioment ib ran away wiili him. 

hdeanwhile Auak^vatto^ gattiog into the mldat of the 
army, shoated with a loud voice, ''King Brahma' 

datta lias fled^^^ and the spies witli their followers repeated 
hia ahout wltli great dies, 'Ihen the hundred princes, 
thinking tdiat Mauau^dha Paiidit had opened the gates 
and made a sortie, a>era paulc-atrichaci, and in fear of 
iustant dcatli fled headlong like a naked rabhlo, leaving all 
their woolth behind them, and neglecting even their sworda 
and nuiforiTLSj each one looktrig only to his own safety. 
TJien. too, the gpEes redoubled tlieirsliootgi^ calling out, "The 
liuudtcd princes have also lied.” Atid lieaHng thie noise 
the men who wore at the dty gate and on tiia watch-towers 
and ramparts re-echoed the ery, the spies wtio were outside 
and the people w'ho were vrithin the city joining in one 
loud uproar.

They then weut; up to Mabnimdba Pii^ditp who ia like 
Cl wisb'couferriug geiUp and asked bim wJiat wm to be 
done with ttis booty. And ho replieid^ " As the spoils 
have uot hetu tskeu by Yio'leucG^ but have been left 
bebitid by tba enemy uueareil for^ they belong to U3 
jia abttniloncd property. Out of these give the pro¬ 
perty of the prmees to our king, bring me all that 
belonged to K6vat^ and the other let the 

people take the property llist belongisd iq the rennainder 
of the army, who nuraherud nearly cigbtoou Akkho^ 
hjyis." 

And it took a fortnight to remove the gold and silver 
valnublus, and four montlis to remove the padi, rke, 
weeponSj and other commoner artielee. Tlie Buaat loaded 
Anukfivatto with favonra. He aleo causeil tho elephants 
oijd horaes tlint had fled to Ik recaptured. Fnrai that 
time forward the coffcis of the people of hlithihi over¬ 
flowed with tlio ten IcindK of Wealth.

goddess^ ind End-owcd with tlie giity-fonir gittfiea of women, 
to bring him into the city with the Maha Bnaat, as an 
angler drags to land the fish that hns Bwiailowed his 
bait, then to kill both of them and enjoy the frnita of 
Tietoryn llesolving to do thia^ and liaviog fiualfy made 
up his miiul, be went up to the ting, and eaid, "My 
lord 3 I ha%'e a secret Rcheme to discuss" Aiul ihc king 
icpli«I, "'Ey following yem aecret couuacla hefore I IiekI 
to flee here naked, without Envitig ao much as a jrobe. 
What good will you get from tliU plan ? Say no more f" 
The other then contiimed, "0 great king] there is no 
scheme to equal tbia one.” so, tell me of replied 
the king. Thereupon the Pn'i.i.ujith ^ayiug, " First of all, we 
must have privacy;' tack the king to tho upper storey 
of the pnlnce, and said, "O great king] we must escita 
tho pasaiona of King V^dflba,, imd bring him into this 
city tagother with the son of the cultiirator, and them 
kill them" ^'Well," said the king, by what means 
do you intend to esoits tho king's paasioos and bring 
him to this city?'' And he replied, "O great king, 
your daughter, Princeea Paflcala Otindi, posscaaea exquisite 
beauty. We shall have her tranacendent charms cele¬ 
brated liy pceta in song and A'erac, which wc shall cause to 
he recited throughout all Mithila. And when tlie king 
an soon as Lc hssra of her beauty carta nothing for his 
kingdom unless he can poasess her, sod is infatuated 
with tlio desire to wed her, I shall myself go thither, 
and return after fixing an auspicious day an d hour. 
When I have returned after fixing tlie date, thiit king 
will come to thia city with Mahau-^ha Pa^^Jitj like a 
fish that has swallowed a bait. We will tlsen seize them 
and. put them to death.” The king being pcisuaded by 
these words was veij' much plaased, and said, "Teacher 1 
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that plftn iJi v«ty gtiodH” nod agreed to carry it uut. Say¬ 
ing, ** I do os you eayr^^ 

Kow a imnali bird who guarded King C(ilani's bed¬ 
chamber catcfally listened to the private convcraatioii of 
these two nod committed it to memory. Afeerwarda the 
hiag sent for welbrend potta. and telling them how matters 
sto^, gave them JaTiHb rewarda, nud thfin showiog them 
bin daughteij. said, “ My children ! describe the beauty of 
this ptinceasj colehradng it in verse." Thoae poete com¬ 
posed tuisefal poems very pleasant to the ear, imd rodtod 
them to the fcing. That day the king cDflfcrtxd many 
favaure on them. Master musicinns leaxot these BongR 
from the poets, and Sung them before litrgo asaembliee, to 
the great delight of the audience, ^yhen these poems and 
Bongs became known to many, the kiug again sent fbr^ 
aiugers, and said, "My children! go and catch lihinlya^, 
sad stay on ttee* during the night, singing ; early in the 
morning tie bells on the nftets of lihiniyos and set them 
free, and come down iiecretly/' I^ovr tJie reason for so 
doing was to start a rumour over all Dambodiva that even 
the gods sang praises of the beauty of King Embmodatta's 
daughter. 

The king sent for poets again and said/'NoTV you must 
compose imd sing lays, saying, ‘lliat a princess so fair 
13 too good a match for any othsr king of all Dambadiva 
except King ViJdiJha of hlithila,' comparing the glory of 
King V^dSha to the heauty of the priucefis." Starting from 
that time thcytravellcd four hundred leagues, ringing in 
eveiy place they came to till they reached Mithda, and 
there too they sang these lajis before hiige audiences, many 
of whom, delighted with the songs, applauded again and 
again, and loaded them with preseuta. During the night, 
too, these slugera saug fiom the top of trees, and early in 
tlie morning descended, after tying bells round the necks 
of koslihlniyiw and letting them fly away, IVhen the

Bouud of these bells wm liejird in the airf it wna noiacd 
abroad througtout ths wlioia city tliat even tlic gods ei' 
tolled the beauty of Cdlatii's daughter^ King V^dfiha 
liaviug lieard of this ^at for these atugorfl. and caused 
tliam to aing thcsc songa at his pal&ce before a large as- 
scmbly ; and cbtirmtd ■with the idea that Xing Cdlani would 
give him in marriage ao fair a maid as liis danghtcr^ con¬ 
ferred great favours on them, and treated them with every 
kiiidDcea. They cume back and related the matter to 
King OCilanJ, wbeteupoLL KBvath'v aaid, ^'0 grt^t king! 
I all all now go and fix a lucky hour and date/' And tho 
king replied, "Very wet], teaelicrt What mnat you take 
witli you?^ "Lift me have some noit of presents,” ro 
aponded tbfi Brahmin. And the king paj-iug, ” Yea, take 
thcBc,'' provide^l him with cwtly pteaeuta. Bo the 
Brnhmiit Atfirted witli a large ptoccsscon, ami reached the 
kingdom of Vfidtdia, where upon the news of his arrival 
the iwle topic of convcraatioii in tlie oity was the in¬ 
tention of King Brahmadutta to give bis daughter in 
marriage to the king, the Hs-eeiabliabmcnt of friendship 
and amity between tlie two monarcha] and the advent of 
KAvatta Brahmin, to £x a lucky hour for the nuptiak. 
King V^dSlni, too, heard of the Endimin'c coming. Upon 
heaiiug the news the BAsat, knowing os ho did tbe 
scliemes of othera, did liot look with favour upon K5vat|a'a 
marHagc embassy, and with the object of thoroughly 
probing the uHair, sent word to spies who lived with King 
Cdlaiii, asking for detailed information as to the inarriager 
In re^dy they announced that they were igaorairt of the 
details, els the kiug and Kiivat^ had conferred together 
in the bedchamber of the upper storey of tlie palace > but 
that a Bella who watchoa the klu^s bedroom knew tha 
nature of their iuterview fully, Oji receipt of tins teply. 
the ]?Caut determined not to let the wicked KAvat^ spy 
out the city aftoi- he had beeu at eneb pains to guard

Ho also strewed the ground u'ltit u'liiie ;=utid and flowors 
of five kiudB^ nnd [>ut hrloimiug juH of water on eitlier 
aide of the roadway, with CMoa*Jiut flowiTa and omaniental 
jJaiitiiln trvee. wiio entered tlje town witlioiHi 

eJearly seeing tUe iLOUseij and buiUllegfi of tiie oityj. tliouglit 
to himself, "The king lias mode these decorations in Lououi: 
of the nuajncious event wliieh liriuga me Jicre^" for the 
HmlmiiiL did not know that the ohjcetwnA to hide Che city 
from hie eight. Thua l^o went tlirough the decorated 
ntuvqLii, and seeing the hing^ offered him the proscuts he 
hiid brought, end eftor a pli^asant talk with him gat on. 
one Hide. After receiving huapitahty at the handa of the 
hmg, he niljiiwl the ri'aaon of lik tomiitg tbitlier thus:

Kut only this, my loid ; the king 
will Jitijd yon hia iK:crlcHi daughter nijil otiscr prccioua 
treaaurcii. liojjeL'fonvjrd Jet aiuhaasadum of ijoranitaivo 
i-peecli pjtBi heLweou tlio citiea l>enriu" gifts from one 
moLiarcli to the otlier; fur la not the union of the two

Kowj go and see my mu .; niionk plL-asantly 
to hiin^ and forgive lum^ for yon arc liotli PLinditAj and 
I lien conic bacL'^ KAvzit'^Li ngrecii, and started off. 

Mott', Very cjtrly on tlic luorrtiiig of tiiat ilay the Bosat. 
being determined not to bandy aionl!? with that wretched 
fellowH drank a smitH quantity of ghee to justify Lis iii- 
teiideil eiciwe, and firnsing the flnwr to he tow-duager^ 
Etc Lad the dung J»id on two inches thick, and enn^ared 
ihickeucd oil on the pillars, lie bIso eaucittl all the ftiml- 
ture to be removed from the piacCj cscrpt only tiie iimroa' 
4:yut;)i on wJiEch the rt'clUied. After this he gave 

ihcaedirL'ctlojis toliis j^ieoplc : ''Wlicu the Brahmin enters

Yon ulionld not 
talk/" And after .so itwCruciing them, hecoveretl Ivirnaclf 
w'Eth a Tvd rohe, uiid Vtd down on the sofa in tho iuitej> 
imMt of the Seven closets on the gryuud floor. Xtvafta, 
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tlic door of tli^ outer court, [nquirod of t1ie 
wntcboTB whore tlie wus; and they replied^ “O 

Brnbmiu I dou’t talk louih don't rah^ your voiee - wicLout 
a whisper walk in silently as a dumb man. To-day our 
mneter liiie taken a medieJunl oih nnd eanuot atimd loud 
talk or noise." The watijherg at the gates of the other 
tontta too BsJd the saine thiug. The Brahmin passed tha 
soventh gate in oilcnoe without a whiaper, and reached the 
Bt^sat. The BoMt abowed aigna of beginning a conversa¬ 
tion with the Erahmlu, who went up to hinij but the liy- 
statiders stopped him, sayiitg, ^^Did you not toke a-very 
efticacions mKlicLuul oil to-day ^ WLat advantage can 
there be in talking with this wretched Brah min ? " Kfl vnt^ 
could find no seat near the Bdsat, uor any facility for 
rc&tiug hiniBelf. He received no kindly greeting from tho 
Brsflflt, but atood liha au old bull which had entered a dnng^ 
littered pen in wet weather, lifting one foot from the mire 
with a splodge and robbuig it on the other to get rid of the 
ohdnmy filth tiiat odheretl hotweeu the toes. Now, one 
lattn looked at the Brahmin, who was in this plight, and 
rubbed Ills eye: another stared; while a tljirti stmtehed 
hts elbow.

to rtic no more than if he were dsaf, That Fau<.Ut may 
suit youj but there ig none ao wieked as liOr^* Thu>^ 
the augry Brahmiu said whatever came first. He did not, 
however, say a word about the blend's be had moeived. He 
thought it wnfl like the beating that Honduruwa got, and 
ho therefore made no rnention whatever of the indignity 
lie hod ^LLfforgd, but dilated On the ovil disposition of the 
Great One. Tlie king w,ig diapleaaed at this, but did not

While 
they were tolhiiig, Kfivat^ ooming from the place 
where he wgg, eaid, "Great king [ I caunot linger hers 
any longer, for 1 ranst now deport.” Ami the king 
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(li$i»issed liitiQ gciiciouslj^* Tbe B5^t iiiiiding JJiat the 
Erfl-ljiuiti liAd gonCj bathed and dreawd himaQlf^ cnme to 
attend upon the kiugf aud wiluting hita. he iai on One 
side. The king then tbouglit^ ‘^My son ia a great coun¬ 
sellor : he is verged in (dl deviocs. Byh [5 netui'jl wisdom, 
and with no estrancous aBsifitoBcc^ he can thoroughly 
sol re all the enigmas oF the past^ future, (tiid preseut, 
and he is therefore aware of the advantages and draw- 
baoka of our propoaed e^pedltiou ■" but suddenly carrifiil 
away by his psaslqna, and in the folly of his ignotooco, 
did not delay to follow Out his original inteutipii, and 
iin^uiMd of the Paudic by the following stan?^ :—

Jiia will 
oa. you^ aa a hunter diapoaaa af a caught in tho 
toils. If Sit the arcioLir of your paaaLous yon go to Uttara- 
paiieJUa, you will tjuiekly meat your doath, aw a 6ah diea 
when it ewallows the lougad-for batt^ l>Uiid in its greed 
to the hook that lurks bcncnth; you will come to great 
destruetion, like a deer caught iu the reedsj, and therefore 
T do not approve of your journey hither.

Wlten ha epoke tlius^ the fooliah king, uoahla to ooo- 
eider the matter acnsibly^ thought that he was Leiog 
intuited^ and wits Sneeuaed with the idea that the Maha 
Botat had fotgotten, that Jie was merely a eervant^ and 
that the klisg wjis liig masterj and had auid no words 
about tho marriage, jdtliougli he knew full well that the 
ehtaf rultir of Dnmbadiva hod ecob no emboaay to offer in 
mamage the daughter of hte honaa, but had foretold a 
terrible death for the king, whom be tLcated aa n fool; he 
was 03 a fifth tlaat ewKlIowod a hook, aa a deer eutangltd 
in the reeds, and W 4 w convinced that 35uaka, hie other 
thtc* poudilSj aiid were the only people who apokc 

fittingly of the marnoge. Aud he abueed and reviled the 
Busat in many ways, Eflyiiig, " We were fools in asking 
SLieh a great and momeutoug cju&ation of you, tUe soj. 
of a cultivbitor, who aim your bread by hanging on the 
plough as you tum up the soil,'' and ordered him to 
cast forth, crying, “ Seize bji' the neck this fellow wljo 
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liOB apoktn 30 as to (letet me fi'om winning this peerleM 
iQuidiCiij find drive bim from my pnlace.“ 

The JiCsfLt pcrotlviug tie king's wmth thouglit, “ I 
stall bo dlagmced to ray dying day if any one on the 
orders of this fooliali kiog seLsoa me by tbc arm or neckK 
tberofore I shiall go o-f my own accord/" And rising uj> 
from liis seat he ealuted the king and went to bis Louse. 
Now although the king had spoken in augcr^ he did uot^ 
out of rrapeot for the Bbsatj order any one in particular 
to strike or bn Set him or to east him out^ nnd uo one 
appmnchcd the Bdsat, but each man looked at his nsigh” 
hour, as the klng/s words applied to no spetkl indi¬ 
vidual, and for this reason: if the ting in his auger 
say generally, "Here^ beat him, flog him, aud drive Jiim 
out,” the Lystjindera who hear these words will not atir, 
but gaze eagerly on the king's face without lifiiug u 
hand; it is only be on whom the king looks as he issues 
his order that should carry it out; if any one but the 
recipient of the order performs the service wliicli Joes 
not concern btm^ he shall suffer the disgrace which be 
may wrongfully inflict ou the other. Now as the king 
did not addteae any one directly, not a soul even ap- 
pToacbed the Bosat and aaked him to return, much lees 
ofTured him any indignity. 

Afterwards the Bbeat thought, '‘Jf I ho king, who iu 
his igoOrunct does not dittiuguisb friend from, foe, sets 
out in the fervour of his passion to wiu the daughter 
of Brailniadatta, liis blinduces to the daugcr tliat Icwme 
before him iu the future will be hia utter mie. but it 
would ill become me to lot the words of my gtntroufi 
protector rankle in luy mind, i must try to save him. 
I shall therefoni first send the panot^ Jii^d when it returns 
with the full details I shall go mynolf.” Accord iugly he 
sent the parrot to tbo city. The raauuer in which the 
Biisat aeccrtfiined the real state, of affairs by seudiug

" 0 meudkauta f that MabaBSjiLdba Pandit wemt to 
Ilia Louae after inturriug King Vidfiha^H eauaure, and 
ealHug t]ie young hli^bwi parrot wLleli bcs n'orcd, aout 
it off to serve as a messenger, speaking to it thus; "My 
beloved pomot with two gohlcir wings! come Iricher. 1 
hava a service which you must perform for me.” At 
tliia the parrot joyfwlfy got out of the golden cage in 
vrliicb it Traaj aaluted tJio Pan<]lit by uplifting its two 
winga.j and ataudiug on one side rapiSed^ "T slndl psr- 
fcrtm any service you bid me; tell it me without hesita- 
ttoEL" Hearing this the Paird't addressed it thus: "0 
parrot of tie SliklhaTa species I as the talk between 
Brahmin arkd King Brahraadatta nbout the mar¬ 
riage has been kept private, ascertain fully from the 
sella that watches tJio kiug'^s l»ed whether the promise 
is true or ^Ise, and come lm.uiedlatdy to sc<^uaint nieh“ 
Thus sayingj the Pai^dit fed it with fried padl mixed 
with honey, and gave it honey to drink, and siuearcd 





its twu wingg witli oil Ijoiled and disEillcd bundrcda ancl 
thousands of timcSj. wh^n tlie Toty wise iwincot^ kflcping 
wi?ll iu luiod tbs sorvioo it had to perform^ ntvcrently' 
saluted the Great Ono tlireo timoH, and dying out of the. 
open ’^dndow in the upper storey of tbo palBce, act cnit 
os fast as the wind in the dtreetioa of the Iriugdom of 
Sivi, and loavning the news there approoeited, thu £ellg. 
Kow to detcjriba how the parrot readied the aeiln: lio 
went oQtl perched on ttis golden piunocle of the palace 
and uttered a sweet and Leort^stirL-ing oote, because ho 
did not know on wlmt storey or in what, room tho sella 
waft, and Tivould bo guided to her by her ory in answer 
to Ilia song, and she hearing tlits cry went neoi^ tha king^a 
bedchatuberj atad petehiug on tlic golden cage eallcd tliroe 
times in succesaiyn in tlic warmth of hot pnftHioDr The 
parrot thou odvaniOftd a little, goided by her voice, which 
lie heard again and again, gradually approached, and 
alighting on the wibidoW'sHI, and satisfying himself that 
there was no one else thei'e^ went up cJo&q to hen Now 
it took this precautiou, because in tliis world men in 
thoir pursuit of women are Ijahlo to suffer wounds, hmiacit, 
and hurts, and ho alirauk from receiving auch a warning 
from any inmate of the polcice who might see him. 
Again the sella foid, '' Friejid! coma here aud sit in 
this golden cage,^^ and the parrot went into the cage 
and spoke to the sella^ who said, “What, my lord?" 
And he continued, "How, do you not repent and regret 
living in thie cage? Arc you w'ell anppliEd with honsy 
aud fried podi?" 'i'ci this she replied, ’^'Sir! I am very 
happy to live itere and have no trouble. I jim ahim- 
dautly supplied with hoitoy and fried padt too/' Tlie 
parrot hearing what she said, reflected, '^Now if I say 
that 1 have come from ^lithila, she will not associate 
with me, oven if she lose hex life,"^ and fabricated a story 
to the effuct that he hod come from Aristapura of the 
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kingdom of Sivi^ Uii a. fcom King Sivi, sind sang

Our king 
is ft very righteous lOftn l therefore he has sat free the 
priaonera who had laiignLshed. in, tha dnngeone, and tha 
birda who pined in ciagesH reliaviDg me also from mj gilded 
prison. Koaming daily wh^ I list in eearah of food, I 
Tetnrn to live in my golden Cage J 1 am not like you who 
lemaiu oon&tajitiy in yonar cage^ with naver an opportuDity 
to get ouCr'' To the parrot whiah thus add reseed her the 
sella gave to cat from the store O'f fried padi and honey 
which was kept for hart and finally eht said^ ‘'Friend I 
you have come from very far; why have you comol” 
The piirrotj he 4 irt]ig her worrle, rufltoteclH " I? 0 W|, It ia im- 
jKiasihie in tb'ia world to wiu tlio heart of woman without 
prevarication and duplicity. I shall therefore gain her 
logard by a falsehood and discover her secrots,'' and he 
recited this staciia:

“ ly^ioud [ my firut wifa w:is of your kiudrod; she too 
was no ordinary person; her youth and beauty stole the 
hcjuta of men^ and her words were sweet and pleasunt to 
liearj hut alas I my wife, who was to me as divine oint¬ 
ment to the eyc^ fell a prey to a hawk, who tilled her 
btfore my very eyes as I was standing by, and carried 
her away from me/' Tn reply to this the sella inijuirod, 
" How did the haw^t kill your wife and take her away ? " 
And tliO parrot invented ihia storyj which lie related in a 
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ConvinciDg miuner. ‘^Oae day oar king invited me to 
jois him at a watoparty. I took my mfe with me, and 
aCtar wa had amused ouraelveg in the vvater, we rctnraed 
together in the evening to the palaoe; then id order to 
dry our plucoage I ftew out of the window with my wife, 
end peroh^d on tlio ring of the iiutel whidi evroiouated 
tho pinnaelc of the roof At that very nionisi^t n hawk 
flying near tlic pinnacle swooped down to seize mOj hut I 
fled swiftly, trombling witli deadly fear. My wife, how- 
ever^ unwieldy on account of her pregnaiicy, could not 
fly swiftly, and thus boforq my very eyes, ag I wm looking 
on, the hawk seized and killed her and carried her offl 
T'he king eeeing me weep through grief for her, inquired 
of too, ‘ Frieud ! why ore you wjdiiiig ? ^ and beari ng the 
reason, he said to me, "Friend E do not weop, but go and 
search for another wife’ I then replied, * Womuti nra for 
the most part of frail virtue, and it is therefore hotter Co 
live alone than to hring home an immodest nud vicious 
wife^ T.'hereupon, tho king sent me to you, saying, ^ There 
jc A virtuous soHa watching King Cdlani’s bedchamber, 
whose charaoteic sacceU your wife's hy a thousand-fold; 
she is very good. Go then iiumsdiatoly and Sound licr 
ineiiuatioiLs; if she says she is willing, and permits your 
suit, and you yoarself agree, come and tcil me at once, 
Bithcr tlm queen or myself shnlL go and bring her in a 
groaC ptoeesston, and give her to you ia marriage.' I 
have, therefore, oomc to propose matriago to you; ami if 
you care for me, tell me quickly^ for I eauue>t linger here; 
if yoa will live witli me, we tw'o shall i>ass our Uvea happily 
ill haruionioae intercourse. Disclose your Crao feelings 
without rtsorve,’' The eolla on heaxiag these words was 
very much pleased, but ooncealing her sutisfactieu, reeitod 
this stausa as if she were displeased:

In her heart she loves 
lae dearl/r I must in some waj find ergnmonts to win 
her cfvat;" and recited this atan^n :

‘^My friend I when the feoiftlt is attracted to the naalo, 
high and low are brought to o^nc level by thie desire ; for 
these desires xccogniae no distinction,, and even ftmong 
men the pssaiona, though of different hlnds^ ara aumraed up 
in ‘ the doairo to gratify the aeiisesv' ” And to prove this he 
recited this stanza:

In the pftstj for eKamplOn when Itiiig VSsud^va^ the 
eldest of the ten princely brothers of the Xri&Lnft fftmiljv 
who raigued in the kingdom of DvA-rlvatJ, hsd left the 
town ill order to divert himself in the park, ha taw a very 
hand some mnidon standing by tlie roadside us she jowr- 
jieyed to the town from a CaixlSlft village for some pur- 
2 >oae of her own. The kiug^ with smoroua iutant, inquired 
ahowt her cftstiij and nlthoagh he was told that she was of 
A Canthlla familyi so great was his infatuabion thuts when 
he heard she was unmarried, ho desisted from going to tho 
pork, and took her home to the palacSi where he oicalted 
her above sixteen thouaand queens, and placing a crown 
ou her brow, made her his chief coneOrt. That quecu boro 
tlie kiug ft SQD^ who wftfl called SivJ, This prtneo, after the 
death of hia royd fathexj reigned, over the kingdom of 
DvAravail. Thus even a king, born of the noble warrior 
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co^tc, muted witb a CaiidEila teaman. iN'av, aa nnd 
I aro I'&wflT aQinuiJsj what difference between ual W0 
need wait only to know eacli other'a inclinaticniH” And 
he added another argninent by this atanza :

The meaning of thia atnnza ie tlile: " In days gone by 
ii certain lirahmitif aeeiug the evil *! the five paaftiona, 
foteook Ilia great wealth, and batook himaelf to the Hima¬ 
layas, where he buiit a pau&ala and dwelt 93 a pious bermit 
In tt plfieo not far from this jjansala a largo namber of 
harpiea dwelt in a rock tava, auJ tlose by chia there lived 
a great spider. This spider used to spin its web across 
tlie entrance of the cave, and 'every morning caught a 
liarpy, tore O'!! its bead nnd sucked its blood. Now the 
harpies were very weak and naturally timorous creatures, 
whereas the spider was m large as a chariot whed; and 
the harpies being powetlessj, went to the h&rmit, who kindly 
questioned them as to the cause of their visit. To this 
they replied, 'Lord! a spider ie exterminating us. You 
are our only help ; kill itj and thus preserve not only onr 
happiness^ but alao our very lives.' Hearing this the 
hermit at onoe drove them ofll saying. ‘ Do paoplo like 
rnc take away life ? Begone from mo! ‘ Thereupon the 
harpies thouglit, 'The maiden, of our tribe called Riitha- 
vatl Is yet unmarried; wa will soon bring her, and then 
renew our aupplication,' So they brought her to the 
bermit and said, 'Let this dameel be yoar handmaiden, and 
now kill our enemy for us.' The hermit fell in love with 
her^ kept l>er with him^ aod early nest morning coucealed 
himself neat the eutrstige cf the harpies' c&ve^ and alew 
the spider with a blow from a club wbets it cama for its 
prey. The berroit afterwards lived with this mnideti, had 
sons and daughters^ and after a long life passed away." 
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TLc piiTot having cited tJ»is ijistaiiceH Friend! n 

heimit, thougli a man^ Uv^ed wilJi a maiden of the animal 
tribe of bmpies, We ere both birds, and tlici-efom. ibote is 
iiotJnng to delay oiir matrkgo but our owu incliufltioiis." 
The atlk hearing tha words of the parrot, aaU, " My 
lotdl ojic'g mind is not always the same. 1 bate to be 
separated from one I love, therefore aay uQ more if I am 
to be portetl fmm you m the future, for I conld not bear 
to bo desertetl hereafter."^ I'ho parrot, who was very 
shrewd and well versed in women’s wiles, recited this 
stanza to test her fpTther:

”Ag yon thus admit your avarsion to mo 1 shall go 
away.

I arrr a fit object for respect from kings. Will it be a 
wonder if I con obtain a wife ? I aliall seek another, and 
tliercfote 1 shall go away iramcdiatelyr" Th& sells iicaring 
the words, " 1 shidl go away immi'diatoly/' sorrowed bitterly 
as though her heart would break, end animated by ths 
love with which ha luid at firut sight iuspired her, and by 
her own passions, suffered the fiery grief of separation as if 
her whole heflJft were tortured in flames; but yet in her 
womanly artifices she stimulated avetsion, at tbe same 
time detpiaiug Jiim. by this metaphor Seal stanza ;

The meaning of t)ie stanza is this: “ O parrot 1 tbe 
person ’wbo wishes to succeed in attaining his object 
must not ba rash, for fortune deserts the baity; therfr- 
fore, stay bcre to-right Domestic life and the main' 
tenance of a wife ai-e not things that can bo undertaken 
without coosidcKitions What ie done hurriedly is doue 
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btidly; liet^oc stjiy here t<i-iiigLt j aiid if y&a do atay^ you 
fih&ll KBiurk tht spEcudour of our king, li&at thft aoiigs of 
the bettutifiilj richly-dressed iittutcli-girlB:, eweet as the 
mermaids' lays, listen to the tattle of the dninus they 
heatr If you stay here to-night, you will oertaiDly reap 
uothing but giiln; you have got do wife nt home, for 
yonj Lave said that your only mate wae catrlwl off by 
a hawk. IVliy, thea, are you in euoli a hurry \ If yO'U 
terry here, you will have your wiRh," Thus slie modestly 
showed tliat she wished him to stay. 

The parrot replied, " Sinee you put tlie matter thus, 
I sliall etny,^' and remained with her, won her regarnl 
by hia couvorsationj and lived happily mth her day and 
uight in the pleasures of luavjciage, so that each wiia as 
dear ns life to the othff. 

Aftervi-avda tlm parrot I'cflected, '' She will now discloso 
Einy BiECret that is in bor mind without Teserve; and 
therefore 1 shall nt ouce question lior ftltd then hurry 
away from thin place,” and said, “ My dear selln!" to 
wLieb she replied, “ Whut, my lord." ''I wonid fain [v^k 
yon a qneatien ; may I do ao ? 

Yes, ask itj, but on the morrow, for this is the anni¬ 
versary of qur wedding; if your tidings arc in beeping 
with this festival, tell me to-day: if not, keep them 
back.” 

"What is this you .-my? Wliat I am going to s|ieak 
of is a festival of festivate, a iwiiiring of liocey upon 
honey I Why is King llrabmadatta about to give Ids 
daughter of daaziiog beauty to- hii? enemy King VSdAha 
nnd not to one of bis hundred vassal princes V' The 
nella was greatly displeased at these words, and said, 
” My lord 1 on a day so nuapiclous for us tis this, why 
do yon ask mo auch an unlucky question 1” 

" I say it ia auspiciona, ntid yon say it is inauspicion!!. 
How is it that our words nic so eoutriMUctory i " 
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'‘My lord! it j& not a niatter for discnasion on such 
a lucky day at tLis, I aLall uot, therefore^ apmak 
of it." 

" My deaf! tell it to m* of all things*” 

"My lord 1 thii ia the very last tiling in the world you 
flhould 33 k about. I cannot and will not^ tliereforc^ speak 
of it,” 

"Well^ then, if you do not tell ma the secrets of 
jour heatCi, what is the advantage of our living 
together?" 

The selia^ whose licaxt weia £lled with grief at these 
words, fearing that the parrot would abandon and desert 
her if she did not speak out, said, In that ciiae I 
shall tell you. LEaton to my words. ]Don‘t wiali oven 
your enemies auoh a marriage as tlila arranged by Xing 
Brahjnadatta and Xing V£d 6 ha.

And when the parrot asked the reason of this she 
replied^ "Listen, I ehalj tell yon. King Bnjihiuad.atta 
after inveigling Xing V^d^ha and Mahaus^hn Pa^dll' 
to thie kingdom by the promised marriage with his 
daughter, will kill them. If they come hither, their fate 
is s^cd. The marriage proposal is not the outcome of 
friendship, and can lead to no good result. Indeed, the 
king, far from giving his daughter in marriage, would not 
lot the hridegroom so mucli os lock upo'ii her. The king 
uud Kfevatta conepired in the bedchamber where I waa, 
saying, ‘ We shall hill them both and drinh the cup of 
victory,^ aud La'? now gone to cnjolo tlie king 

jLito coming" Tima without omitting the smallest detail, 
the sella disdosed theit‘ secret to the parrot. Hear¬ 
ing this the parrot extolled K 6 vatta thus: ^‘Tbis is a 
proof of Ovate’s consummate wisdom. By this strata- 
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gem tbey muy well get the hlog to tliia town and kill 
liLjn; tbeii' plan reitllj wall d^^igued. But why talk 
of audi a dianati^xie aif^ur uppn this day which marked 
otir happinefia? Say no more abont and eileneed 
her, J^ow tha parrot fiuding that he had ucoDinphshed 
the object of hia visit, iniSBcd the night with her, 
and (irt dawn, aatd, “^y dear] I shall now go to the 
kingdom of Sivi and tcU our kitig tliat 1 havo found a 
euitable wife. Let mo go for scveti daya. Ou the eighth 
day I shall come with a great proecssiou. Tiil I retorj^ 
do not grtevs for mo nor pina by fasting froni food and 
Water, but live without a cone.'' The selln, unable to 
bear tho grief of haing separated frum the parrot^ and 
laeking iii akill to reply to her husband, saEd, “Yery 
well. I sluill let you go for seven daySj but if you do 
not wme til! the oighth dayj it is indeed niy grave that 
you will visit i if you really Jove me^ oome within iwveti 
diiyi” Thereupon tlie jjaiTot laplicdj "My darling] 
what do yon say I If I do not ace you on the eighth 
dny^ shall I survive either T la my hefirt a stone ? Could 
I, whose firet wife died prematurely in childbirtb, survive 
tlte loss of my sacond after seven days of marriage. Have 
no fear about my return;but he thought in Ids huart, 
” You may Jive or die^ what do 1 care for you T ” ’I'heii. 
Jeaviug the cug^K he turned Ms face to the kingdom of 
Sivi, flew a short diitauee, and, turning off towards 
Mlthila, where he arrived aafely, penciled on the shouldet 
of the B^t. And when the Great One took him to the 
uppei‘ Stacey and i4i<juired what he had aaccrtaiued, the 
parrot related from begiuuiiig to end without an omis¬ 
sion all that the sella had done and said. The Jiusat 
fed him with frietl pads and honey, and gavo liim honey 
to drink, and anointing the inner side of the ta'o wings 
with oil boiled and distilled u hundred and tbouaund 
times over, rubbed the jobta of his legs, imd left him t& 
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t*gt on hiB Insurious golden cagt Tlie Buddbn, who 
told of these tbiugR^ disclassd tJiem by this atimza:

" 0 mendicmits I that pnrrot having Recertainod and

When the Basat heard the words of iho pnriot^ ho 
thought^ " The ting being difipleaged with me will go^ and 
come to great destruction. And if any one oome to know 
that I took to heart the angry wcutdg ^ the king who had 
dooo me such high hononr, aQd did not help^ knowing his 
fate full well, be will csiMute me. Why Bhould this king 
die when there lives a counsellor like me ? I will etart 
before the king and ses King Brahnnidatta, and build a 
goodly city for our king. King VSdAha, mate a kflaer 
tunnel of about one gavva long, and a greater tunDcl of 
about two gavvELEi long; and I will join tlio daughter of 
King OCtinni to out king; and wiiile a hundred piincas 
and a gtoat company of eighteon Akkohinies of warriora 
beast OUT city, I will anatch oor king from destruction as 
one would snatch the moon's circle wheu it is fallen in 
the month of Rdhu^ aud his safe return la in my Lands." 
As he thus thought, thcro arose within our lord the five 
kinds of joy; and impellnd by joy be spake as foliowa: 
■'‘If any man receive wealth of every kind of any king, 
and want for nothiug, living in great prosperity, such wise 
man, from the three doors of deed, word, and thought, 
shenld act for his kmg^s advautage. When he mqs his 
kings calamity, and hua power to save him and helps Lim 
nek he betrays hia friend. Therefore, it hceomeg me not 
to take to licart n triHiog woikI which tbs king may 
iguorantly or unwittingly Lave sjiid." Thus reflecting, 
he washed hia Isead and bathed bimsaJf with sixteen pots 
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&f Bweat-SMUted ivaber, and dr^faing in ovci-y kind of 
fine raiment, wient to the palace and saluted the king, 
and Btaudiag oa a side, spoke tc the king iu these 
worda: " How nuw, great king' Wilt tkou go to the 
Uttarapahe^a country ''Tbb, my bod, I shall go. 
What is the USD of a kingdom to me if I cannot obtOriu 
Princess FuiieiLEa Oandt t Do yon also desert me not, 
but come with me. By going thither two benefits will 
nccrue to mfr—I shall get a jewel of a womanj and, from 
my relationship with the king, kindly feelings will he 
ostahliehed between ua,'" 

Thereupon the Pai^dit anawetad tlic king aa follows; 
'' Groat king1 if that be bo, I wtU go hiut and build 
palaoes for your Majesty to live iu, and other houses os 
well: and tho day that i send word to you, on that 
day come." 

OnEheariug this the king's heart was foil of joy as he 
thought, " Verily, this shows that iny sOJi will not leave 
me : and said, " Sou ! ss you are going first, wjiat must 
you have of me?" And he replied, "Let me have sumo 
strong warriors," “ Take any number you wish," replied 
the king. The Great One then said, '^'May it please your 
Majesty to send with me the strong men who arc under 
restraint in tire prisons," ITie king replied, Why do 
you ask of me? Do as you wieh," Therenpon the Great 
One caused ths prison doors lo he opened, acd breaking 
the chains of those superhuman warriors, whom^ ha judged 
to be able to give cficet to every schemo ho might frame, 
iu auy plan soever, toot them out, and confeniug great 
favours on them, said, " Do service to me.'* Then the 
Bygat, tatiug with bine eighteen castes of men skillsd^in 
difihrect Tvorks—carpenters, workers in iron and leather, 
painters, and others—-and making them bring adzes, axes, 
hoEs, crowhars, and other tools suitable for his purpose, 
act forth attended by a great host. 
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Tbe Buddlifl, eiplfliniag the manner iu which the Eogat 
had set pronouneed thia stanza :

“ 0 mendicaots ] tiiking^ with him strong waixiojcg to 
baild cities ftjad houses^ that Pa^ijtt Mahau^dha eet out 
before the king," 

Thsii dong the ceuise of his march the BOsat built 
vilJagiee at intervals of four gsvya'i, aijd stationed a repre¬ 
sentative in each village vrith these insttLictione: "Against 
our Mug's retiiru^ bringing vritU him Princess Panclta 
Candid yon will mako. ready horses, elephants, and chariota 
10 replace the unfit horges, elephants* and chnnota which 
the king brings with him, and* mounting his people thereon, 
yea will forward them fortliwitb to Mithila, taking care 
that they do not fiJl into tlje hands of the enemy/' 'iTius 
making arrangements on hia way, he reached the rivcr-eidc, 
and calling to hiin Aa^ndakumiTrayA^ gave him thegg in- 
etructiona: "Take about three hundred shipbuilders, cut 
AtroDg timber, build thexewitli three Liindrod ships* and in 
the same place dress a Wge quantity of timber for building 
pWs, gates, dooi-Sj ramparta, and houaea, and W tbrec 
handrwl ships ihorewitL" Thus iustructieg him, he sent 
him away, and crogging to the opposite hank 0/ the river, 
he measured the distances by hia paces, and in his miud 
determined the sites, tbinklijg; " Hare eliall be the greater 
tunnel, two g^vvas In extent* and here the city for out 
kiog to live ill, and here again tha lessor tunnel, ono 
grtTva in fixteut, reaching to the king's palace." Bo 
thioking, he esmo to tlie city in a great procoBsiou. 

K.iug Cfilani Erahmadetta bearing of the Bosat's ooming 
was mueh delighted* thinking to himaelf: " IS^'o loog 
time after firshangadha Paydita 00mea. tbe VSdfiha will 
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nlso. I shall without doubt see tbc last of vaj 
eu^tniea. Mjr ivish will this time ba fulfilled. 1 aball kill 
the two of tbem and drink the cup of Tictoryj and bring 
alE Dambadiva under one umbrella and reign anpreme." 

As flOOn aa oar lord, who is like sweet oEntment to the 
eyes of tEje people, entered the city^ the men of that city^ 
which ie forty-eight gawas in length and breadth, shouted 
with one voice, “ This is hfahaa^dha la not this 

that Great One who drove off the hundred princes and the 
eighteen Akhhohinis of men, as one drivcB away a flock 
of crows with a stone V and when they taw him, unahle 
to believe their fiyea, they were greatly bewildei'ed. That 
whole city was moved that day, like the milky ocean by 
tbo mooubeams. Thus as the citizens gazed upon him, 
adminug the beaaty of his person, the Eosiit went to the 
palace gate and sent to inform the king of hie arrivid. 
Then the king aaid, ^^Tell him tc come m and cti baring 

tbA palace ha did ohci^suce to the king, and stood on one 
side. Tiie king, after a pleasaut talk with him. Said, 
"Son! when will the king come?” And ho replied. 
On the day that I send word to him to come/' There¬ 
upon the kiug inquired, "'Why did you come first 1” 
"My lord !” replied the Paijjflit^ “ I came to baEld palaces 
for our king^e marriage,” "It is well,” tlie king replied, 
and caneed the BSsat's retacue to be supplied with nsceei- 
saries for their food, aud, cn traiting the Great On? well, 
gave him a ggodly place to live in, and asid, " Sou! do 
not bo idle until the king coms- If yon oca anything 
that should he done for ns, do it and live in peace/' 
When tlis Bosat wont up iusids the palace, Le stood at the 
foot of the steps laadiug to the upper storey, and thought^ 
“Here shall Le the entrance to the small tunnel;" and 
again a furiher idea occurred to Inm : "The kiug biineclf 
bss told me that if anything was to he done for him I 
should do it; so I shall contrive that this ladder shnll 
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tifit fiOl in. wten Ture dig the tunnel." Tbeti he snid, 
"^Grejit king! I looked at all the part* of the pahice 
u'hieh ahoutd be altered as I stood on thg foot of the 
atcp-ladder and obaerved uo defeetj except that there is 
some little fault in the atep-ladder. Jf you eongent and 
will give mg guffident beams and plniaksH I Tvlil alter it so 
well that even ‘ Vigmakaxma^ himaelf shall not condemn the 
work, much lest an ordinary carpenter.'" The king replied, 
'■“Very well. Ha^'e it don* aa you wish," and otdgred a 
leu'ge quantity of timber to bg supplied. Tho Great One 
then thought and determined; “The entrance to thg 
le-eser tunnel Bhonld be here.” So he removed the old 
ladder, and had boards, fixed so that no earth should fall 
jute tlie place where the entrsme* of the tunnel wag to 
bOj after which he secured a ntw ladder so firmly that 
it oould not sink down. The king was not await of the 
peril that was in store for him, but thought that it was 
done from goodwill towarde him. Ths only defect the 
Uusot saw iu the ljulder was that it would he a bad thing 
if it should sink down when the tonnal was being dug. 
So the Bosat passed tho day iu auperiuticnding the work^ 
and next day said to the ting, “ lly lord ( if you will give 
ine a house, I aLal] convert it into a noble palace aud 
other buildings for tbs king and his retinae to live iu." 
The king replied, “Very well, my son; except my houge, 
you may take any house you liko in the city.” “Groat 
king 1 we ore strangotg. Your men are many. When 
we go to takg tlieir houtiea they will quarrel with ug. 
What shall we do to them ?" “ Piojidit [ d!o not give a 
thought to their words, but take any houge you like." 
“My lord \ if my pwji guatda be statioried at the palaoe 
instil we get a hougg they wifi not let Complainumta co-me 
in, and therefom they wJl have to go back. If this is 
done, your Majesty and we too shall he free from trouble.” 
“ Very good. Place your own guards at the gates." 
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riieti tlie liCaat Btaticmed his own guards at tlie top 
of the ladder at the entrance of the palacEj and in other 
places, and instriicted his men thus; “Don't let any one 
oome into the palace. First go and overthrow the house 
of Talati DSiVi, the king^s mother." 

The men who went to execute tide order heigau from 
the gate onwards to lay bave the walls and buttresses, 
stripping them of their outer oovering, Thekingfs mother 
hearing of this came out of the house immediately oJld 
said, “ Fellows ! who is hreakliig down my house And 
they repUcil, “Mnhausadha Pat>dit is having the house 
broken down in order to hnlld a paJaee for the king.” 

“ Why, childnsn, cioinoE the king live in this houso ? " 

“ Tbfi lotinue of our king is very g^'ea^ This house is 
too Small ; this is being done in order to build a palace 
on a scale,'* 

Enraged at these words, the tjneeii exclaimed, “ Fallows ] 
do you not know that I am king’s mother? I wilt 
tell my son, and know wh^t to do with you,*' 

“ What are you saying? We are breaking these walla 
down upon the orders of onr master the FandiL If you 
are powerful enougli to do so, atop ns.*' 

Thereupon tha queciij exclaiming, “I shall bell yon 
what I will do with yoUj" started off in a rage to the 
psdace to toll the king. The guards who were st the gate 
denied her eutrancQ, saying, “Don't oonio in/* She then 
exclaimed, “’What do you mean? 1 am the king’s 
mother, Thera never was a guard act against ma. Let 
me go in," They replied, “’ifOur Mug has told ne not 
to let any one come in. Don't stay here. Go away," 
Thereupon the queen, being onalle bo get au uudianee, 
stood looking at her house being broken down. One of 
the foliowfi who was there rose up, and saying, ‘*'1ViU you 
go from this place or not/' seized hold of ket aeok aud 
pushed her off. The old lady rose up with difficulty. 
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wiping siud off her fafiCi and thoaght, " TLie eli-owa 
beyond doubt that tbe king lias given the ordnt. If not^ 
ia there any one who could treat me tbue 1" And going 
up to the Paodit, she said, "Son Jlahausadha Pjtijidlt! 
why do you caiiBS my house to be broken down I” But 
the Bemtj without saying a einglo word or looking in hot 
dircctioDi mado as if he did not hear her. The peoplo 
who were cloac by inquiredij " 0 queen t what ia the 
matter?'' She replied, "JMy chlldrcji] why doea the 
Papdit let house to bo brok&a.” And they answered, 
“ To build a palace for King Vfidfiha.'' “Why, children," 
ghe oOBtinued, " do you think you cannot get another 
house in this great city I Here ie a lac of masau; take 
this money, get a house in another place, and build your 
palftCCA Then thay replied, ^'Suppose we take your lac 
of coins and give over this houser This city ia not 
Wanting in rich men; and therefore, whan we take another 
bousoj they will also think of giving bribes. If that is 
done, how am we fiud houses uJld build palaces when 
all the housea wo acquire ara given up for bribes I 
However, as you weep and wail and pray ao much, 
wjj Ehall deliver youf lieus^ over to yon. provided you 
will not tell aoy una that you gave bribes to release 
your houBBr" 

" My chiidran t what aay yon 1 Dorit yon know that 
when people say that even the king's mother released her 
house by givlug bribes, the ebame is upon me ? And iso 
one shall know it but myscifr" 

They agreed, and taking the lac of gold coina which 
the queen gave, gave up the house to the qaeeHr 

Now tbia lac of inassL! is not gold melted with the five 
kinde of metal, ae copper aud so forttt, as the present gold 
ia That gold was called "Nila KarBiiA.pBuai" two-fourthg 
of which IS mAdbft gold, and two-fourths the five kinds of 
inetjjd. It must, therefore, bt nnderstood that the lao of 
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gold ci>ina the que^u gave smonnted to fifty tho'ugaiid 
ujMha gold pieces 

So they left tbe queon^s house aIodc and 'went a^irayr 
Then they amroimded house and, an hefote, 

began to brEak down every thing fiom the gato on wardet 
Then the Brahmin jumped up, ae lie thought to himself: 
■' I waa tho man wham ttiJa caltivator's son scleebed from 
the Tvholo uumber of cnamieg who came agaltiat him, to 
seise the neck in the sight of thg hundred princes and 
their army, and he rubbed my facfi oh the ground, and 
suffused my forehead and face with pools of blood, eo that 
now my flesh ie wlilta ws if burned with a Icproua disease, 
JUid put me to shtuner And again, when I went to tell 
tha hiHg of tliB marrioga. La got me alone in his house 
and his £trongest men to b<Eat me with u bamboo, and 
tied my hands behind iny back^ and left mo all but dead. 
N'ot satisfied with that, he has now eome bithor, and it is 
my liousc, of all the honses iu tliia large elby, that lie is 
getting, and is taking measures to dispossess me. Well \ 
even if the king come or not, I shall do lo tbi^ fellow 
what should be done to both.” So, inflamed with luiger, 
he went towaids the palace gate to complain to tha king 
in epite of the people who were on guard, who said to him, 
■'Old Brahmin! don^t approach." Oa the strength of his 
lutimacy with the king, he reached the gate. One of the 
guards than jumped up and said, ""You vile, wicked 
Brahmin ] wlien you were repeatedly told not to eome 
near, do you still come?” and with his hand etrnck the 
Erahmln a blow on the. back, and the marks of the five 
fingers appeared upon the flesh. After receiving that 
blow the Brahmin remaitied Eilent and looted on every 
side, trembling with fear aud in great pain of body, almost 
unable to say anything more; and not knowing what to 
do, he gave the men a lac of gold eoiua and induced them 
to leave the houSQ. In this manner they went ou breaking 
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moBt of liouKca iu the who!* city' until the evening, 
and the brihee they received for geing away from these 
boysea amounted in all to 9,000^000 of gold coins. It 
mast bo understood that of tlicsc 4 j 5 tJCsO(X) nora mMhs 
gold. 

After tbia tho Eiiant travelled all over tho cifey^ and 
went to the palace, ITie tiitg then inquired, " 0 P£U(uiit f 
have you secured a pince to live iu ?He replied, " Gi'eat 
king E thero is none who- will not give us such a place ; but 
when we take a. house where they hive long time lived, 
they are agitated with much grief, and It la not iu me to 
cause diaplcaaure to iuy. There is s place about a gawa 
outside the town where I cau build a pslocn for our king,'’ 
On hearing this the king was delighted, as hs tho-ught 
within hicoself, Wh&ii we hglat iu the inner towe, we shall 
not be able to diatiuguish the enttoy. If the attack takes 
place outside, we can cmiirclc and kill them and cosily 
gain the victoty," Thus thiiitingj he saidj " Very well, 
my BOO ; you may build the houses at the site yon have 
chosen.^' The BCsat then continued, “ Great king I we for 
our part shah do all thot. Do not let any of your people 
come to the place wihcre our works are going forward in 
search of 6res'ood, or her La, or any such thing. If any 
oue come, e <^u[U'cel somehow or other might arise. Then 
there will La no peace of mind to your Majesty." There¬ 
upon the king replied, Very well, my son; 1 shall 
prevent people goiug thither from this place," Aud again 
the Eosat said, My lord 1 oar elephants will coiue 
together to sport in tlie WTiter and will play together 
Lhcre, and. if the citizens be annoyed with us and ssy, 
‘ Since the arrival of Mahaugadha Pa^^dit we do not hava 
even OUT water to drink,* your Alajesty mnat beat with 
it.” Aud the king replied, "My aon E let your clephantg 
cool themselves and play in the water undisturbed." 

After this tbs king proclaimed by beat of tem-tom ■ " If 
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fluy dn* gmea to tlio pliue* wh«i:4 Mabau^ndlia Pa^iflit La 
u&rtjfing tm hia works, b$ will be fined a thouBaud 
precca.” 

Tba Bosat saluted the king, aud weaat out of the city 
wLtb Lis mtjnue. There in the place wbEch be hud 
fixed upon to build the town Jie founded a. viEltige called 
Gaflgnlgomuwa,” on the further bauk of the river. 
There he statioued elephanta, horses, and chariota, as well 
as cattle, and gave InstruccLons for the prosecnticm of the 
works, tasking hh meCj and saying, " You niugt do bo 
much, you so miichj and eo on.“ After so doiug he began 
to work at the tunnola. The gate of tJie greater tunnel 
was near the river. Sit thousand powerfal warriors began 
digging at the greater tunnel; they removed the- earth in 
leather bags and cost it into tbe water of tlio river, and 
all the earth thus removed was trampled upon by the 
elopliiiiite, BO that tbe river was stirred ap and discoloured. 
Tbo citi;:@ns Asked, "What is the cause of this?'' and 
the spina of the Great One said, "Mabau^odha Papdit's 
elephanta are sporting iu water, tmd thereby the water of 
the river is become mnddy. They trampln the bottom of 
the river imd throw np the mud." This quieted their 
suspicions. Tbe Bdsat's wishes always come to ^joss; 
hence neither rock nor root was met with in the 
tuianel, and the earth sank down and dtaappeoied. The 
gate of tbs lesser tunnel woe iu the "New Town." 
About seven hundred giants were at work on it; they 
carried the earth iit leathern bags to the town, and 
heaped it tborein; die eardi so brought they mixed 
with water to build ramjiarbs therewith, and also used 
it for plastering woUs and other lika works. The eo' 
trance to the greater tunnel was in the same city. The 
tuunel was provided with a number of doors, cighteGH 
eahits high, curiously contrived with machinery, by wLLcIl 
one of the noils of any door being pressed all the deore 
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’W'ere cl« 3 ed, niotl a aeccud aoS\ lieiug pressed, nil tbo doors 
were opened. Either aids of tho tunnel wbs worked in 
bricks and ploatcred with atueco. The top of tbe tunnel 
wiiA roofed in with planks ned pehshed with shank ehellg, 
and the whole place wac made white with "makul” Tliis 
gi'sater tuunel contaliiied eighty htrge dooie and sixty-four 
amall ontA. All of tJiiiae were fitted with maehiuery. 
On either aide of the tunnel there were geveml liLmdredB 
and thou&anda of lafnp-hou&ca. The locks of tlie doora of 
these, too, were eoutrived with maebinutyr And, o^ini, 
there were on eitlaer side of the tuned hednooma for all 
the hundred prineea, and the locks of the doors were of 
mncklneryd In each bedroom them was plaeed a Iniige 
bed, decorated with Tanpualjr coloured beddinge and 
tiappiiiga; acd in each room there was a throne, sur¬ 
mounted by a white umbmlla, and decorated in the Bsmc 
ws}'. In the bedrooms, near the large Iwdsj. there were 
modelled figures of wopiisn as fair as goddesaes, dreMtd 
in all a woman's attire, so beautifully done that n person 
who did not know of it would uot be able to distingniUb 
them from real women unless he felt tJicm, And, again, 
there were charming paintingri done on cither aide of the 
tnnuel bj' clever aiti^au painters. If it be asked what 
thew paintings were, they were r the pomp of ^kra; 
the four great diviaiemg of the uniTeraej Mount Mem; 
tlic four great oceauc; Mount Himalayas; the tank 
Auotattn; the Mouut Vorrcillion; the discs of the moon 
aud the sun; thg haavcti ealled Caturmabrirajika, and 
the other henveos of the aensnal gods, and (he Soiilaea 
BraLiiuft world aud other wonders of the universe. Further, 
he ecllecCod eand as white as melted silver', utid he designed 
on the roof a wildernesa of full-blown lotus flo'wers, wLiich 
seamed to be suspended to the stalks above and bloseomo 
below. On either side of the tunnel he Caused markets 
to ba made to contain various sorts of merchandise. In 
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every part they huQg «p gariandB of sweet‘amoKIng 
flowers. So tLc tunnel thaa madG wae as beautiful m 
the divine hall of Sudharmo. 

Kow ttiB ambassador Annnda w^hotn tbe Bfisat had at 
first sent Jiad loaded tiitee liundred ahipa wit]i the timber 
which be bad got sawn by the tlsree hundred caipenters^ 
and brought It down the river and told the Bssat of it. 
Tben the Bofiat trnusported the timber to the tow'n^ and, 
saying to Anaada, " Keep these ehipa hidden, and bring 
them up when I tell you to do so^^’ directed tlieua to be 
hidden in a port not far from the place determined for 
their departure. 

Again he had three moats dug round the dty, viz,, it 
water moot, a mud moat, and a dry moat. He aliiy 
brought to completion a rampart, eighteen eobita higl], 
and a buttress to aopport it, with dooiB, watch-towers, 
Htrongholda, postern-gatee, with all the accompaniments of 
a royal reaidfince, induding stalls for horses and elephanta, 
and tanka of water. In four mouths he finished all these 
vast works—’the greatar tunnel, the leaser tanuel, and 
the town, for which bo had levelled the sides, and when 
they wore finished he sent ambaaaadorg to call the kiyg. 

The Buddha, who was dcaeribing this matter, illusti'ated 
it by this stanza :

No sooner did the king hear the wotils of the messenger 
than, attended by his men, ho atacted off to Kampilbj as 
if ho bad been on the look-oat for the £iet aigm of tlieir 
coming.

The 
king lUMSundetl the palace, aiul after p^Tt^lkl^^g of delicious 
dialseJij slept a while, and tlum fecnt fttnljaasadora to King 
Cblani in the cvetting to toll the piiTposa of his comiDg

King CiilaiiT, bonrlng clis wnrnle of tliO anihnBimdoT sent 
from King Vcdtlm^ wjui nmuh dcliglitqd, and tiiought, 
" Where shall my enemy go now ¥ To-morrow I will 
Eflver tlic hcnda of Loth these fclIoT^-Bf aini tfampling 
them Under foot, shall drbih tins cup of vietoryr'’ So in 
his heart Ijo oherished anger, but in words feigned liu!

princes lie aent meeaeugeis with Ehe^ie direotiona: " Tell 
them to etart toTvarda the 'New City/ iu the eame order in 
which on that day they marched to MithSla fully fumiahed 
with eighteen Akk^lohi^i^ of men hdonging to all the five 
Lranchee. So etiEil] I eever the heads of my two enemies, 
end drink the tup of victory to-morrow.” As the king had 
directed, the princea moved the four branehee of the boat, 
while thfl king himself, placing hia motlier, Queen TuUti^ 
his chief queen, Nandji, bia own Prince Petloilla Cauda, 
and his daughter, Princese Pahciila Qindi in the second 
Atorey of the pnlacc, and after carefully placing guards, 
liimsclf went to tho New City/' 

TLa Boont treated the largo unny that came with Kiug 
VfidCha very hogpitahly. Some of the men were drliiting 
toddy, some Avare eating flesh nml h&li; some who were 
exhausted by the rapidity of the morch—for the ting 
liad nod allowed tliem to slcop—betook tliemsalviett to rest. 
And Hiug Vedeha, reclining on hia royal bed in a l>eauti- 
fuUy decorated upper room, attetided by Senaka aud otLeir 
PfUirJIits, aud by Lie rninisters, was conversing pleasantly. 
Afterwards Kiug C*iilani mustered the huudred priuces; 
Aud the army, consisting of eighteen Akkhohi^ia of mau, 
encircled the city in the oame manner in which he had 
prflviuualy dealt with the city of Mithila; namely, by 
eucircliug the town with four unbroiton linee, not showing 
auywhcra a vacant siiace, and with a space between each 
encirchng line. So they stood holding hundreds aud 
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tLousands of torebeSf JMolirei not to take the city uutil 
the aun rosCr 

Then the illuatrioas who ialiken gem that briaga 

to its Owner nil he wiaheft Jbrj, knowing tbnt King Bmh- 
madatta lind eomo, dioa* thi'es hundred giants bom on 
the emiie djiy as himself, jjud gave them these ineLraetions: 
“Do you all go through the leaser tunnel nni take down 
those four persona, King Erahmadntta’e mother^ his ehief 
queen, and the prince and prinecss throuigh that taiineli 
bring them to the iunec tnuuel without taking them 
out, Slid in the 'Great Audience Hall' wait till we 
come." Ttio giante reverently aecopted the orders of 
the Grent One, went through rhe lesaer tunnel, and 
posting gunrda iutide and outside the panels which Lad 
been eoiittrueted at the foot of tlie etaiicaM, remored the 
bar of the door aticl ascanded the upper storey of the 
pnlaee. Then they £ei;;cd lioid of the guards who were nt 
the foot and the top of tbs staircaae^ mid also in other 
places about the palace, and all the ofheers of tlie myal 
household who were there, tied their hands; and feet 
together^ gagged their mouths with clothes so that they 
could not cry cnitj, and hung them, upon hooks aEtaeh^ 
to the wEdift in places whero they could not be seen; then 
they took alt tlie various luxurieg that hew! been prepyared 
for tlie royal fiimily, and of thoao some they ate, and the 
rvat tliey dcatroycd, and then aseended to the upper 
storey of the palace. That day Queen Talata, licr 
daughber-itj-kw, nod her two gniudcbildreu, all foar of 
the royal family, cliugiug one to the other, lay in one 
bed, thinking, " Wav is an uncertain thing. Who knowg: 
what will happen ] Who can we suppose will be victorious 
or defeated?'' Then the giasits, stauding at the door of 
the room where they lay^ calEcd to them. Hearing their 
voices Qneen Talata got up from the bed,, came to the 
door, and inquired, "Wbat^ my cbildi'on T' And the 
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(fiants rft|]lt6£li “O C]iTWn5 OUT king hns captiaied aud 
killed King VCtlBlia nnd MnKftU5ndh& Faut.lit;, and baa 
brought all the kuigdom of Doixibadiva nnder i>ne eceptrcj 
aud he ia now togetlier with the Unndred priacea gtorioualy 
dtlnklcj;^ tka cup of viotory. He line $eut fot you feur also 
to come to that featival/'' The queen waa delighted at what 
she heaxd and opened the door^ and the font descended 
from tlie pnlnce to the foot of tlie staircase. The giaots 
led them into the tunnel. Then tlie mcnabcK of the 
royal family aaid, ^'We have liv'ed a long ticae iu this 
palace, hut have never yet found our way info this street. 
Wliat la the name of thie?^^ Thereupon the giants re¬ 
plied, What do you aay I You cajjnot get into this 
atreet every day. T'hig ia called the * Street of liejoicing,^ 
and Jis to-day is the foaat of drinhing the cup of victory, 
the Idug has sent ua to invite you/^ Believing these 
words to he true, they went along gladly, jinking aitd 
laughiiag, and admiring the Lean ties of the tuuuet. Seme 
of the giaiitfl stopped belli od, and going back to the 
palace brolto open the doors of the treasuries, wrapped in 
bundles aa much precious treasures as they could carry, 
and entering the tuiine:l, locked the door and went away. 
The giants who were leading the four meniLorg of the 
royal family conducted tLena into the greater tunnel^ 
whiel] was decorated! as splendidly as hea^^cn. and led 
tlicm on. These four, seeing splendour which they 
had nut even dreamt of, tliought tlmt it was done for tha 
king's iLiarriage, ^'hen the giants, without takiug thcui 
out of the tuunel, kept them in a beautifully adorned 
bedroom iusido; some of them kept watcli over tbem^ 
while others went up to the Bosat and informed him that 
they had brought thorn. Hearing their wortlo, Onr lord^ 
the lover of all people, was delighted with joy as he 
thought to himself, "Kow my wish ie being fulfihed.”

and, full of doubt, lio addresaed Sennka and other wise 
Fa^idits tlius: Hets is an army fully equipi^od ’with 
elephanta, hoxsoa, nnd oharlota with all the implements of 
war. Here are soldiers who raise tliS watMiiies, ^ capture, 
kill, Cut* Ths city is illuminated aa clear aa day by the 
light of the torches, which eliine like stars in a clear sltyr 
Hja Iting Culoni come here with good intentions wheri he 
brings a boat like that of ‘Mata,' or haa he Come na an 
onomy 1 Pa^Ltlits t which do you say it is ?" And he 
recited this stanza: 

" IhittliL rAtJil patli, Sens titthaiitL vnmnaLtil 

Ukki j»ditii jlh^iuitL, kin nu niaafianti pautlifi.'^ 

Hearing this the Paijdic Senaka replied, "Great fciugl 
do not trouble. The light of many torches is Been. I 
think that Kiug lirabroodattri has come with his daughter, 
in order to give her over to you without inakiug auy 
mistake as to the lucky hour." And Fakkoas said. 
Great king 1 they are keeping watch over you to ohow 
you honour os you have come to a foreign tountrj^'' 
Thus if anything oeeurred to tliose four ignorant fellows, 
they eaid whatever came to their mouths. Ilka nieo talking 
nooseusc. King Vedeha hearing the command given: 
“ These men must stay in this place, tliosa in that place, 
aud ao oti. Keep coreful watcli at such a pluce. Do not 
delay. Do not sleep;" and ssoing tha people equipped 
for battle, stricken with fear of death, hopLug to hear 
Something from the FoSftt, aaid thus ; Here is a fivefold 
Lost of count! c,'5s elophsut^, horaes, chariots, aud foot 
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aoldioi-fi fully cquippci]: in Irnttle army. Tlitra is Llio light 
of mimberleaa torclicSr O MnUm^^dlia Pjn>(Jit \ ivLat du 
you tliiEik df it? Wbftt do they intend doing towards 
lie }“ Hearing tLcfio Kyrda., the Ihlsrit, Lite Eeaolier of the 
three w'orWiSf who is like the tree tliat lasts for ever, 
tLoiight, ‘'I will first hricig thia fooligh king cl(!(SO lu the 
(ire of JcfttJ), and after gliowjng him my power, will ngaln 
eymfyrt bim.'^ Then he gjiid, “ King Bmhiuadattaj wlio 
is iiicomparflrble in the poifsejsiou of the fivefold iwwer, 
such oa atrongth ofhoily, Etrcngtlj rff counsel, :im\ an forthj, 
thiiikiijg * King Vedcha hsH come to tliu city, I brotigljt 
Itirn with difficulty, anil it would Imj bad if he ehould nin 
iiWay,’ will kcc[) tfli'Oful wfttcll froin thin hour tlnriTiig the 
three watches of the night i and when it dnwoa he will 
seiEC hold of you and kill you. Of a certainty he did nut 
in the least pro|K>se this journey to give his dsughter to 
you in ninrriage, or to show you any goodwill,” On 
hearing thc-m words Beiiaka and the rest were terrified 
vitli fear of death, and eO'Uld not sjicak a w'ord. 'I'lie 
tlinjut O'f tile king iiVaa jiarcliLnl^ tiinl the a-iliva ceiis^-d ta 
Jlow ; ilia l>rkly was bnihcd with wwL'aC ; mid woeiiing with 
fear of dcetli, lie thus sjrakt; i "A[y Jicart is treiuying 
llho a youag Iliaugo Jt-nf; I he sjiittle r,f my mouth is dried 
uji; I ki]H>w of ]jo way to librinitc myself fni.ni this fear, 
like one who, liavdtig hecu aiuged in the fire, is exposed 
to the sun. I know no way of escape, a ml ciui take Jio 
eocnlbrt. .Morcimir, as the fire of die smith's forge burus 
wdthin^ and ia not iictju outsEcie; even -so the lire tlmt has 
ari-cn wicliiii tlie hvairt burtis ^vithin, und is not seen 
tutLsiLle-” So seyingn he w^ept. The Bosat, heariijg the 
khig's bitter <;ry of woe, thunght:, " This king, wfio is 
blind of wisdom, ifid not do wdiut 1 said tit first. In 
order that ho may be more obedient in fiiture, 1 shall 
first jHit him to slianiD, aiad then let him know who I 
am." So he said, '^GresL king! wljcn being blind in your 
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JnMlvioiifliieaBj, nud lod nstray by igno^ln{^Q, yon quoatioiied 
itie na to tbe -cxpcwlition^ tliougli I told joti sigsin md 
Aguiii tlint ft feLiT of this liijid vrould come upon you, you 
did not lifttcn to Joy 'vorda, snyiog, ‘That ia not good,^ 
but listoLicdto tlic wools of Scunliii [Uid tho otlicr^, siiyingj 
' That 13 good/ and througli that folly yon have conto to 
your jireivent roiir. Tlso way in wliicl; those great conn- 
a&llore, Senftkft and tfia other Pu^idita, by tlieir counsel got 
you (j. vjifio ftud unitod you in relfttiouship with the kingj 
is sdiniiTLblc. These people, ]iftiikciit>g after a piece of 
widat-cloth or a haudfuL of rioc, fimcirmted your Mtud,, autl 
tlccoivcd you ly praising your cjLpeditioii, mid so Ictougiit 
you liitlisrH All is now eome to i>:isa, and I slmll eee 
them iiave you, I will then lie nblc to see their ^Hjwor. 
AVithout relying uii uiy wynls, wljo been vonr chief 
uouiisellor in every thingj ami who widtcd yeur prosjierity, 
botli ill tills iivorli:l mid ill tlic iiExtj and he tug allured wiih 
luseivlousttcas, you Iiuto now heeu caught in the jaw's of 
deatli, since you came here lusting after Prinocfia Pailcahi 
Candi like a greedy deer caught in. a strotig trap. Did I 
ugt tepCot this parabU on tliQ very day when you asked 
me whether tlie expedition to Paitciila^ would succeed? 
Again, O king, chiof of the people E have 1 not told you 
not to have any friendship with that bad,, igno'hle ass; 
and if you listen to bis words aud seek mruge in him, you 
will receive no goixl either in tliis world or in the next, 
and you si ml I aulTer jatiTi in both worlds ; but you, with¬ 
out tblLowing my advice, did what he said ; and hud y^ou 
done as J said, you would not !5iiffer to-day siirli grief and 
pain Hs this,” 

And again the Pandit rejected.: "I hIjsII rc^hruve liiiti 
steruly and bring him to aliamc, so that be may not be 
disobeditut to me in the future. 1 sliall therefore repeat 
what I said before, and bring liim to a otate of fear aud

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shnmn/' Tltca Im BBidn ''' Great king [ wlsen I told yon 
that day not t) atfirt on this cip&dition, yo-n told me thnt 
ICcviit^ and tlie others! arc really paijilita, and attended 
at tlio palate, and that they aloue knew tlje dDairea of 
kings, and knew fit words for a marriage ‘ sayings ^ What 
dt>e3 Ellis soJi of a cultivator who only knows bow to' get 
bis food by hanging on to the handle of Ebe ploegb know 
abont tbe affairs of a palace and customs affecting nisr- 
riage V llicn enraged with me, did yon net say, 'Hero \ 
Beisc hold of Ebe neck of thie son of the cnltiwator and put 
him cut of my palace?" It is not at all right that you, 
who spoke thus on that day, should now ask me^ the son 
of a cultivator, to find you means uf escape. You, wbo 
have such oceans of wisdom, seem a fool to ask me to 
find you the mcaos of escape. I only know the way to 
Cam my food by ploughing. If you want, you can leara 
from me how to pJcugli. It is only Benaka and tlac 
others ^¥bo am wise, wbo arc really paijn^ite, and who 
Itnow a way of escape from this death. If you wish to 
say anything to me, you had better desire some of your 
men, as you did then, to sci^se mo by my m-ck and put me 
out. From these ciglitccn Akkliobijjis of meu let Senoka 
and the otliers save you. Wliat do I know' about it 7 
/Tearing this the ting thought, "The Puijdit is re- 
calliug the W'rongH I liad dono him before. 1/y eon 
Saw clearly Lj his oys of wisdom the feat that tbreat- 
cjjcd, and thoroughly puts me to shame. My aon, 
who knows the throo inotles of time, post, present; and 
future, and who possessea a trauspaxeut wisdom—the 
benevolent one knowing that such a fear would befall in 
the future—cannot have been idle during the four mouths 
he hfli hcen here. He most havu csrtaijdy done somc- 
thiTJg for our escape, I noiist inquire about it.“ So bo 
asid, "Bon Malian?.adha Pandit[ ths wise will not Erca- 
auro in tlieir heart rough behaviour and worIs spoken 
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unwittingly iu the past, and by taptutijjg them bring to 
ahttcoe thoae 'who have been brought to grief. You. ate 
11 . very wise Pu^igliti but you a hill bring fer^vard the 
Tvroiige I did iu my folly. Why do you strike mej. aa 
if you were urging on with a aharp spur a steed tightly 
equipped to fly aui'ay with you oa its bach through a 
eirole of eneiuies? If you wish to ^ve me eouneeh and if 
you It DOW either a plan to escape from getiicLg caught, or 
of any place to retreat for refogej advise me of tliat> Do 
uot recall wliat I said iu the past in my follyj mad pierce 
mo with your worde, eJmirp as arreiwa. Do uot whip 
mt Tvitlj your words, as if you were whipping a horee 
which is tightly tethered. Tell lue a plan of eseape.” 
Hearing these wonle our lord, who ta a mine of mercy^ 
thought, "This king ia vciy ignomnt, mid througli want 
of wisdom he does not iu the least know the relative 
superiority of niau. I shall try him a little more nnd 
then eomfort him.'^ So he recited this stanea:

“ Great kiug 1 when such a large nrmy Las eucirtled us^ 
to have auy device to effect escape is a very difficult thiug 
for men.

It is now impossible even to 
think of auch s plau, much leas csricy it out. I am unable 
to save you with any device that 1 miglit now put to wort; 
and thersforfi^ great kiug, may it please your Majesty to 
dud out some way of escape.” So he recited this staurji:

''Soms princes posseae elephants lika those uamed 
TJposiitha and CUaddants, which have miraculous power 
to fly ftwiiy with tliem thi'ough the asr when they ate in 
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difficulties ihl&i and if 70U Lave aucli an elaphnnt, 
let him rcstua you from ttiis disaster and take you tbrougli 
the aiT. 

“Again, some princes possess, flying licrsea of mimeuloiia 
power; cuid if your Majosty Lave sucli n horae, let him 
take you through the air. 

And again, some othore possess fly tug garudas to ride 
on I, while socac have hinis to ride oo, aud others demons 
of au^iernatuniL power; and if your Majesty havs such, let 
them cany you out of tills cafamity. I am unable to 
take you through the air to ilithila like flying olcphants, 
horses, garurj^Sp and demona.^' 

Hearing these words the king romoioed silent 

Then Sieiinka ^jought. “ There ie no other help for the 
king aud dujtgelves except the Pandit The ]sing^ who Lm 
hoard the Faudit's words, is now terrified and unable to 
say anything. I, tooj will now open my mouth and pray, 
ttud eoc. whftt comoe of it.'' So ho recited this stanza:

"Just OS when a mao fidlcii into thei sea with difficulty 
sights the land and forthwith he is ful] of jo^y; even aa the 
land to that Bwitumar are you to ua, surpassing myaeif 
and the king in wiadom and eoutidvance, and therefore 
dEjiver us from this disaster." 

The Bosat> by way of greatly terrifying Seuaka, who had 
spokee thus^ and bring him to shame, recited this atanza;

ITi tnjii Btkbsnbt htdftfltuir, tvom pd SaEiata," 

“ 0 you fool! yon art the man wLo^ in spite of my 
saying on. that day that I did not approve of this ospedi- 
tiou^ Qiged many reasons in favour of it, and inveigled 
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ttc kiug ijitc itr It is you wLo brouglit Lim berc, aud 
put iiim into such a ^ef aa thia^ aud ftntacgkd him u\ 
this fullj, j'ou elnner! Even if thtre la a plfiu of escape 
that could \>a sj^ecuted by mauj it is iinpoaeille to think 
of such a thing nt this tnomenti much loss do itv Thtrs 
10 nothing that I could now do and I'cnliao an etcape. 
You were also aome time back Jionouiablc Pai(^d!itfij wlio 
tliougbt that thev^ uore none like you. Think of soma 
rneanB by yonr owo wisdom and Tescue the king, at the 
tuuo escaping your^clvta, If you acs clever euougli> 
taka bim through the air and kfiGp him in MithiJn.'^ 

Meanwhile the kitig^ who wjts thinking of a way to 
esciipo, trembling with feaij anxl being uitable to gay any¬ 
thing to the Eusut^ tbua reflected; '"I'hta Seuaka too is a 
ps^dit. I ahull ush him, whether he has got any plun.” 
8o ho said, * ‘ &ciicikjL I if you know of a good plan to escape 
from this fear that has arisen in tell ixe" tmd then 
tccited this stansa: 

" SaQEhi elAm vaciuimn, ; 

SciinJ^HTti iJttiu |iacc3uuiii, kiccain uhu inafiSaaL” 

Thereupon SenakaK thinkiog, "Lilre a man who has 
Etrayed from tlie way for one month neking the road of 
one who haa gone astray for six months, is this king 
who asha of me a plao. 1 shall apeak out what comes to 
my moutli, whether it be good or bad." So he deviaed a 
plan, aud r^ecited tins «Uinsa : 

“ Aggin duvanto d«aiia, ^ntjhliiDase vikaUiirakii 
Aaflu lUASilAin vtdhlLvSiu, Vbipjjiun btifnAfliTia jTvdt(ii{i j 
IMitnii lijl iLmhaiiidattD, cinim dukhlicina oi^TajL" 

The rnoaiilng of this stanza 3S tliis: "'Oteac king] if 
you will carry oitt tlio plan of which I will uow tell you, 
it w'lU be good. We will go inside the palace, get the 
door tied on the outside, set tlie whole building on fire, 
take each of us a very sharp sword, cut each other with 
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and difi; and whan wn ara dead, this daenmted 
paUca ahalL ha onn pyra for your llajcsty and all of ne. 
If Kiug BrahiHAdatCSr capturaa oa ho has n lifalong 
hatred ngainat us, ha will torturn us and torment us with 
pain for many dnye haforo ha bills ns. It is tharafom 
better to dio immadistcly.'' 

Hearing this the king said, ''Such n death and sqah n 
]>yra will do for you and your wife^ but not for rner^^ 
Then he inquired frona Puklcusa and other Fandits. Thay, 
too, being ignorant, anid wliat first came to thair mouth. 
And the king in asking the ndvlee of Fukkusn reeitod 
this stanza:

Hearing this stanza Fukkusn said, Glroat king] if 
King Brahnuidatta seize hold of us ho will, os he hae: b 
lifelong hatred ogaiiiet us, iuHict various punishmenta on 
itB, Bud after tormanting us for a long time, will kill ua. 
As we oaimot stop death in auy way, Jat us nil take some 
deadly poison and kill oumclves." Hearing those words 
the king was displeased, and said, "You may die instantly 
together with your wife. Do not speak of sueii a thing 
to mc.''^ 'nien he epoko to KTivinda, and satol, "O KavEndal 
yo« are also a Pandit, If you tnow of any way for esoape, 
tell me,'' and recited thig etunza ; 

" Sntjshi Atetep utribabbliaynm; 

Kavtifiidam d^t ipiueeJiatrii kbn kiACain kltm nuAflui.’' 

Hearing this Kavinda eaid, Great king] King Prali- 
madatta after capturing us will torment na unmercifully, 
and give us great paiu, and after many days will kill us. 
Instead of suffering pain and death at his hands, let us 
each take a rope, climb the upper storey of the palace and 
tie the rope on a pinuacle near the window, make a uoose, 
put it i^ound oui' ueek, and jump down, or, in sliort^ hang 
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ouTsclvcSj or oka jump down &. ataQp precipice oqI die 
iD5i:aiic&uooaaly/' Tberaupon tlie king aoid, '^You snd 
your wife muy dio with ii rope round your Deck^j but do 
BQ ch ttiiu" sliall happen to mo."' Theu he apoko to 
Devindft, “ Devioda! have you also not seen the fwr that 
hag ariaen in ua ? Lf ycyu also know of any dcvico^ tfiJl 
ina of it." Then he recited thia stanza ; 

*' EtiaoJbi vacbmaiii^ jABsan'BtAqa malutbbbajjttii j 
UoviiitUjti ’diui pucclwrei Ifchji ktearni idlm luaTbElnii.’' 

Hearing this stanaa, Devinda got up^ sud beitig uuahle 
to find out another plan, thought^ " I fihall say the sama 
lie Senaka," and spoke thus’ " Gcoat ktog! if Brahmadatto. 
seise hold of ue he will punish ub os he likes^ and kill us 
uiler giving ua pain for a long time. Instead of euffering 
such pain at tho Lands of the enemy, we must get the 
door of this palace firmly tied on the outgide and set fire 
to tlie palace^ take each a awerd aud tut outflelves^ and 
die. This beautifully adorned pokct will thou he of no 
use to Brahmadatta, but will be one common pyre, 
There is no other plan that 1 know of except this. As 
the earth supports one who falls on it^ even so it is our 
Lord Mahaufiadha, the mine of mercy^ the lover of all 
peoplfl, who can save us easily from tjiie cal-amity; and to 
do so ia not in the power of people hliud of wisdoin, as we 
arc. Is your Majesty more foolleh than wc arc that yuu 
should ask fiom ua four, who ate bliud of wisdom^ a way 
for escape, when you have this Great One^ who illuminca 
the whole world by the rays of his wisdom, as if oub 
should try to kindle a flame from a firefly instead of from 
embers ?

Haaritig these Hi^'onls of the king^ who wept in fi mauucr 
to rend the heart of those who heard hiinj our Lonl BiViftt, 
wlio is like a crystal cage wltereihb one can take refuge, 
tbouglifc t1iu=i: king is swooning wltli fe.ir of death. 

As food and drink help tlic luingry and tbirsty man and 
phyaleiaiis tlic sick, fio them in no one to )ielp thig king 
hilt Tne. It will be bad sliould liijj, heart a[»lit wiEh grief 
because 1 do not now comfort bini, but stilt act roughly. 
The pain I took for four monthe would prove useless. I 
will therefore earn fort bim.” So be oougoleil him. 

Buddhaj who was describing this ineideat, recited this 
stauEft;

"Meudlcantsl when t(iat king Iiad gone to the 'Now 
City' In seareli of a maidfin to be his wife, to the dis¬ 
pleasure of Mahausnulha PayElit, the city ints encircled 
by Braliinadatfa and the hundred princea with their 
armies; instead of thinking of tbe wife, ho asked for a 
way of esc&pp, being unable to nave himself.^’ To him 
MabSfiisoidba Peijiifit thus said, " Did not 1 cay to you, 
'Do not go tbiEher. If yau do gOi yau will fall into great 
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deeijructtou. Ton caTmot go tbeve' ? Tbeu joii jibueed ine, 
raying tbit 1 did not know my liusmeaSj aud d»?0 ms 
out ill dUgi'Mfl. Did you not come on the advioa of 
Sfiiiukn and other pn^dlts^ who fluid, *Go tfaitli&r, sJid if 
yon gOj you will have a great sneoesa' I llieu, thortforej 
may it please your Majesty to aak ft plftit o-f eampo from 
those pflijcjlta" Then the king consulted Senflka and tho 
other three, and having heard their method of dyiug, 
which they all recommended to Mm, he got angry, and 
being unehlfl through fear t* aak advice e>f the ^a^^dlt•■ 
King Vedfiha wept ao that the Pandit ahonid hear hiuur 
Whoii tho Pai>(lLt heard the sound of the king^s weeping, 
lie thought, ■' If his heart should split with grief, &nd 
ahonid die because I do not now comfort him, all the 
trouble I took both night aud day will ho useleas, and 
the tnanifesEatioti of my wisdom, which ahows itaelf oon- 
tiuuously througli a multitude of dftya, like the paintings 
on the cnioou’'fl disc, will he nought, like linee drawn on 
water" He then reeited this atnu^ai

^^Orcjit king I ti'oabio uot, I will savo you, thus be- 
alegud a ,3 you are hy thtac armies, conaisthig of a. hundred 
prluccfl and elgiiteou Afckliobinia o-f soldiers, like the saving 
of the auu fallen unto the mouth of Hahu, I will relieve 
you, though you he like an elephant stuck in the mud. 
Without the knowledge of any one of the soldiers of this 
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fli'iDy 1 will save you—tlioiigli you be lilt& (i axifiko caught 
in A sijfllce-dHumer'a box, you^ Xing Ycdeha, the auakc, 
tljo guulfe"cli[itrmer, Brahmada^tit, anfl bis iuve'?tiiig army 
the box in which you M'e caught—and keep you at Mitbilfl. 
I ehall save vou, tLough you bo Itka birds caught in a not. 
I TV ill euve you, though you bs like fiah caught in a net 
Great Itingl fiiyir not. Do not think tliat I ‘will save you 
alone. Without letting aoy danger behdl on a single 
living cxcature of the army, cou&istiug of elephauta^ horees, 
and cLaiiote, and foot goldiers that came witlt yon, 1 shall 
easily set them all free and convey them to Mithila- 
Qreat king! fear not the least, I have only toiroagiee 
it; without any one's assistance, or witliout any scheme of 
war, by the power of my own wisdom I can disperse the 
hundred priucce and the eighteen Akkholunis of royal 
forces^ ft'j on& seattenrs a bevy of crows with a stoue. 
Let not yonr Majesty fear/^ [Wliat is the use o£ the 
wisdom of otUers? Is not that minister or wise man tho 
beat who, when one is in auch a dilficulty os tliia, can help 
a man out of itl ] 

And again the Boeut aaid^ "Great kingl for whet pur¬ 
pose did you think that I came hither before you ? 
Foreseeing by the divine eye of my wjgdom that such a 
fear ns this would full upon yon, I tried to stop yout 
expedition, nnd in spite of that you would not atay buek; 
then knowing to what grief you would eomej I thought 
that it ill becniue me to live if you should die; and with¬ 
out taking to hcait your angry words. I came before you. 
And wJiat think you 1 did during the four months I 
stayed here ^ Great king! do not fear. I shall easily 
re!iev6 you from this duugcr, and convey you safe to 
itithila." 

Wlieu the king heard the worde of the Biiaat. who 
Bpoke out baldly witliout iicy hesitation, brave as a f?ar- 
lerfi lion, he was ayerjoyed, and thought to liimself, '^^Now 
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I urn to life,” and Lheveon wqs comforted. When 

iVl^ BosAt had thua raiaed the Lon's roar, and the 

othete n-i^L'^ luueh delighted. But ivbetQ the said, 

" Do not fear; I ahall save you oil easily,” Seoaha ’wae 
utterly haifled, and inquired: '■'ily ford] ’ftlien such a 
huege force hu encompassed us rvith its four oneLcoliijg 
hostsi. through 'wiiieh there is no ontlet or m osfis of ceoape^ 
hy lueuns of what stratagem will you save ua and take us 
awayT' “Sennkal” replied the "I Can drive ihe 

cnenay away and get out of tlie gate and go away under 
their very eyes. However^ 1 shall take you away through 
the decorateil tuuuel, so that aoue of them ahall kuow of 
it" Again he said, "Senakai prepare for the outset;" 
and he ordered Ills giants to open the gate of the tunnel. 
“ Brethren t" said he, " go up at once and opeu the gate 
of the tunnel. Kiiug Vedeha, attendjed hy his luinieteris, 
will go through the tunnel.” So they went and opened 
this gate of the tunueh Then the whole tunuel was 
disclosed to view, compeLtug the miud to admiration, like 
the decorated heavenly court—Sudhai'ma. 

The Buddha, to disclose the marmer in wjiich the giants 
opened the gates of the tunnel at tbu Older of tlio Bosat, 
spoke Lius stausar

"^lendicsntsi the well-trained and obedient giants of 
lilahimHiLdha Pandit opened the gates of the tunuel which 
the penetrating wiedom of the Ftq>dit had contrived with 
ntaohluery, and keving opaued it informed the Eosat,” 
Thereupon tljo Boast neqaainted the king that the time 
wai^ come, saying, It is now time to depart” Then the 
king descended from the palace. And Senokn removed 
tho head covering he had received from the king on that 
day that Amava DcvI had caused hie head to be shaven. 
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girded a cloth about him, Mid ’wmppad Lie up 

into A bundEe ua Lig as the ff;ar that had faUeu ou bis 
hewrtj and put tbe bundle on hia shoulder. It is not to 
I>a tb ought chat be did not look hare and there in fear 
nnd tear biA old under-gerineiit and bcmdiige his knees, 
clbow 3 .^ and forehead. The .Rosat, seeing tliis fellow's 
absurd aetiona, said, '^You fool I what arc you doing 
there V He replied, "Pandtt! when one goes through 
a tunnel, does he not put away all the fine garments and 
ornnineats he waa weartug, and weruing only an under- 
garment^ go through it: ou his knees? TbereFore, I am 
making ready to go tlicoagh the tunnel." The Tandit 
auaweTed, "Senakat do not cbiuk at^y more thau when 
you enter the tuuncl you must kneel down and crawl like 
an iguana with yom: body bout. If you wish to ride 
thiough this tunnel ou an elephant^ or a horee, or in a 
chariot, yon have only got to place yourself on any one 
of these. The tunnel I have dug ia eigbceen fathoms in 
height. Its gates and doors are very bmad and high. 
The^fom, to go through the tunnel do not dress only in 
an undcr-gai'iuent, do not tie up your knees in rage, but 
drees in any due garments you may wish, mount any 
vehicle you like, and start iu liwnt of tho king.'' 

So tbe Bosat instructed ttiat Sen aka, who was dread¬ 
fully frightened, should go in front next the king, wen^ 
:iud after them the Pa^ujlit- If reasouE for his gobg last 
ba asked, they were these; Scmika, having Kan the 
enemy, wjig very much terrified and caiele-ie of every¬ 
thing, and would ran amny without looking behind him, 
imd then tha king would uot stop to admire the beauty 
of the tunnclj which was varioualy decorated in snob a 
nsanricT Jis he had not aecn even in dreams. Therefore, tbe 
rai>(,b‘t went behind the kiug, so that be migbt call tbe 
kiijg’s attention to the decorations, gaying, Great king! 
lock, look ; come quickly." Inside t)ie tmincl there was 
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an iiDTtieiia* quflutitj of rcccj fishj fleah, anJ oLlicr mfcit 
aod djint for tLc peoplt in getteral; and aa fioou as tbty 
got into tbu tiianel they began to enjoy themaelvea, at 
the aime time atlmiriug the magnificence of tha tunneL- 
The Bfiaat T/alkcd behind the king^ auggeafaiig what he 
alionld obaen^e, and sayingj “Look this way 0 kiogt'’ 
And the king weut adcairtng the tunnel, which was aa 
lovcHy ae Buddhnmaa Ha^L 

The fSuddlia, to exiilain how they went, tetitcd this 
^tahzn: 

“ PamiA SbiiolH) j'ELtl, I'kusItEito cji 
iljujljn HU lUyfi VtlSbl, Bntn* 6 aii*rivaHtfc" 

"0 mQndieanta 1 that day on their way through tiiS 
tuuudt Senaka went ahead, Mahau^ba Pai^tjit went 
bellindj ami between them went King Vedelia, attended 
hy hia raLiiisterB,'’ 

The people who were on gunrd^ knowing fhnt the king 
and the Pandit had come, led out thft royal family, the 
mother o£ King BfahmadatEs, and the rest to the Great 
Audience Hall." The king, too, came out of the tunnel 
with the BjSbAt, They four on seeing the Bo^at and the 
king were terrified with fear of death and wept aloud^ 
thinking, “Verily! we have got into the Lands of tJie 
enemy. The persons who btonght us look like tlie Pandit's 
warriocBr*' When these foar cried, King iJrahmadatta, who 
was visiting the guards who were stationed all round tlie 
city at a digtance of nearly three gaw&s fnom it;, reached 
a place not very fur from the ford of the river, and heard 
the liEjiae of wcopiug in the middle of tlie niglit, w’hicli 
was Culm and quiet, but did nob tell auy one through 
abamo, ne he thought, *Mf 1 say that it tR the voice of 
Kanda Bevi the people will exclaim, ‘Nanda Bevi Ir 
everywhere. There is not a gingls day wherever the king 
goes that ho does not roeution l^auds Devi's name.' “ 

As jsoon aa the Ptinceea Paficala Candi was brought 
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tba tun Del, tlie Etiwit miMle lier stan^^ on ci hesp 
of gold, Eiiid iuatalled her as hig qucati,, and snicl, 
king] when yout Majesty came to take away this princess, 
you fell npon a great fear; lot bet therefore be your cliief 
queen, 

At that time three huTidred ship* were brought and 
aneboied at tlie ford. Hjivlug started from ths Great 
Audience HalV^ the king wont on boanl a ship that was 
beautifully decorated; and tlie other four of the royal 
household, includitig the mother of Brahmaclattii, went 
into ths same boat. 

Tbs Bnddhaj to esplain it, recited this stanza:

"Mendieanta t on that day Xing Vedelia started off 
froifl thfl tunnel and got into a sbip.^' To him Mahau^ha 
Pftydi t apok e th eae wordg : Great king E th is Prince 
PflhCElla Gondi is your breiher-iu-law^ this Queen Xanda 
is your inothti>indaw; towards her you should behave 
witb tha same love as you would sliow the mother who 
bore you. Do not neglect Prince Paileala Candi because 
he is your hrother-iudaw, but treat him like a brother. 
This Priucesa Paflcitla Caudi la a virgin of pure Xahatrlya 
cacte on both sides. Do yon cure for her, and provide foe 
her suitably to her royal rauk,^' Thus the EAmt ndvisfid 
the kiug. If it be aaked why the Bosat thus advised tlie 
king, the reason is this: Tiie Paiidit thought that it 
would be bad. if tlio king should any, "Kill the mother; 
kill the wife of the kiug who got mo thither by a pretence 
that he would give me his daughter in marriage, and put 
me to etiJime by terrifyiog me so horribly.” He also 
thought that it would not be well if since Queen Naiida 
was fairer than hyr daughter, the fooli&h flod waudering 
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Ituig aliould fall! iu bve with tlj® matbGr and abusG hU 
rektionahip with her. So the Pi]ijj(l,It gave this odvioa, 
and got the hing's promise to troftt tliem piopfirly. Atid 
tlio king took tiia Advic^e to hearty sayings "Sou! I shall 
not kll to do ovGjythiDg you lo ttius ndvieing the 

kiug tho Ikisat did not ovou montiou tbo name of the 
king’s mother, TalatS TJovI^ for ahe was advaueed in yeare. 
All this advice tUo Buaat gave standing on the eliore. 
Afterwarda the king, wishing to set sail at onccj. said to 
the Pat^difd "Soul yon speak standing on the ohorOr 
Embark on board at oaec. "VVhy stay on the shore ? 
With difficulty we got out of the hands of the enemy^ and 
therefore let us set sail at once/^ aud redted this sEansa :

"Great king I wdiea an .army gets into the hondg of tlae 
foCj if the chief o-f that Jtriny doee not either discover a 
deTioe to eAtriwte bis men and take them away, otr if that 
tuay not he, die together with tliom, what is the use 
of his being the ebbf of the army ? He is not even a 
^go*d’ mui. Now, am not I the thief of this force? ai^d 
wiii oj]e like myself save his own life alone wheu his men 
are in the city iu the hands of Ehe fue? Great kiug 1 
of thtas who travel led with you a distance of four hundred 
gavvaSj some of tliem, fatigued by the marebj are sleeping;, 
others enjoy cheiaaelvea with meat and drinkj and are not 
aware of your departure. Some of those who came with 
me, flaring been dU thTyugftout the four moJatha iverkiog 
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at the tuned, meats, KunpaTta, and in other ’rn'orka^ and 
having Jaboared hard night and day unceosiuglj, arc 
broken down with tail, and alt* not aware of your 
It ia uot in me to leave beliad a aing^e nutui of thnati who 
worked for me. All that haat I shall bring away, aa if 
King BLohmadatta hod been conquered and yielded it to 
me. Great tiug t ’\vaEt not a motneut on the roadway, but 
advance immediately. I Ijbvo already built villiiges for 
ycra at intervala of seven yodunaa^ eatablisbfid halting- 
placea, and filled the hundreds of villagOB that are on the 
way with cIotLeB and ornament, food and drink 1 have 
kept elephants, horaess, aud vehicles ready for you in those 
villages. When you go from ons vtllago to another leave 
behind in each sucecaaivc village the unserviceable be&ate 
and vohlclea, and take others in place of them ajid go to 
Mithihi forthwith." Bearing this the king redeed thia 
atauzu;

Uahbalo bilavRutojis vibBTifiiiwifttS 

The meaning is tliis : ^^XabauHodha Pandit 1 your army 
ia very smudl. How' will you conquer the great force of 
BruhmadaCta ? The powerful kill the weak and bring 
them to destmctl on.," Hwlng this, the Edsat replied iu 
thia staD: 2 u; 

Apjiasena pi oa iiuiatt, TD[iihiilacitn]|] api^iLl^naiii 
JinitL ri^o. r^Lniiqi, adiAii:^ 'H'oJa^aijL CaataijiL,'* 

“Great king! although a man possesaed great wisdom, 
yet if ho dees not cKoel in devices and plans he la 
coTtqiacrud hy the great deviser and etiutagiat with hie 
small force ; and therefore King Brahtnadattjt, who ia not 
a BtratEgiat, aud bis hundred priaicca with their Akkliohinia 
of soldiora, will be conquered by you with youv aiaall force; 
tJiougli you have one minister in my pocson, bnl; one who 
IB like a great strategiat. If it be ftaked how that may be, 
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it ehrUl be n£ tb^^ 'gTt?At darknem^ that prevAtls all 
over the world Eit niglit is diaf>cr^cd and illuicuiiied when 
the &1111 appea-ra. So I, though I liaro but a email force, 
will oonqucT Bruihiiiaidatt&- Bo not your Majesty doubt 
about it, but start away.'^ So BAylog, lie saluted the king 
and stayed l>eHlTid. Afterwanja tlis king inecailed the 
virtues of tha Bosnt sa he thought to hLmseif> 'M escaped 
froin the lisnds of toy euonrtie^. 1 got the queen 1 came 
ill seai'ch for^ atid my wish boa beeu fulblled and, over¬ 
flowing with the five kinds of joy, be described the virtues 
of the Busat to iSenaka in these words :

Mehauoadba Papdit saved us all, who 
were eaugfit iu the hands of the foe, like birds eanght in a 
cage or fish eouglit in a net, and sent ns away safely; 
and tiiereL'ore it ii of great inn porta nee thot one ehould 
live with the viaa." Thus the king deHCxihed tbs vitcuoa 
of the Boset in a manner iudescribable. 

Hearing this, Benaka, who wa^ g^ii^g bo dcscribo tbc 
Eosat’s virtues for the first time In Ills life, recited this 
stansa r

the hands of the enemy, like Idmls in a cage and fish iu a 
net, autl /tifid us away saPely.'” 

Aftcrwartls tJie kitig, haviog reached the other lank of 
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ItBid built at inteivalB of seven ycklutiafi, in which the am- 
bausedur^ the Cosat hajd iu&trucEed aud placed there 
befoi'ehaijd, supplied the xiith elephantSj hoi’ses, end 
cherLots, as well as with feoil aud drink iu which the king 
delighted. .Aud leaving behind the beasts and carriages 
that wei-e worn by the journey, they took otheta in their 
pldce and advanced from village to village, ea tha BfisaC 
had instructed them to do, to neeruiE from their weary 
journey ; and so without delay they trsYeread four hundred 
gavvas, and reached ilithJla ou the following day at the 
mid-day mcah 

The Bosat having sent the king away, went to the gats 
of the tuuuel, aud drawing the sword, which lie had elung 
acroaa hia ahouldeis, from the aoabbard, dug up tho aaud 
iu the " Great Audience Hair' aud hid it in the ground. 
Then he went through the tuuuel and entered the new 
city, washed hie head and bathed himself with sixteen 
pots of sweet scented water, and after parEahtng of various 
sweat dishes, he slept on his bed^ delighted to tliink, ily 
wish has been fulfilled;" emd then hia heart overflowed 
with the five kinds of pleasure. As soon oa the day 
dawned, King CuLim, giving commands to liis army, 
reached the Haw City, I'he Buddha, disclosing the 
luauuer in which King Cuiuni came giving directions to 
his eoldiora, recited this stun^^a ;

"0 mendieaubad King Brshmadattii, who possesses a 
powerful army, kept sfintinels^ dnring tho three watches 
of the night, in differeut plam round the beleaguered 
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city, by four enairding lEnea, unbroten, find 

pregcnting mj wioaca of egrcEB—eick line aepeirated by nu 
interv&l from tbc otber. Then he biimfefllf inapeeted tbe 
gunixU ill eadi night ’watcli^ and catca to the Wew City 
ag Goon ag dawn appeared on the I'iging of tbe aun. And 
gigaiti, King Brahm^attgj, who wfta fnrnished with all the 
five braiithflfi of a eontplete ■army, had moiiiDted O'!! a gtate 
elephant, magniScently capaxlgoncd, of great beauty and 
atWQgth, jpowerful enough to break down and overcome 
the enfimy wherever it shoukl gO- Ttiis elephant Lad sLill 
to know whieh way victory Liy in a Lattleifiold. It was 
sixty years old, aud ita hnmours were upon U. Ita oar" 
lobes were split in thtac places, and it had waxed lustily 
sa gtrength. The king, equipped in armour of gold aet 
with praeiona stones, with the device qf an arrow on hie 
finger nail, came to the city isguing commands to Lis well- 
appointed warriors of tlie various branches^ who were 
elever to use the boiv," Tbe Buddha related the manner 
in wIiLcli the king gave oommands to his force in this 
sEansa: 

" IlattliSrolio jHitHnttlio wlliito piULltiirike; 

U^iriiatHnaln kabJuittliia viJnvuiilie aoUgate." 

Advance, my gre/i± army, equipped in the five weapons 
of wai', some of whom ride on elepbautg, eome on horses, 
some in chariots. Marcli up at onco in yonr armour, 
you wartioHi elcvcr in the urb of your bows, and whose 
jiands have been trained to one gyatem, and wlio nre 
akilful by the light of a lightning fiasli to aim at and 
pierce through a LLick ItOige hair with a karabata berry 
gua^icnded to it, which hangs from a po-le that is fixed on 
two other piles placed perpendicularly in tbe earth at n 
distance of a bow-g.hot.^’ 

And again King CQlan; said, I will lay hold of Xing 
Vedcha without killing him," and ordered hia hundreds 
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ftcd Lhoi3ajiiii3a of giatitrElep'haijts, whicli bad polialicd and 
^hiuirtg tuakp, flcid which get into humoyrs when thay jure 
fiixty old, Juat crush d^wn. thab rampni-t eightsUu 
cubits high round the city wliioh MahjiUHadlui Pandit has 
built for King Vodcha. You giauis, dever in tlio use of 
yaur Low, hurl down a rain of arrowif, which aro as wLito 
aud sLInmg as the teeth of youug calves, and whicli would 
force thoLc way through e men's bones without staying 
tbear flight. Step forward, you young heroic giants, who 
are w^ulpped with the Sve kinds of varioualy decorated 
wcapoua^who will not fiihe a step behind in your marches, 
bnt will advance forwerd resolately, who have the 
strength to grasp an elephant by its tneka and throw it 
off, if perehonoe yon meet such on your oiarch. How 
will King Vedeha escape from the handa of my giauta, 
equipped as they are with every hitid of armour, and 
posaeaaed of powerful woapoms, and who will never turn 
tail, but advance forward^ Though by Bome magic lia 
should go through the air like a bird, my waiTitHca of the 
bow will not allow liim to do it. And if my thiity-uine 
thousand powerful and iueom parable warriora should go 
to battle empty-handed, they would conquer the enemy, 
stripping them of their own weapone to out them witli, 
I never eaw such warriors with any other kitig of Dam- 
Ladivn, I alone have such as thesB. Lot them go forward 
immediately in full armour. Let tlic beaurifol princes 
who ride on powerful elephants, dressed in golden trappings, 
give tha words bo their elcpbftuta forthwith. I^at the 
Imndvede aud thousands of my ihoomparable warriors, who 
are dreaecd in golden clothes and deooiated in golden 
ornamonts, who have anointed tbemaelves with golden 
oiotmeut, who are equipped in the five kinds of armour, 
and who ride on elephants in panoply of gold, witli golden 
axCB, golden hatchets, and the bke, advance at once, like 
unto the cssembled god a in Haildun Uynoa. Let those 
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giiiuti wko liold in their banda well-incwls aworda, in 
colour like thestoinRch of th^ sliejit fisb^with tF’clt-finiilied 
LladeSj ejJceUcntl^ sbju-pejied ou three atones hy wiac mem, 
and which are ao keen that they eouEd cut a piece of 
cotton which the wind might cany against them, which 
ahiuc At mld'^ay like tlte dlac of the ruq— let thoac 
gieinla who deal blows on the eneiny, auJ do not mis&y 
advance with thair aworde drawn from their acahbards. 
[Now lo describe what kind of eworda theac were. Steal 
was obtained- hy humiug the cicramcat of KoalLhiuEyM, 
which had been fed on flash miied with steel duet got 
from thn filiuga of Jati steel- The steel olstained from 
the eAcrcmcnt was again filed and mi^ad with fiftsb as 
Ixjforo ucd given to the hiida- And so the process waa 
sevGU times repeated. From tha steel obtained from the 
seventh bumiug the sworda were made.Jj 

" Let my Patikfi giantc^ thirty-nine thousand in number, 
advance at once, [If it be aaked what kind of giante 
these werCj they wgra like this: If a hostile uriny like 
that of hLara wcee in n city like the 'Ayodlrya^ city, 
providetl with moats, ramparts, watch-towers, huttreasesj, 
and gates, and if my ‘ Patake' gEoiits, wlio were outside, 
should think of conquering the enemy within the impreg- 
nahle city, tliey could, fiom tlia place they stood in, jump 
into the uitj and then, without dcscenditig to the ground,, 
take another jump still higher, and conquer the enemy in 
the inuer city vrich weapons they have in tJieir hnjids, and 
come back through the air turiiing somexjwimlts in the same 
waj\ and stand iu the place whence they etartedr These 
giauta ftxfl chiver enough te cleave even elcphatits into 
two pieutts with one blow of their swcrdii,] 0 ye sous of 
Ved^a's city ! at first yon escaped by means of the wisdcun 
and da vices of your cultivators son. Now, where can 
theifu be a raeaas of escape for yon ? Let me see how you 
will by your royal power and stratagems escape and go 
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ti> Mitliila." Tliua King Cfilanl tiigci iu HHger, smyiug, 
"You av& no^v caught lik^ n which hna put it^ neck 
between the mei^hcs of jl net I shfill capture jou ae a. 
hsh is cjiught a uetp" urged his clephiuit with Qiq goad, 
aod gave the hverd to hia inoa^ who were like a gnthcrJiig 
ftooi round the new cityp Seize ; shoot.'” 

Then tlic Bosati'a spies thought, " Wlio will wjii ^ What T 
if the^ break the ramp&rt, crush tho wnlL^ and enter the 
city I we must then cut ofiT tho ttcada of Kiug Brnhniadatta 
and hie hnudred jjrincEa, aud lay tliem before out loi'd 
the Paiulitr” Then thay, aeveraUy iividh their attendaute, 
aurToniideJ the priuces of the hundred oitieSr Then our 
lord, the illustrious Jlaha Bosat^ tlie Tilak* of the thrae 
worlds, the teacher of the three worlds, the one who can 
subdue his enemies, who is eodowod with the various sorls 
of wiedom aud majettic gloriae, who baa the power of a 
vftliiTit lion, who cun overconie forces of elcpiiaute of every 
kind, luiviug tiaan from the magniSicent bed in which he 
lay at night and attended to the wants of nature^ took 
Lis mid-day meal early, adorned himself with ornMoeutE, 
dressed in a kasi cloth worth a lac of gold, atljuated Lia 
red danucl upper garment worth a lac of geld, leaving 
oue ehouldcr bare, took into hii? hand a widhing-stick 
ornnmented with worts of solid gold, pnt on his pair 
of golden sandals* ami attended with two young maidens 
dressed in a woman^e best imd brightest raiment, rivalling 
goddesses in beauty, who were feuniug the Great One 
with two fanfi made of the tails of the Indian yuk, opened 
the window of his pleasant pakce and n^jiJhcil up and 
down in the manner of Sakra^ looking hero and there 
so that Kiug Culaul might see him. And Eiug Culani, 
seeing tha majesty and tlie glory of the Great One’s 
iigure, hud no pence of mind* aud (quickly drove hla 
eiapbant* tliinking to himself* " I shall now capLure him ” 

When he saw the king coming, the Paynlit reflected, 
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“ V&rily, this king bfis tlioagLtH 'I hrive laid, hold of Kiiij; 
Vedeha/ aud heta ho cornea at dopble apcuf], gi'5'iiig the 
word to hia clophant. Ee does oot kaow how oar king 
has gon-a to TkEthilaj taking Tv,ith him thi^ king*3 wife and 
chlldran. Therefore will 1 show this king my fece^ which 
baa. a colonr like to that of a we)l-po1islied golden mirror ; ” 
Rud luokiug at the king's faco throngh the window, he 
addressed him in honeyed temea as follows ; 

‘''Xia na B&aiki mat Hitt) vr, iiitgUbL jpesAai kuajuuet 
iikitaai taddbaUbo^ECd a:[iitOiuL 
cUi[>,iburn oupiuii kTiurap^mni pa^taainuiaifir 
ObcLt^etfLie aubhaiKL vaiaTuma ^Djuriyaeiaaiwiatliatarp." 

" Wby, great king, do you drive yonr eleplmnt so 
hastily? Do you think that yonr wisli has been fnl- 
filled? Do not think so for a moment. Bat^ without 
more ado, ahantlon the idea and do as 1 tell you. It 
was la-st afternoon that you grasped your bow aud have 
not siuco Uid it down^ and methinks your hands must 
‘he henumbed with grasping it; so tlirow that how and 
arrow away. If yon are not willing to do that, give them 
to Kome one else. It wite last afternoon, agaio^ that yoo 
covered yourself witli that beautiful atmour, wrought of 
cat's eye;. Berhaps your body is swollen thetchy, iuad you 
SLiffer great disoomfort^ Your body must ba hlaek juad 
blue, Yegterday your rest was brokeu during tlio throe 
night watch^ Yon must be tiredj so do not elUow 
youi'self to fjtiul; in the heat of the sun, but iiouse your 
apirlte, go to your city^ and sleep comforlahiy in your 
palnte." So saying, he acoflhd at the king as making 
merry with him. The king hearing his worda^ thought, 
"The aon of the cultivator is jeering at me," and said in 
a voico of thunder, I ghall know wliat to do wdtli you," 
aiul spoke this stanza:

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Tlie meaning of tliie stanza is: “ Your fecc aLmca 
beautifully like ci poliebcd golden mirror- You iAlk, 
amillug- the while. You ata uot the only man who on the 
ve^t of death has talked so pkasautljj and whose face 
hfls ahone so heautifuUy. At no diatnnt moment you, too, 
shall die. It is because of that yout face flbines with ao 
much hcauCy. It h the death-gleam upon your fitce, 
Now will I forthwith cat off your head* and drink the cup 
of victory." 

Wh en that great army taw the dazzling beauty of the 
EcBut, as he talked with tlie ki ng, they th ought, *' Our 
king and Mahausadha Pandit are talking together- Wc 
do not know wliat it is about, Cooie, let ub go near 
and bear." So sayingj the hnncljfcd princea and the 
army went near the king. The Great One tliought, 
“This kiug docs not know yet that I am Mahausadha 
PjHidiE^ I shall not let him till me.” Thon he said, 
''Great king! did you aod Kevatts, speaking together 
on a certain bygone day, tldnk of something in your 
hearts and utter auotlj cr thing with your lips ? Then, 
understand that what you thought did not come to pass, 
but what you said is come to |3aEs.’' Theu he recited this 
stanza:

'■'Great king! do you think that no ono else tnew of 
th$ aecrut conference held between yourself and Kovatki^ 
seated alone io the bfrtlrcom of the upper atoroy of the 
pahiccj though you fancied that no one else but you two 
knew of itl Do not fancy 60 ? I know as much aa if it 
bad been told mo. Your secret plan has broken down. 
Our kiug has escaped to Lis city, Now^ if yon think of 
folio wing himj that also is impossible. Cnr king is like 
a wonderfully clever horsiinan ridiitg a Scindian steed, 
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wbilfli you jws like n very timid in an riding on nn &fi6. 
Therofore, it is impotriuk for yon bo follow him and 
capture him. To dluatratt my aimik: Kev&!^^ ia the 
asa, and you iho peteon riding on the nag. 1 am the 
thoroughbred Sdudijua Et<!ed» and out king ie the person 
riding that steed.” Thna iiluatrated his gitoik; and 
again he aaid, Great Itiug! when our king crossed the 
rirer he did not go ukue^ hut went with a great company 
of ooirrtiers and wurtiorsL And now^ youf Majesty^ if 
you follow him up ihinkingj ' I will cliaaa after him aud 
t^aptnie him/ you will not be able to seite him, but will 
die an ihe road. You will be like a pelican charing a 
golden swan.” And again, bkei a fearless iio]3, he thus 
illustrated the king's position in these terms:

"Now, gi-cat kingj to describe by a si mile how you failwl 
to realiflo cpcn au atom of your wish, though you broke 
your rest duriug the three wattime of the night and 
brought an army such ji£ this, you know how a herd of 
fo^es in eearcti of pre:y, if they see by the light of the 
moon, Or of the stats,, or of lightnings or of any other 
light a buucli of fiiU^blown flowers bangiog down from 
41 keia treo, and wrougly suppose the flowers to be 
meat hanging dowu, without going any further in eearob 
of meat they encircle the tree and think, '’l^e ghalt eat 
meat;’ but when it dawus, and they see that their meat 
is fqlUbfown litla flowers, tlie herd of foies aay to each 
ocher, ‘ Friends J this is not meat, but bunches of ksla 
flowers:' then^ satisfied that it is really ao^ they go 
away without cai'iug for them: e^^en bo^ great king, 
your lUujcsty thought, "1 have captured the King 
Vedoha,' and broke your rest duriug the whole night 
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But no^v liavo <lcinQ tfiUl hfttired pf out king, nod tnk& 
j^ouvaelf yff Ilk'S tliOB* wretched foies.” Whein tlie king 
h&nrd tho urpidn of eh^ Busjit, who spoke uubeeitatingly 
without any fear, he tcfliiotcd: " Thia aou of the oultivator 
saya fearlessly 'Tbe king has fled/ It mast be true thfi-t 
he lins sent the king awiny;” and inflamed u^icSi fruger^ 
ho thought withiri himself^ “Before thiR, too. whan wo 
Went up to thia king^s city on ocoouot of this acna of 
the cultirntor, lie made us fly without oveii a place of 
cloth or nia upper gsraaeutr The enemy, who ware in 
Our hande, he took out from oar handft. TLsna ia none 
who defeotH our attempts like tlda fellow. If there ho 
any fitting paniahmanb for him and for Im king^ aucli 
as daoupitation. and ao forth, all those will I inlliet ou 
him alone." Thou ho directed hie people thus; Thia 
Jflaliuaaadlui hua save^l my enemy, Kiug Vedohn^ who 
liad got into my clutches, and sent Jiim away. Of the 
mcL who did these tliinga, eut off the legs and hands, 
and slice ttie ftesli from his body, pin the pieces together, 
and fry them in tlio Aral atid just as people put tho 
akins of Uoue, tigers, cuttle, deer^ and other animals to 
dry* pegging thorn to the ground, so do you put thiA 
Maliuu^dha oti the ground, and peg hie four limbs to 
punish him; put him down, cleave him, gp)it him wltli a 
sharp eu'otd, slice his flesh ns if it were the flesh of n 
tiger, dear, Ot pig." 

[Although the kings of this Sakwaja, tan thousaud 
yodunaa iu extent^ join together, they oouhl not do aucli 
a tiling to out lord, much less our hing. TTothiag of whnt 
the king said can be done to Inm.J So the Eisat, hearing 
these words of the king, laughed aload. 

Now to desorlho how our lord's face showenl iuoreaaiog 
love, while the kbig’s face grew more ongry. Hia face 
began to shiue iiLorc and mors brightly. uS if the rough¬ 
ness and the anger of the king were quicksilver, and 
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tbfi face of our lord a golden mirroi to whioU tto quick¬ 
silver 19 applied. 

Tlien the BCuat ttiought thus : "This foolish kiug does 
not know wLcrg hie relatioQa Lavs gone to, and girea 
order for puDEabmeut to be mflieted on ino. He abuses 
me, but doea not know how I got bold of bJs wife and 
children and sent tbem to MithiJa, This king, who la so 
powerful and glerioua, might think that, I deceived him; 
and ifj in anger, he should shoot me with the arrow in his 
hand, or kill me in aome otlier way, it would not be well. 
I eheUj therefore, make him faint with feai', and deprive 
]]im of ilia seBscB cs he sita upon liia elepli ank and nfter- 
waids comfort him.^' Then he recited this staif5;!a ;

■' Great king t if your Majesty cut off my hands^ lege, 
and eai-a, and puaisli me, our king will iuhict all these, 
evils on your son^ your daugJiterj, your' queen, Kaudi* 
DevT, and your motlici, whose hnnds^ feet, eaRs;. and noses 
he will cut off. Great hlug f jf your Majesty punish me 
by eheing the flesh off iny body and piunlng the pieces 
tugfltherj evTBEi so, and twice as much, will onr king 
puniiili yoiir four relatiTes; and ogjun, if you punish tuo 
limbs to thd ground, aa one j^joge the 
skins of lioiis, tigers, doer, and (Attle to dry, even eo 
will our king indict manifold punishment on your four 
relatives. Aud, my loid! like armour which a man. gets 
mode hy workers in leaEhcr sowing together a hundred 
thickueests, to be a shield to protect his life against all 
injarica, whether from arrows or the assaults of othec 
weapoug; Sven ao I, like that shield made of a hundred 
pieces of leather, go in fitint, nnd clieering the heart of 
the kitig, do not let any feai‘ f:il[ upon him. Great king ! 
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flo not tbink I am sayiug this idty. When I Mut oiir 
king to Mithila wifcli your wlfo and cbildien acd mother^ 
I amid to biniH * Great king 1 if King Culnni eeise hold of ma 
jind djarge me with sending you aecretly away, aad cut off 
my ear^p nose, handa, and feet, mad inflict manifold punieb- 
menta upon me, what will yon then do?' Ha answextd^ 
' Mabaufliiidlift Pimdit! if lie really inflict any puuisbitiant 
on yO'U, I cannot be revenged on tlia king, becanflo be 
is powtrful, but I ahail inflict a twofold punishraeot on 
bia font rebitivea.' Verily E great king, if yon puniek me^ 
who run ii aiiiglo potaun, roy king will ioflict every possible 
injury on Kandii IDevf, on yonr ehilclrcn^ and yonr mother. 
Great king 1 I am a fihieid made of a hundred layers of 
leather^ ami withstand yonr arrow like wisdom in front of 
my king's body^ give him oonfideuce, and save Itim from 
niiy injury your arrow might inflict.'' RQaring tbisj King 
Chtaiil thought^ “What does tliis son of tLe cultivator 
say? If I aay that 1 would do him any injury, he will 
get hia klitg to do as much to eny wife and childraci. 
He do<'3 not know that whan I came yealerday I set 
guards to keep ourofuL watch over my wife aud cljildren. 
Tids fellow will die at no distant momentp and therefore 
he is rattling away like a dying man.'” 

Out lord, Bosat the wise, who hnows tbo heart of 
others, divining the king's thouglit, reflected i “ This 
king tiiinks that my fear uiakos me talk nonsense. I 
will lu^rm him Ww I seut bis wife and children to 
Mitbilo.” Thau Lq saLcI, Great king! as you have 
tho'ugbt that I am talking nonsense through fear of 
death, may it pEeasa yonr Majesty to scud yonr people 
and Aca abont it, in ordoT that you may be aseured 
of the truth of my words. 1 took Queen NondEl, your 
two children, and yonr mother through the lesser tunnel, 
and giving ihem iu charge of King Ycdeha^ sent them 
to Mithlla through the greater tunnel. They will 
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travel four btindrtd gavvias from tlila palacfl, and coiae to 
Mitbila.” 

Thereupon the king tJiouglit, Tins PEindi-t apcaka very 
holdiy, Wlien 1 whb ioeipectiug the gunrd by the rivti- 
Bide io tlie middle watch of tite nighty I beavd n voice liko 
tltat of Nandfi l>cvi. ITiis Fuudil' ''Cj weakling. No 
one hw li'iadom like bisL Ilia worda may be true.” Then 
he eiimmoijocl up his royal oourago, and though there wjig 
great grii'f in hia heart at the tliought^ he called a minister 
and said tln^ae wonda; soul Mahauaadha Papdlh 

saye chat he hriougStt my '^ife and children aud other 
relatives through the tnunel. end giving them in charge 
of King YuJclia, aenC tliem to Mithila. Find out whether 
hia atoLotueut ie true or not, and roturn immediately.” 

Hcariug this, the miuUtcr with hie attendants went 
to the palfloCj opened the door^ and entered^ wlien be aaw 
tlie officers of the hoostehaJd, their legs and liande tied and 
inontlin gagged, hanging from liooka attadied to tise wall; 
the food and drink had been acattCred in ovqry diroctloti^ 
the diAlies ^UlI other vchscEs broken, the doors of the 
Ledroom oppitod, and tlio diefigLiiod sbato of the palaoc^ 
where a floeli of crows were ^vroyiag upon the sweet¬ 
meats and tearing die fragmsiits from ouch others beaks, 
and geueiaily the xerotehed condition of the palace, like 
EL hshing viUiigeuu the coast abaadooed by its inhabitants, 
or like a pit into x^hieh corpses Lave been flung, the last 
of which met Ills view witcu lie otitered tln'ough the 
opened xviodovr. 

Having seeti all this he eame to the king, and reported 
thus : "‘Great king t whatever MELhausodlia Pandit has told 
you, there is not one word which is not ti'ue. A1I he said 
ia triit Formerly your palace seemed to be a heaven.

She 
haa by uAtute a body golden-coloured. She is girt with 
giidlca of gold. Such a radiftut Niindit have I sent away 
by this TOttd. The sole of her foot ia as red aa if it wag 
plastered with wax. Her eyes^ which ere liho the eyyg 
of youDg deer, are long, as if they were gone away to 
apeak a secret to the ear; the pupils are round JiEte the 
eyes of pigeonSj. and gleam with the five coloare, and they 
sorpgiss even the petala of blue lotua flowed. Her lips are 
ii>B red ag ripe biuibuwola fruit, She has beautiful taatb, 
like lines of small plecea of chauk set in the two portions 
of a gourd. Sha has limbs which, dance liko a woll-gtown 
kaluwgL creeper. Slio bus n sloudcr waist. Her hnir is a 
d4krh-gmnu colour, very hue, lon^, and curled nt the cud. 
Her look is as pleasant as that of a yonug virgin deer. 
Her figure sbives os brilliautly as a flame in wiuter, or is 
us pleasing to the eye of every luau who sees her as is a 
name during winter. If it |je ashed, why eliould we be 
delighted at seeing a dome of fire, it is for this reason: 
Wheu a dEnne of fire ie gseo during winter,, there wj|] be 
no one w’ho will not think of warming liis hands thereat. 
If auyo'ue seeg Nands DovI, who la da^sliug in her beauty 
like irays of light, who is that man who will not hope to 
embmee )ier ?

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pie&sm^ as two golden timbii'i fruits hung on ft be&ntiful 
golden tree. Ib it a^ked why the hardiiftsa of her breasts 
is described ? The reasou is : Though a woncan posaesaea 
beauty like thftt of & goddess, and Jirmy herself in every 
kind of O'ri] amenta from the tips of her toe to the cnde 
of her hair, omitting nothing, but her bressta be soft, the 
love that mon will have towards her will also be soft. 
And, tJierefore, in additioa to Kandii Devfe charm mg 
beauty^ her broasts &re aleo as strong as the love that 
men who see het will have lowarda her/' Then he 
atrecebed hia illuatrioos hand, and anld, So lovely ft 
queen wont this way towards Mithila/’ 

As the Great One was thue describing tlie beauty of 
Nandi* Devf, the king's love towards her began to in- 
creaee^ as if he had never seen her The Edsat^ maildng 
the (^Section chat arose in the king, said, Great kiag! 
do yuLi ivJsb tlie death of a queen who pt^ases^ such 
beauLy ? Will you suffer uo lose when she dies? What 
is moiB, if sha dies it would give me pleiifuire, for if 
yon kill me heris, esur Ising will hill if4mfl^L !DcvI there. 
Then Naudft Devi jtud I shAll go before King Yaiua, aud 
that righteous king will aee ue, and say, ' Of men there is 
no One like Mnhausadha Pa^^di^ ^tid of women there is no 
one like Nandw Davi/ and give her in marriage to nne, 
telling us, 'NandEl Devi is the only fit wife for you.' 
ThereforCj though I lose my life, w'heu I get each a jewel 
of Or wife> what will be wanting co ma. If I dio^ 1 shall 
suffer no loss.” 

Thus the BSsat describeil Queen Nrindtir only, IIs did 
not even mention the nam^^s of tlia other chroo, for meu 
do not lova ochsiu a^ much as they love their wives- 
Ha Bpoka of Nanda. Devi only,, thinking that so he 
might ratuind the king of his children also. Ho did 
itot mentiou avau tbe name of TalatiL Devi, for she waa 
very old. 
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And the king felt aa tf Quean NaucI£ was standing 
befoM himj while tbs Allwige L&rd described tlie bemty 
of Wanda Devi, inapircd by his native wiadom.

Tho 
only hindrauee to their oomiag is If J go not to them, 
Wiien 1 go there they will oome- Whan you Iiavb ma 
near you do not be ao troubled, bnt be consoled/^ Then 
the king thought^ "This is wonderful, "When I had 
come, aetticig close waicb to protect my city, when I was 
WAtciung this city with guAidE who were strong And 
guards who were clever, tisa conveyed my four 

ralAtivcs flWAy, including my queeu. Nftndit Devi, without 
sny ona'a knowledge, from the city ; gave them iu charge 
of King Vcdchu, and aautbim away with bis ftrmy wiiliout 
otir knowledge, oltliough wc hael not slept during the 
three WAtcheSj and liad been gaarding tlie city. Has he 
learned magic of tlic go^ls? Is he a mESinoriat? ” Thus 
tliinbitig, lie quoetioiied the PAiuJit by this atiuzA:

Jiad you any divine magic or mesmeric power Hearing 
this, eLc Gi'eat One said, "Great king I I ]^now diviay 
magic also, nor ia tJie mcsrrieiic art unknowu; to me. 
Does not the wise learn diviri.e miigic, and escapo bimaolf 
flud his coiupaoions from a danger that has ccnnj ue>01i 
them 1 
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" Ailtlymta nuJiRny*, iibWnRy'wlbo Pigdita

“Tiut r, ^raat kuig^ tiMd no divine magic, nor did I 
blind your ayes, I sball tell you liow 1 ewit tbcm away. 
It waa throQgli tlio tunuel thatwag dug and inagiiificently 
decorated by my young warricu^Sj wLo arc very clever at 
digging tunnels* that King Vedefaa lemovcd your relative^ 
and took tliem to MithilPk.” 

Hearing tkis, the king tliyughCi ^'Even when ouft oi‘ 
two pereona go through a tnnneli they do so with great 
eaiertion and tconble. This Pn](idit says tbat the ting fled 
with hiB army with him. A.iid what kind of a tnnnol can 
it he 1 1 ehquld like to aec It.” The Eoeati finding from 

the noanner of the khkg Ehut he wiahed to eeo the tuunel^ 
ajjd mOLiiiing that he ahoultl see it thol'onglily, recited 
this ataujia:

“Great kingl the tunnel I have dug contains the 
paintiugs of elephante, end of horses and oheriocs in 
decorated trappingfl, and of a great force of infantry, 
armed with every kind of weapons^ as if prepared fur 
battle; Thoy fienm like living bodies, and can not at 
once be mwdo cut to be paintingFk PosseiKing all theae 
magnificent decorationa, this tuniiel is like a divine hall, 
and there is no other wonder in the too tliousaud worlda 
except this. It is so beautiful, hfay it please your 
Majesty to seo that tunnel. Great king! the tunud, 
u'bicLi was dsaigned by my moon-Jihe wisdom and aun- 
like plans joiTicd togethcTj, has about eighty larger gates, 
and about sixty-four minor ones. It bjts ooe hundred 
bedrooms, and several hundreds of laflip-J'iwns. To see 
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all tiieae tluiiga ecmae joyful ly^ without any tlcceitful 
intention or hatred. Suffer youraelf to be borne to this 
Uew City,, attended by yout own ministers and the 
hundred priucKir And now, if you do not eorae with 
good intent, but, we thoy should say, ' Although the king 
has escaped,, half is won if tha Pandit be captured/ you. 
antcr tlie city with pretouec of fdoudAhip and goodwill, 
but with a bad motive in your heart, and walk into the 
tunoal with a deceitfal in tent to capture me, thinking'* 
* I shall do to this one alone all I would have done 
to both ;' one of dsogc giants, who were bom on the 
same day I, is powerful ebtough to proteot me by 
slaying and couquoriag nob only an amiy of four hosty, 
with tiie hundred princes from the wljole ten tboutand 
yoduDM of Dambadiva, butan army of the four continents 
also, with their respective kioge, though they he led by 
an nll-poworful universal monarch in all hia glory. Tliere- 
foro, great king 1 if you hav& in your mind any old fcaliugii 
of envy against me, tliink not of such weakness, but come 
in at once." Thus saying, lie opened the gate of the 
Kew Town. Then King Cillani, Attended witli the 
liundred princes and the ministei'a* went into the city. 
Our LokI Eoai^tj who is libo A magic getn, or a Lcidth- 
givjng ointment to the CyCs of the people, wlio ia bbo 
teuchcr of the three worlds, dcsoondod from the palace, 
like a fearless lion approicching a. herd of elephants, 
sainted the king, and entered ttie tunnel along with King 
Brahmadutcu, the hundred princes* and the large host of 
the enemy.

Hooiing this the klug answered, I pardon 
you. Do not dietrust me." Then these two took an oath 
by their swords tbst they would never wrong euehi other.

This I knew, 
and thought, ^ These pi'incea must not die under my very 
eyes without au effort (O' save them.'' So I sent the giants 
born on the same day as I, ami got tlm toddy-pots brokeu 
and confounded the plot. Thus did I save your Utos.” 

The princes were grieved, add asked, la it true, great 
king, that yon did sucli n. thing?" He replied, "It is 
true that I acceded to tha words of Kevatt». and did finch 
a thing.

Your position shall bo aecond 
in powor and glory to me alone. 1 will give you all the 
possessiona whert^iuL King VedoJiA Mtabliahed you, without 
stinting you of any thing, and as oiucli again besides- 
If King VedoLn, the king of a alnglo eoantiy, could pro¬ 
vide for you, cannot wlio am lord, of all Daiuhrtilivji^fl 
ten thousand yodunos? Blorcover, yon perform the oOico 
of Sejierut for ouo king of Vedoha and his country^ but 
if you stay with me you will be Senerat to one hmidlred 
piiuofrfi, as thmjgh you should hold that office both for me 
and for tha huiulned princes of Dombodiva’s ten thousand 
yodunos. Tour ortlcr, power, and glory will prevail all 
over DoiSibadivs, Layoncl that of all the kings;. Now, 
if you remain, tlio ministers and the people of tha ten 
thousand yoduuas of Dsmborlivii ehallnot trouble whether 
I am living or not, hut shall think only of you. What ia 
more, not the people and tJie princea alone, but 1* too* 
will not do anytiaing of ourselvoa, but only what you say. 
Therefore* stay with me.” Tlie Eiisat dealLacd the king's 
wealth, saying, Grout king! if a man he the patron of 
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unotLer, wLo lias maintAiiiGtl that otlior and cared for 
him, giYinjj him of bia TrcaltTi for many aud if that 

other JeavG hie patron liecauaG some other has bauT, * I 
’will g[ye you naorft ’wealth than he/ nad goes lusting 
after the new wcattli, ■will not the patron feel diahoDoured, 
and lueuT disbonoue at the hands of others? Why do I 
ask this question ? For this reaaoii ■ Haa not tJie king 
taught me from my infancy^ and giren mo much wealth, 
and placed me in high place, Emd provided for nac, and 
ahal! my gratitude Ite as fugitive as » line drawn on 
water, meiely lecauee I was told I should receive more 
wealth from another? If I stay with you, I ehoidd be 
abused by other people, who would say, ‘Tliia ehall be 
his hohavio&r towards every king who keeps him with 
him/ This ie the insult 1 shall receive from other's. 
The insult I would feel would bo of this kind. The king, 
wiien I bad uo other relative, retaiuMl ma by him from 
my sevauth yesr, and^ on my aecouutj, greatly htljpad 
my parents, and placed me in a high position, and 
gave me great wealth i sboald I leave that Iring I 
should be insiilfed hy the peopte, who would tay that 
what I did was ^vrong, and that I acted so beeause I mas 
told I should get more wealth thereby. And tlierafore 
r shall have no escape from both the places—from the 
people and my heart. Hence, os long as my Idng lives, 
so long I shall not tell men who called me Vedeba’s 
MahauRsdha to call me Ciilani's Mabsu^ha.

After¬ 
ward the kiug entertained the Bosat royally. When 
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ieven daya had elapsed the Gro&t One ashed pennUsioii 
to go away. Then tbe kmg aaldH “PopditS 1 shall give 
yon 4U-ch and aucli tliiiige to tote with yoo.'^ Then lie 
desGiihcd the presenta in thia stanza ;

J will 
give you eighty ‘ utttrusialu' Tillages of Kaei, adjoiuing the 
kingdom of VetUha,' yiddlog eaeh of tlien]. a revenue of 
a lac of pieces of gold, so that you will hava fiiom them 
AD income of eighty laes of gold paeces, I E.liall give you 
four laHitdted ottive maidens in theii' girlhood. I will 
give you to wife ono hnudred FadianEly beautiful queens, 
tlresfled in oil queenly apparel. I will give you also, to 
kesp as a ptesentj my army of filepluiats, horses, charrota, 
uud infantry. Take with you your owu army and tha 
army I will give you, and go to your own conn try iu 
safety.''* Thus aayiug, he gave him permiBsioar to go. 

Ifow, althougia King Vedeha would not send hifi four 
relatiTea, such ae Naiidii DovJ and the rest^ back, if the 
Fopdi^ had stuyed with him wbeo he begged him to do 
so, yet Kitig Erahmodatta would have been he happy as 
when lie got his chariot, and wonld not otou havo 
thoiiglit about his queen and other reJ&tloas being outside, 
muck iuys said anything about it- 

Tho- E<jsat, to comfort the ting, wlio had given him 
permisfilou to go, Kiid, Great king! trouble not ahont 
your relatives, nor tfunk tliey are four hundred gavvae 
distant from. you. On the day uiy kiug was going away, 
I advised him iu these words: * Great kiug! look upon 
Naudfi Devi as jl mother, and treat her accordingly. 
Look on Prince Paiicali “S ^ brother. And your 
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(Jaaglitcrs Pritioegs Faft-cala Gaoijlii, I inaiAllcd aa chief queea 
over hia other sixteen thousand qnesiiaj and crowned her 
and gave hat over to hinij and eont thorn away. In a few 
days artnr I reiusb. King Veduha'a city I shall eeud hack 
your mother, wife, and son." 

The king aiid, "Very well, Paijd^t/' and gave the 
B&at aU that dowry that was intended for his daughter— 
men-servunta !uid maid-aervants, cbthiw aud ornaments, 
elephaDta, horses, and ehariots dscoratsd with gold, and 
all other things suitable, omitting nothing to suit hie 
chiefdam, and to make peopb say, “Who but thin 
monarch can give snch preaenta?" Handing these over 
to tlie Pa^diti them all to my 

daughter. Fsudit Mnlnmsadha E atnrt at once, acoom- 
ponied by your artoy of elepliante, hortee, chariots, and 
infantry, with joy like the god ^Jskio, who conquered tljo 
Aearaa. Let Vedehttj and oth&r eitiseiia who are anxiously 
OKpoeting your aafo orriviJ in MithilLi, see you and bo 
dalightcd." 

Tlie huudred spies of the BOsat, who lived with those 
different princes, came with their atecodanta and sur- 
roimded the Edaat, The Great One, who started off 
atteuded with hia innumetahle four hosts of armies, wirich 
looked like the great ocean flowing througli tlie land, 
halted on the way^ and sent men, saying, “Go add bring 
me the revenue of the eighty villages given to me hy 
King Bmhmadatta/’ and reached the oountry of Vodoha, 

And DOW that wretched Sou aka, the ocean of wistbra, 
who, the day he woe told to go through the tunnel, Itad 
bandaged his knees and elbovfs with rags and dressed 
himtelf in an old cloth, knowing what was about to happen 
in the future, left a man on the toad with these inatruc- 
tione: "FriendI if Kiug Culajil or any one elee comes 
this way, do you come at once itnd tell me." So the nmn, 
having Bto» the Bo*at coming at a place twelve gavvaa 
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distant from Mithila, caino and said to Senaka, '' Mah™- 
wdLha Pa](i^it: is coming Trith a grest attendancs" Hearing 
thkj Senaks vrent up at once to the palace and luforcned 
the king. The king, loo'kittg out from the palace windo^v, 
gaw the luulcitude which wag coming, aad gaid, * Senaka I 
what say you? Our Pfti(^dit had a am all force, Wt this 
Lost has a very featful appearance;^' audj, terrified with 
fear, he inquired of Seuaka to this purpose; 

“ fkUbi oaail nthfi [Hitri, li! fllenCQ TanJiu 
QitanajirT t^ii]iiHiiT<iF4 kla nu mii£l&[mi 

The four tattiblo hosts of th e army—fllephants^ horaea, 
chariots, and iufautty—contu in eight. Scnakal what 
do you chink they arsi” Then Senaka reasaured the 
king, and told him what tliey were; Great king I 
fear not. Thta matter will bo a great rejoicing to yoa, 
for Mithaufodha Pa 4 tUt, oar benefactor, our heart, our 
eye, our life, out lord, the lover of the people, the lord 
of the world, the tileka of the three worlds^ the wiae^ 
the erystsl cage of the refugees, the light of wisdom, 
JE comiug, attuudud with the four Imsts of the army, 
including tho hosts of the hundred prmccg, the army of 
Kiug Pr4d]iuadatta, and the army which went forth from 
ilithila," What is it you say, Senaka? The Psijdit’o 
army wag smalL Tiits is an army great as that of King 
Brnhmadatta, wlio cjimo on that day." And Bcnaha again 
said, “ Great king I trouhlc tmt- It is the ai'my ptesonted 
to the Paudlt by the kiog, who was pleased witli out 
lord, euchaiited with his very eweet and honeyed spetcli 
about religion, which Is like divine mediciue to the ears 
of those who hear him. Do not doubt that what I 
say is the faCEv" ileariiig this, tho king was greatly 
pleased, and issued orders to the citiions thus, by beat of 
tom-tom, raying, "Decorate my kingdom, Afithila, which 
is about aeveu yoduiiae in eateut, like onto a heaven, aud 
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fulyftiice to meet tliQ Piujdic." Tits eitiaenB^ who wei'e 
eagerly to s&e the Pfti?,dL^ iw aocm 413 they heard 

thia order, decorated that large city^ whiob is about 
twenty-eight gawaa in extent, iviid nnide it as baaotiful 
as the heaven ef ^thra^ wbioh was prepared for the 
god i^akra^ when he itetiiracd from oonguering the Asurosj 
with streaming flogs and boancra, pof3, and tirchea made of 
plautoin-tteasi, white sand, and ttie five kinds of dowersr 
The iTisn tliemseivca dreased in all their omnmeikts 
and due teiment, end weut to meet the lord, whom they 
brought to the city. The Pa^njit filled the eyee of the 
men and women of that city with teaie of joy, and made 
them Mko petals of blue lotus wet with daw, satisfied 
their hearts aud eyes, and also comforted the grief of 
thoae who hul not seen him for fiye mouths^ aud went 
into the palace iucomparable in glory aud magniRcsiice, 
like jjcchat to the hearty ointment to the eys. a minute 
jiatt of whtMC glory caunot he descriljcd althongli oue 
was endowed with a thousand moaths, like Ammta, aud 
begin therewith to describe hia glory. When the king 
saw the Bosat his hewt overflowed with the five kiudfi 
of Joy, vijj., alight joy, moruentary joy, joy that comes 
like a Buddsn shock, transports of joy, and joy all- 
pervading, Hn got up hastily from bis scat aud w'ent 
to meet him, cmbraeetl him and kifiaed his head^ and 
resumed bis acat, and talking pleasantly with him, recited 
this alAEkza:

''O Pai^ditl four men put a corpse on a hurdle, take 
it aw'tiy to the * raw grave' and leave it there, and come 
away without aa^y love for it; even ao we kept you at 
Kampilla, and came aw’ay saving our livcB, but bore you 
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no lover By what moanaj sfcnirta^exn, wledotn, or cause, 
did you save yourself and get avray, and eave the lives 
of your artay also ? 

Hearing this, tlie Ta^dit replied ia this staoas : 

“ Altlimd ouhena Ycd^l-.a, iiioJltjian Ul&nklUl 

"Great hiog t while ICiug BrAhmadatta entertained 
one purpose, I entertained another Ltui'hny Cranscendent 
wisdom, and overruled Kia purpone. When lie thought 
of any artifice, tlmt, too, I conquo ^sd by my artifice. 
And, moreover, I, by the power of my wisdom, subdued 
the hundred prlnciis, the lords of Da'dtbadivfi, aod 
their forcea, who had eucireled me like the encircliug 
ocean; and like the hosts of a uuiveiaal mouareh, all 
the princes and their armies surrounded me."' Tliua 
wyjBg, be repeated tlia history from the time King 
BrahmadaCita issued hia commands before the battle op 
to the time be opened the gates, and all he did and said ; 
and then from the time they entered the tuunel up to tlie 
time the Pundit took the king and bid bia a word iu the 
Great Hall; how they made amende and opened the gate 
at the prayer of the king, and rescued tho princes and 
armies entrapped in the tunnel fitom death ; and also the 
atory about the festivities they held for seven days, as 
well as about the presents the hundred, princes gave him 
for seven days, and the various gift# which King Brahma- 
dsttft gave, and the dowry that king gave Lis daughter, 
and alao the other minor gifts wliioli King Calani attd 
other prlocea gave him ; and recited thia stanso :

pritiecsiLea, dreased in vorioua gurmentOj to ks my wives \ 
eighty villages of bis district: t^ai, adjainlng opt Jcingdom 
VedehAj cocb villsrge yielding nn annual iocflnae of one 
lac of gold \ and a ' presentation army/ composed Out of 
tbs four hosts of a ireguJar army of King Bnohmadatta, 
and also out of ths atniios of the hundred prlnMs—their 
love for which the princes gave u^>, j^ttended with all 
tlmt I'ctinue, I cairie away joyfully find in good spirits.'^ 
The king, who was overjoyed on liearing this storyj rC' 
cited the fallowing gtonza itt praise of ths By! 9 ut ''3 virtue:

" 0 Sennka S it ia very good to live with the w^se^ and 
if w-6 live in one aud tb$ &aino countryj cityj, placcj with, 
the Pand'ti ’W'e shall hive Ootlitug to fear, eitber froiu an 
enemy or a thief in this world, nor from h&U in the next. 
You yonr^Elf have seen leaaoufi for this, as he has twice 
saved you when you were caught iu tha clutches of that 
great army of eighteen Akkhohi^iia of iuen> like 'kendattns^ 
caught in a cogc^ Or a fsh iu a net; and therefore you 
koow it. And hence it is veiy good to live with the wise.” 
Thus the Mug deacrihed the Psndit's virtues. Scnaka» toe, 
accepted what the king aaid. "TmOf ray lord;" said hc^ 
and with EL frank diaposition, for thg fimt time in his IifCj 
be praised the Pnirifjit thus : Great monarch 1 it is true. 
Tha wise Pandit will not Jet any evil Lefall ne eitlier in 
tliia world or ia the iiextj but only 'good.' All of us who 
were cauglit by the cnemyi like birds Ciiugbt in a cage, 
or fish caught in n nct^ and were doomed to deatbj this 
Patidit Piaved ajjd icatorpd to happinegg^ In this world the 
wise man is a bucdrcd end s thoaBand times superior to 
all others, aud even so ia out Mahausndha Paijiilit” Thus 
he sincerely praised the Bosat lu the moet unstinting 
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maniae-r. Afterw&rds tba king prod aimed this order m 
the town by bcAt of tom-tomi: Keep feetEval for sevsn 
d&ySr If there jro any wbn bear goodwill towards mei 
let all each honour the Pandit with varioue preaeota," 

I^nddha, diacloeiirg the foet^ recited these ataD;»i>e :

" 0 mendicants I by the order of that King Vedebaj 
tbc people played all sorts of tunes on their vJn^, making 
very pleosaut music. They blew the five kinde of dianks : 
kara, vijaya^ jayatarA,. they Intoned the fii'c kinds 
of music: atata> "vitata^ viratiitataya, ghanaya, ausiraya. 
The men of tlie dty and the men of the country^ who were 
naturally indined to honour tho Paj(tdit with festivities, 
Leadng the bsntiug of th& dmma, began to be more 
delighted tlmn before, and gave proof of their rufspeot for 
Jdm an proj^mrtJim to their a'ealth. Queens, ench as tire 
chief cjucen Udouibaift, inineea, courtiers. Brahmins, und 
all other people, took very many preaente, food, aud djink 
to the Bosat'a bouse. So did the riders on horses, 
elephants, eharlots, and other velkielcB^ in^try, men of 
the country, and men of the town. 

“O mendicants I the great multitude which had 
assembled on the day the Pa^dl^ ^'ho Imd travelled five 
hundred gavvas.. from his country, and gone to a place 
where were tlia one hundred prlnecs, who aloue conquered 
by means of the power of his wisdom the four hosta of the 
mighty army and the prinecs who had encircled him to 
kill him, enme from Uttarapailmtla to Yadeha, and saw 
the Pitpdi^ ^'r’ho liaitl returued safely, were overjoyed to 
see him as the}' satd to each othei", bais returusd 
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from eonqucriug tlio LundrecI priDc«a, irnd King Bnibina' 
datta with tb em; ’ ciud tbo people, who wcit happy aud 
delink tad, amused themselvoa in vmiious WEiya lot seven 
days, waving tLeir turbane, i-a., as if the "Icay and power 
of the PsjjcJit were spreading/' After the B^^at had tbna 
kept the uatiowai feativslB^ and made nn end ia seven 
days, he went to tise palace, and said, Grrcat king] uonxy 
it please your ilsjsety to send hock at once King Oujani'a 
rnother, son, juid queen/' And the kiug rephwl, ''Very 
W'clf, my son; but why do you tell me to Eimd them 
away? You had better do anything you desire."' Then 
tbc B^at royally honoured each of them separately^ sud 
likewise eutevtoiued and giive many presente to tlie men 
of the four liosts which the King Brahinadutta and tho 
hundred piincea had presentctl to him. Then jie gave 
over this great force, and Hie four huudreJ maidene, in¬ 
cluding the liundred virgitis whom King BLahmadattn 
lied given to him, to Nandfi Devi, nud seat her away, 
juccoinpjinied by a great Lost, givijig to iter the army 
which had bee]] preaented to him, io tliat they migiit 
leave her and retiitm to him. The^e three royal perEon- 
ages went with iuconiparable pomp, trnvelliiig el hundred 
yodunas, and teucited iJttaru|Mulca[a, And King Brahma- 
dattii aekod liis mother, "Mother deort was iting Vedoha 
displeased with you on account of the enmity he hjs 
against me, os you are a celati ve of li I r enemy 1'' The 
queen replied, " What say you, Eon ? The Fapnjic gave 
me to the kiug to bs Lis goddess, Naudu Devi to be a 
mother to bim^ and PrlEieo PciherLhi ClU’seIu to be a brotlier, 
born of the same womb; and the king bonour&tl us very 
much} and ti'eated us kiadly, witli ail civility/' llius 
the vcnentble Jady praised King Vodelia in the highest 
terms. The king, Leariog these words, was the more 
pleased, and sent his sou-iu-lsw a great numbiT of gifts 
and presents. 
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If it bft asked wliat raas&n there was for tUft king to 
ask hia moEber and not bis Tvife, Quetn Kan<b, of tlie 
treatiD&nt thoy had at Kiog Vedeha^a Landaj it 5a this: 
There wag uoue other so fair as Nandil Devi in tha Tvholc 
Daihbfldiva i she was away from tha king at a place four 
hnndred gavvas distant^ aod might have thoughtn " T shall 
enjoy piyaelfd^' and behaved as badly aa she wjebod, without 
any fear or love for the king, and then if quaatioued she 
would not bell what she didj but what she did not she 
would tell t whereaa tnothcrs’iu-law act sowartls their 
daughtera-in-ljaw' like apyiug cats or cackling hensj and 
readily diecredit them with, their husbands by saying 
what is false instead of what is true. And therefore 
this is the reason tliat the king questioned his mother 
and not hU queer. From this day forward the adhexenta 
of both parties lived in unity and friendship, 

lleiv litc pari to tJtc gj's&i tunnd. 


Now the king loved Queen Paiiciila Oaiulj dearly, and 
on the second yaar of their marriage she bore him a aou. 
But when this son was ten years of age hi$ father. King 
Vedeha, died. So the Bosst nused the royal standard, 
and set the tea-year-old prince cm the throne; ami then 
he said, " My lord! I will now go to your great-grand¬ 
father, King Culani.'^ The prlnee replied, d)o 
forsake me, who am ao young. You shall be to me In 
the place of a father, and I will care for yon and see 
that you want uothing,^^ When slie heard this apeecb, 
Queea PahcfiliL tiue I had parenta 

besides, but it was you who guve me in marriage to n 
mouai'cb who dwelt four hundred yodunaa distant ftotu 
my home. It is you who broke down the inveterate 
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hostility of the priucea, iiuid mstle tltem coaleaca Jjke milk 
ftud water. And so it ia you upon whom our welfine 
depeoda. When you go away from this city ’^e ahull 
not hftve auy O'lis to go to for help. Do not go, tat Stay 
and enjoy your fonn&r rnnkj the bmus us if the hither 
of the child ^ere livingj and rule aa well'' To these 
words the Boaat repliedj “ I^py; the reason 1 siy will 
1 gOh for ou the day when I w&e about to returji to thia 
Icingdorn, I proinlacd your fatlicr that 1 would oome to 
hiin when Tfiu g Vedehn died; and therefore I muat go. 
r cannot atay." So he wt fortli amidst the teau‘6 of moat 
of the people of Mlciiila^ who wept iu their love for him 
and grief at hie going. And be took with him his wife 
Amarii Duvi, aud the giants who were horn on the aatuc 
day with him; and of tbe common men and women he 
took ail who whshad to go with himr Then he went on a 
journey of a hundred.yodunas, aud reached Uttarapaficala. 
Than King Cujanh who Ijsd haued that MshnoHudha 
Pandit was eoming, advanced forward witli hie four boats 
to meet himH and taking him in great state to hia city, he 
gave him a magnifioeut pnlaco to live in ; but baaidea this 
the king gave him nothing but tbe sighity ernalltr vUiages 
be had had wlien he formerly dwelt )□ that city How- 
cveTj, he troubled not ths least about it, but performed tbe 
king's service puuctuaily. At that time a Brahmin, called 
Bben, who was very wise and virtuous, and cle-ver in 
speech, and endowed with discernusent of good and evil, 
used to take hia daily meal at the palace, and passed his 
time at the royal gardens. Now the Eosat had been told 
that a ijeraon of snch distlnctbin took his food at the 
palace, w'Uile the Ascetic on Ida part had heard the name 
of Maliau^ba Pandit as of a person atteeding upon the 
kiug, and that there W4is none to equal him. But they 
never saw each other. Now Queen NawdS. was not 
pleased with Mahaufiadha Pandit, because lie hud separated 
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her from btr bu&bAnd tlie king, for she tbcmgbc^ ^'^It was 
b« wbo tooL us secretly through tho tuiinel, and tejisratcd 
me from tho kiog for about a mcmth/ and at thie thought 
she W 03 very angryL Aud dnoe sbo was unftblo to do 
anything hemelf, kho addressed of her faTourite 
womeOj and said, “ All of you keep an aye on the faults 
of MahauNadha and inforin the kin" of them, and 

bring him into disfaviour with the Idug/' So the five 
women aougljt fi>r oocaaion flgainab the Great One, and 
foliowl him whftrever lie went, without letting any ono 
know of their dedgiiSL 

Now It happened one day tliat, after his meals at tlm 
palace, the Aicetic was on hJs way to his cell^ when ho 
met tko Boiiut in the palace-yard coming to attend upon 
the kingr Tlifi Great 0ns sainted tlm Ascetic^ and stood 
on one eidc- Tlien the Aeeetic tljougbt within himself,. 
'‘This Pa^ulit is wise; thersfore I will test his wisdom. 
But who ia there that will not ujidesrstaud wliat is spoken 
hy wowlfi ^ But to interpret; a meajring conveyed by signs 
is Sr difficult thing. So I will make signs to him with my 
lijiude, and in that vray question him." Then be looked 
the Bosat iu ihe fitcs, jnd epenod out hie hand. Now if 
it be askcul w'hat his meouiug wna, it was this: He wes 
thinking to liimsslf, "What does the Hog give this Paijdit, 
whom he has brought Litlier from his coantry ? Does lie 
give him lithea with n free hand and mslntsin him well ^ ” 
Soj to convey his meanings lie opened out his Laud ^ and 
the Bosat replied by closing his fist. If it be asked what 
lie meant to convey—he intended to Depress that the king 
had brought him there, in purEtuiuco cf his promise to the 
king, and that os one does not part wltli what he grasp® 
in his hand, so the king gave him uothrug. The Ascetic^ 
finding that the Eimt had divined liis meaning, stretched 
out bis hand and rubbed hia head, tnesuiug to convey: 
" Tticu, if you ore dissatisfied, why not become an ascetic 
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Bka ujyacin" TIilf?, toe, watt uot l&at upon tke Eysnt, 
and iu lik tura h* nibbad Tiw belly, 9 s wba should say, 
“Thsrts jine luauy bolLLefl that I mnst fill^ and tlmnaforc I 
uoimet Lhccouio an ascetic," "Wbeu he had Htocived tliis 
ausver the Ascetic ’treiit into his enll, while the Bdsat 
ailuted liiiia and went to attaud upon the king. Then 
Queen Kandi'a favourite wcurtoit, who had been looking 
from the perforated window of the palace and saw what bad 
happened, went to the king, and said, " My lord 1 Mahau- 
ttsd-ha Pandit, ”1 caujunetion with the Aecetie, Ijfttt dcsigiut 
upon yemr kingxlcnUr hu a very abort tiino they will kill 
you, and take it to tlieniBeivei'' In this way they tried to 
discredit liira with the king. But tli& king said, ''WhntE 
have you seen this tiling with your own eyes? Have you 
tmetworthy inforniation of it?" "Listen/^ they oaji- 
tinued: “the Ascetic, after taking his meal yesterday at 
the palsico, met the Pui^eht, and, as maciy were praaentv 
he was afraid to coavem in words, and tijereforo made 
signs, and said, 'Pauditt you arc a ituvn possessed of 
wisdom. Why not make the whole kingdom of Dam- 
budiva as the palm of your hand, or ae a threshing-floor, 
and take the kingdom into your own hand?’ Tliia he 
conveyed by opening out his liaudi Tlie Paijdit under¬ 
stood him, and oleaed his hand, signifying that if he laid, 
hold of tins sword ho would in a few days kill tlic king 
and take the kingdom to liimseli Then the Aseetio 
rubbed his head^ implying that if thot were ee, he alioukl 
cut off the king's heath The PaTit]llt, thinking that if hs 
aimed a blow at the king's head he might misdimct his 
hand and stiike too high, rubbed hla, belly, mcaiung to 
aay that it would be better to cleave the king^e stomach 
iu two. Why should wa tell a thing we heard? This 
we saw with our own eyes." And again they said, "IV 0 
entreat your Majesty to klli Mahuasadha PamJit without 
tha least deky.'' ITio king thought, "I caemot wrong 
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thift I muat qinHlioti t!ia Aatctk, find leaTu wliat 

tUs is icportcH:! to have eaid Ijim.” Sn, ou tbc 

foJlowins day* flfter ilit Asiiclio liJnd finiFskwI liia lucrtl, tlic 
kiDg Hjjokt to Idfn thus: "WflU, did yoa act the PuTiditr' 

■ Grtat kinst' ft-plicil tiie Ascetic, "when I wm going 
awiiy ycBtKjtday aflct my meal itt tlit pulacSj 1 tuot him 
an the wjiy.'’ “Had you any tidk with him?” inquiretS 
the liiugr The AsMtii: answered^ ■"■ Great king! I had 
heard that lit a wiftc person, mid I thought that if he 
was wiao he would undeKitaiid me* uiid so to twt him I 
jmt him a nutaiion hy mcjius of a fiigiv. He uiidcxtslocO 
lacj and aolvcd my riddle to iny eatiafaetiou/' lima ha 
reliitfil all that liad huppenwL The king inquired, '‘h\y 
lord I is tim PnT^i.lit it wiKt mniir' Then the Ascctiu 
described his wieJoni, and ?jud. " Orent king [ hu la wisOr 
There is not in any pliutc liis c^jual in wisdomr" Tha 
king Hilut^ the Ascetic, and eetit him off to hia Cfllb 
After }ie waa gone the Bosat caino up.

"Wlica n monarch is angry with n 
man aud ioteuda bi& death, he bcapa wealth aud 
honour tipoa him. iUl this time the hing has not given 
mo anything, but now richee and honour pour upon me 
like rain. I do not know whether it in good or in ill 
will towards mo. It will be well to ascertain this without 
loaa of time.

lake is full of water, eo that there ts none to equal mo in 
wealth except the hiug. 1 do not know whether it ig 
with good intent or ovjl intent that he has shown me 
these favours^ Do you find out, aud let me know what 
is the king's fixed purposa towardg me." ITie Ascetic 
agreed, and said, "Very wall." So on the foUowing day. 
whun La was on bis way to the palacG, he bethought hitn 
of tt suitable qaestion, viz., the queeden Teganliijg the 
waEcr-demon^ bat agaita he thought, "I maet not show 
myealf a spy who is in the ccufidenco- I will 

ugk the question by mcanB of a utrstageni, and find out 
what the kiug’g will is towards the Paijdit.''' Thus think¬ 
ing, he went to ihs palace, and a''heu. he had taken his 
meal the king came up to him uud stood, saluting him. 
Then the Ascetit theught, ‘'Now, if 1 put my question 
ill the presence of a uumher of people, and if the king 
is angry with the Pimditr expression to hia 

anger in public, it will not bt well.’' So he said to the

Tikaba^ Mautii, yonr brotLeri Prjnec Dhauaeekam.your 
friend;^ Brahmiu KevatU^ your chief eouiisello.r; Mftbau- 
^idha Pwdit, and yourself—are voyaging in a ship over 
the great ocean^ and a water-demon, who fenda on human 
fleab wheji iu search of prey, saw the boat m whicb you 
seven were aabiug, and seized bold of your l>oat and aaid, 
‘You must givB me your six compatiio[i'&, one after 
another, else I wiU not let you go.’ in what order wonld 
you yield them? Wliom firet 1 whom second? and so 
on ^ and whom last of all to be the demon’s prey, that 
you might yourself escape from the ban da of the watcr- 
demou?’ When the king benrd this, who was fres and 
bad uo guile in lua heart, he reveided his mind in the 
following stunai:

my frie]Li3, and fifthly Kcvattflr After giving up tbcae 
five, wLen tlifirc remaiuedt only mynclf and tliu Paioidlh if 
the demoi] aaked for a. farthur BacrUioc, I ehonld gird my 
clothes about me, and, dierega^ding the gloriei of my 
sovereignty of Dambadivaj I ahoulJ say to Inm, 'Priend ! 
ent me up;’ and throwing Muhan^adha PjiJjiltt behind 
me. ehould myself, in place of the Pa&d^*- jump into the 
gaping mouLh of the demon, and should myself be hiii 
prey; but while I live I will Jiot yield my Patjdit to tho 
watenlemon, and mytelf look oiir” Tltia was the end of 
the question and anawei'. Titen t]ie Ascetic thoughtii 
" The question I liave put to the Mug, and the goodwill 
ha has for tlie PiT^^wlit, will not ba noised ahroatl, since I 
alo'ne heard his answer. So it w^ill be well for me to 
spread the story abroad, aa oil spreod on the ocean. I 
will go from the palace with the king, get a large number 
of persons together, fttid put the question in theie presence. 
He will answer in their pregenccj as be answered me, 
naming the oidet In which ho wonld sacrifice tlte other 
five, and saying that he wmuld save Mahaumdba Pandit 
alive. Then I will dwell on the virtues of hia mother and 
tha four others, and empbasiae the faults of tllQ Paijdit' 
The king will then speak of the faults of others, ami dwell 
on the virtnes of the Po](iditj so that the viitues of the 
Poaat will shine as clearly as the full moon in tlie 
firmament of heaven/^ So thinking, Le aaid to tlie king, 
" O king 1 assemble together tha people of the iuner city, 
the princes and nobles, and other men of note, and piepate 
a TDaguificent seat in the palace, and decorate it. This 
done^tha Ascetic, seated on the magnificently decorated 
throne, put to the king the same question, from the begin¬ 
ning, as ha had put to him when they two were alone ; and 
when tho king suld, as he had before said, that he would 
first give his mother to the demon, and lust of aU himaelf, 
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liut Tvfluld aavti MalnAUfindliiL alive, aaiil irlien ho 

further said, " So long at I live I will not be sepatated 
from my PaijiJit for a moraeut/' even the Aecetic atud, 
“ Great king I do not tay wliat ie not in your mind. 
Who will believe tl>o woi'qs you say? You havo lund 
that when the water-dcueon seized hold of the boat you 
would sacrifice aii pei'ions in soeesasioD, be^innlug with 
the. mother who bore you^ and save tlic alive, and 

aU the time you have no greater (infimy than MahauHadha 
Pimdiu As to a man's mother^ there is noue that helps 
him more than she. What is more, your mother ia not, 
like other methcra, possessed of oidiunry quahties. She 
has been of great nssiatauce to you. Why would you 
give away a mother possessed of so much virtue ? " Aiid 
in order that the king might undemtand her vulue the 
better, the Asnctic recited this ^tmiza:

T]>e nujaning of this stanza is : “In the lifetime of the 
father of this King Cutani, when he wjte a. little prince, 
the Furohita Qrahmin, who served the kieg after having 
had his pleasure with Queen Talalil, killed the king by 
means of poisoued food, hoisted tlie royal stand emb utid 
took the queen to be his wife^ At that time, in the 
reign of the Brahmin, Frinca Ch|aui one day said to his 
mother, * Motlist! I am hungry.' The mother gave him 
jaggery, honey, and aweetmeats; but flies swarmed about 
the plate, so the prince let a few drops of honey from bia 
plate fall on the gjrouncl, and drovo off the flies tlmt woi-a 
on hie plats. The ewarrn of flies flew away and covered 
the honey on the floor. Then the prince drove off the 
flies on the floor at well, ate his sweets, cleaned Lis hand 
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and mouth, and Trent to play. The Brnhininp acting thj^ 
act, thought, ^Tlita prince, before he had grown np even a 
little, dreva off tlie flies, and after wapU ate hie sweetmeats. 
If Lt lives to come to man's estate he will not give me 
the kingdom. I will therefons kill him.' And he told 
tho mattci: to Talatfl Devi. Tlie queen said, ' My lord i 
through the Jove I lied towards yon, I killeil a king ao 
great a£ my king by poison leg, and thcEcfore whflt usa is 
fchia fellow to Die ? I will kill him secretly.' S* spying, 
she comforted the Brahcnin, And the queen,, in her 
wisdom, stroct upon a device immediately, and cidliDg 
her cook, said to him, ' Child 1 my wn, Prince Culanj, 
and your son^ Dhamiaokhara, were born on the same day. 
They catne hete together, and with a great couccurat of 
princes; they are friends na thick iialife. I^ow the Brahmin, 
Chabbsi, wialies to kill my aoii. You must save hie life 
for me,' Tlie cook ajiswnrcd, 'It in well, your Majesty. 
Wliat fthall I do ? ■ The queen saidi, ‘ Let my son live in 
yOur house. You roust nil three of you remairL in the 
great kitchen, so that ovtrj' one may know it, but not 
suspect our design. ^Vheu no one doubts that Prince 
CQlimi, the cook, nod his son are m the kitchen, yon must 
heap the bonee of sheep where you lie, and when people 
go to reat at night, aet fine to tho kitchsn, and, without 
letting any one know, depart through the open gato of 
this town, takitig tlic two children with you, and escsiic 
into the other city in the Pasaldanavva- Save my sen's 
life for me, but do not let it lie ktiown that he is a 
prince.' The cook agreed, and said, 'It ie well.' Them 
she gave him of lier treasurss—pearls, atones, and gold. 
The cook nisd the otiier two, after setting fire to the 
kitchen, went away, and came in time to the city of 
SSgala, in Madu-rata. There the cook went and did 
obeisance to the king, and made hie rank in li(b known 
to him. The king of Madu sent awny liis previous cook. 
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and gfl.v& it* control of tha liitchen to tlit jusw-oometh 
Tha two diildteu uaed to go with the cook to the polaeo, 
jiud the king one day asked whose ohOdrou thgy weror 
The Cook snid they were bis own. Thon the klug said, 
cluldren are not cost in tlic saEuc moulih* The 
cook Implied, ‘They are the children of different wives. 
One of them is like me, and the other like his mothorr’ 
At time paeewl on they luodo Menda with the daughter 
of tlio king of Mnduj and would play together in the 
palace. Now, Princo Oujaui and the priiieeas> aeeieg each 
other cosstentlyj, fell in I 070 , .At the play-room Prince 
Cujani need to order the princess aboat and any, ‘ Uring 
that here; wait yom,^ making her bring hia top or whip. 
Sometimes, when she will not bring what he wantg^ he 
treats her rudely and knocks her on the head. Out of 
respect for her royalty and love for the prince^ the prii»- 
ccss sornttimes atidnies tlse blowa. At other times, wheu 
she cannot bear tha pain of the blow, she rubs tbe place 
nod cries. When the king heard her cry, he usked who 
etruck hie daughter, and tha nnree would inijuire who 
it wna; but the princess thought, ^ If 1 say, “ Here I am ; 
he etrack me,‘^ iny facber will exercise his royal authority 
against him/ So she passes the matter off, out of love 
for tite prince, and aays, '‘What do yon say? Who dares 
to beat mo ? I cried for fun,' Now, one day tbe king 
itimscif saw the prince strike bin daughter, and tbougbt, 

' This boy is not like the other; ha jg aa pleasant to look 
upon as a golden linage. Me is not tbe kaet afraid becfiusc 
tfiia ie a palaoe, aud my daughter tho daughter of a king, 
while he is a stranger and the son of a oook. The tmth 
was bidden from ma, but this boy is not the son of the 
cook.' Prom that day forward the king marked him. 
The nurae used to take sweets to tbe place where the 
princess was at play, and the princesa would distri- 
hate them to the other ebikh'en, who stretched ont 
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their hunds to t^ika tba awa&tfi, Atid raceiT'cd tlicm into 
their two hoads^ aud £d ato them; but Frituia Culomi in 
the middle of the game would of himaelf pat out n Jjaud 
to take them. Thia too the king mlw. Agniu^ oue day 
Prince Colcinl spun iita top^ ntid it got underneftcb tho 
hing^g aofiu The prince weut to take it, Tjut h»Ting re¬ 
gard to his royal dignity, he thought, 'If I beud my 
head under the bed of this foreign kiug, will it not look 
as if I did obeiaauce to hito ? ^ So he dravr eJia top to him 
by meane of a stick. When tho king aaw thia act, tooj he 
thought, 'Tl]ig cannot be the cook's son/ So lie enlled 
the cook to him and inquiccd^ 'Whose child is tIjLsP 
^rt ie my son/ bt replied. The kiog said* ' Fellow [ 
don^t I know yoou- son ? Do not tell me a falseligod. Say 
the thing that really la^ If yoa tell a liu you will soon 
know tho result/ So eayiog, ho stratehed out his aword 
to frighten him. The cook, terrified with fear of death, 
gnidj ' r will tell your Majesty in priTate/ Then the 
king sent the other people away, and the coot^ begging to 
lie forgiven, related tlse etqury from the time of the late. 
King Ch]ani, who waa killtd by poison, down to the time 
that the kiijg queetioned him, and. also what lie had done 
imd how he had come^ aa accurately at possible. Having 
hciird ill6 truth of the matter, the king dressed lila daughter 
in the robes of a queeu, and bestowed her on Pidnco 
Culaiii. Tliia is tlio sbrny of Jiiug Cvliljini’s life at Madu. 
It waa LOW Doiwd abroad that the cook, hie son^ and 
Prince Cfijunl were burcied to death iuaido the kitciicu by 
the fre. When Takta Devi heard of the matter aim olii 
to the Bi'ahmiii, ‘What w'oft passing in ynur mind acd 
mins has come to pass. All three of them wcie burned 
to deatli in the room/ When eho told the Brakrolti thus 
he wM grtiatly pleased. Moreover, tlie queen biOLight the 
sheep’e bones, and assured tlie Brahmin that they were 
truly the remaine of Priiioo Culaulr" ^Ihia etory the Ascetic 
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tolled to iQiud to illuatrate. the cxcicUcut qiiJt 1 itio£ of tLc 
quosifin and totd, " Your in^tliOr oftcctcd thi* Joviue Ij her 
Tfifdoin and prottotcd you^ F<ir wliat fault nf lire™ a^ould 
yoii give yout motlicrj who liclpijd yoo bo alnTmlly, to tlic. 
wfttur-dtmott?'' Hcnrjn^ tlic king aanl, "I knoa^ 
that the V 3 TIUC 9 of nsy nioiheif ate loany 3 but her faults, T 
know, arc mol* than tin; virtues voii dtoet'ibcd.

Tfte Prtuce Tikahjn^a waa born 
when your niether, Talattl Devi, lied poiEoued the late 
Kiug CulzLiii, and was liviug with the Brahmin. Alihough 
born at that lltuc, be was the aon of the dead King COlaciL 
Wljen the Prince Tikabi’nia Mzmtri grew nji^j, the Ei^abmiti

Tim Brahmin, on heuriog this, asked what the matter waa- 
And the (urlnce inquired of him, ^Dues the sword you 
gave me belong to another T Tlis Biahinin continaed : 
'"VVLat are you saying? When I have iji my atoru 
Imndreda and thousands of sworde, why should I give to 
iny Only son another inan^s pwyrdl^ Mf £0,' the prlnee 
eunttuued, *cau yon dieiiinguitb ths aword you gave me? 
Shall 1 get it for you to oxamins?' The Brabmin said, 
'Why, my son ? ]l>o I not know the sword 1 gave yon ? 
Futeh it at oncer’ The pflnai sent for the sword, and 
drawing it from the ocubbaxd, said, ' Look!' and, uder 
pretence of Bhowiug it to tba Briihuaiuj held the scabbartl 
in the left hand, and with a si ogle blow cleft the Brabniin'^s 
head in twain, as by a lightuing'Stroko, eo that the head 
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fell at hk feet Thun he removti the dejid Brahmin fncun 
the royal palace, ijeaned tlie b^usc, niod raised the myaL 
Hlandard in hie own honour. His mother then told him 
how Cojani was atilt alive at Sagata, Heai-ing thatj Prlnca 
TikahamiL Mautti, attonded with his four heats of men^ 
went to Sagalaand brought batik hia brother, and iii&tallcd 
him pa king. Tlmt prince bad an instantaneous infiight 
bitci things^ i^ed On EhaE account he was known ovar 
Dambadivft as Prince Tikfibai;nL Mantri.” When ha liAtl 
ihua mid tba ABcotic inqnircdj ” Why will you give such 
a brother an tills lo tho wator-demoin Hearing tliiSa the 
king disclosed hia Lrotbor’a foulta m this stanza:

At fiisc, when coming to 
actond upon the king, he used to come earlier than the 
rest, but nowj gucii is his pridej lie oomes very hkte^ some- 
tiroes never at all. This is the fault for wliich I wiU give 
him as a. prey to the water-deinou.“ The Ascetic then 
said, “ Well, this is the fault for which you would give 
your hrothcr to thedcmafi, Wl;y will you give up Dhanu- 
Mkhorii?" Than he roeited this etanm :—.

The Aacotie, iu the aamo manner cis before, aaid, 
Becauao of this fault you give your friend to the water- 
demou. Kevat^ is a person of great service to you ;"

He ELlao knowg 
all about the eclipse of the moon and of ilie suur So 
clever is he in devlaing plana that he could And a way to 
join earth to heaven. He has wisdom to effect any aim. 
He is great tii counsel. Why give euch. a Brahmin as this 
to the watcr^dcnfion ?The king^ disclosing the faults of 
the Brahmin, recited this staui^:

For these reasons 1 should 
give this Brahmin monster to tlic demon," Hearing this, 
the Ascetio asid, ''You said, Q king, that you ^vonld give 
your mother and the other four successively to the water- 
demon aa his prey, aud that, of ter giving them, you would 
regard your royal power nnd glory as little ae the rheum a 
man voids in the morn Eng, aud give your life to save Pa^jd^t 
Maliau^dliar What virtue, either in the past or present, 
do you See in him that you should do such a thing as 
this?" Thou the Aacetic, describing the power and glory 
of the king, reetted these stacEos :

Vfho ars your eE5rvant& You are atteaded by a liost of 
ministers and poiverfiil forces. You have conquer^id all. 
You liRve power and glory like ^akra, Mol■eover^ you are 
atteaded ky sistccu tbousaud IdiJiei ricsplendeiit ia various 
qucisnly adorumentfi, eatringe set with precious atoaeSj and 
the like. Do you not pos&eaK kiagdom^i towns, vilLigea^ roynl 
viliagCtf;^ iiousM, parkSj fiekis, cJotlicSj jewels, food and drink, 
Diea-aervuniis mid maid-Bervants^Boas and daughters, cattle 
and buflialoes, silver and gold, elfl^ilijnts aad horaes, ebfiriots^ 
dooUeEi, and palanquing, aad tho four hosts that attend 
a king? All these tbiugs you have—a hoasa, eg it were^ 
for tho five pleasures to riot in. Sack thiugs your eoul 
enjoyOr And have not flie wise said thtit a man hag no 
treasure but liht soul 1 Why should you, on account of 
Maliau^dha Pai(^dLt, make such a gacrihoe as nteu do not 
fuLika Or tin Ilk of After tiiat tbs king gsid, "My lord 1 
"What aay you ? If not I alone, but the gods and Brabmaa 
of tl»e ten tiousaud Sskvajaa also, and other godg, guch as 
the gods of ihs reptiles sud the Bnakes, atid the kings 
oftUed Auanta, in eaeb Esakvcla, wvio every one of thetu 
to create to himself a thousand mouths, and to deacrihe 
the virtues of my son, Mahausadha Pa^idit, by each difTerent 
mouth, telliug of different %''Lrtues until their lives’ gud, 
even then I do liot think they could fiulsh deBcribijig Lig 
virtues and see to the end of them. AFa^dlt such iir- 
compnrable wigdom as this Pandit there has not existed in 
the past, and never will be horn in the future^ Therefore I 
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will describe a small virtue like showing the sky through 
the eye of a needle:

“ Lord I since this Mahau^ha Pajcwjit came hither, up 
to this very hour of this very day, I saw not nor heard of 
the least foult in hiuL This it was in him that pleased 
me, and if my name be wiped out first he will, by the 
fruits of his wisdom, place all my children and grand¬ 
children iu happiness, and not let auy calamity befall them. 
Again, like jin all-wise supreme Buddha, by the power of 
his wisdom, he knows fully both the gain aud loss, the 
good and evil, that prevail, that will prevail, that have* 
prevailed. ITiat iaulUesa and sweet Paijdit, while I live, 
shall not be given to the water-demon to be his prey.” 
So the king, speakiug what was iu his mind, described 
the virtues of the Bosat without reserve, making them as 
plain for all to see as though he insciibcd them on the 
moon’s full orb. When the king, in all honesty, spoke 
the opinion that was in his mind, the Ascetic, in order that 
all who were collected in that vast assembly might heai*, 
recited these stanzas, so that the matter might be the 
better proclaimed:

“0 meritorious menl hear what I say. King^CuIani 
says that he would give the five persons, including his 
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moth ex -who bore him* as a parcy to tie water-demoiij 
sud, fiafiJty, his owd life also to save this 
Pa^d^^p ^'bicb fact^ raeritorioas dtizcus^ do you all hoaf 
Aiid keep in mmd.^ 

Thae it ia that 'imdoiii, because it accompliBbes any 
thought of man^ is supexeatural and mitacaious. It is 
eo hard to cap tiara aa a hoxgde hair pplit into a hundred 
parts; and becnuas it is of' unapoakable asBtBrance to 
men for all hia good in this world and in the nextf it is 
thought to he the maly highest good. In theea words the 
ABcetic> like one placing a pinmade of pieeiona stones on 
the top O'! a paJaci^ made on t^ie seven preeioos thingSr 
built of the virtuQ of his wiadonij proclaimed the wiaiom 
of the Efisat, exalting it^ and made an end of the 
Ummaggn JAiaka^ concluding it with tlie q^iftatiou of the 
water^demon. Thus ouuJ Jjond Buddha, the Lard af the 
three worlds, having pniolaimed the fouc sublime trntbSj 
of sufTeriDg, of the causa of suffering, described the 
exercise of bis wisdom in the bearing of tbo Bhikkus, 
who assembled hi the court of Dharniaj as if be were 
drawing it on the orb of the moon. That proclamation 
of the Dharma did great good to many mortals, gods, 
and supupi^^ After he bad tlms related the 
Jfttakss the Buddha explained who tbote great personages 
were, beginning with Mahau^adha Pa^jdit, and recited this 
atanxa:

Devi, is Queen hlahamaya; and the Pa^^dit'u wife, 
AmarA Devi, ia- Princese YosodbarAj who bore my son, 
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Prince Rfthula. being the chief queen over a hundred 
and aixty-nine thouaand queens; and the parrot who con 
veyed all secret messages, and did the 
service, is tny brother, Anandu Thera, who is the clue 
of those who attend upon Buddha, and the chief o t e 
wise, the mine of the Dharma, the lover of Buddha, 
who’is like the full moon in the sky of my Budd^hood; 
King CQlanl Brahmadatta; who at that time nought 
eighteen Akkhohiois of men to the city where the 
was, and ran away defeated, is Silriputta Thera, the chief 
of the wise except myself, who is as my right hand; 
MahauH^a Pnt^dit, who at that time, from his seventh 
year, surpassed the five wise Pavdito. Senoka, Pukku^ 
Kiviuda, Devinda, and Kovatta, in wisdom, is I myself, 
who am now the supreme Buddha” 

Here ends the Unxmagga. Jdtaket. 
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
